Says Others Got Profits and Told 
~ Him How to Extort Money 
from Dupes.

Dr. Horace P. Wilkins—he “ makes weak 
men strong ’’—the quack whose den is in the 
rear of the New pharmacy at 524 South 
State street, was arraigned before Municipa' 
Jiidge John Mahoney yesterday on a charge 
of operating a confidence game. 

‘Through Dr. C. C. Miller, who has an office 
above his drug store on the southwest corner 
of Clark and Madison streets, and Attorney 
Charlies Horgan, Dr. Wilkins was released 
om a $1,500 bond, signed by George Carroso, 
a saloonkeeper, who lives at 1841 Jackson 


boulevard. 

One of Dr. Wilkins’ contributions to med- 
ical science is his famdus diagnostic query 
to prospective patients, “‘ Do you feel sleepy 
when you wake up in the morning?’ An 
affirmative reply indicates the presence of 
gome horrible condition in the “ patient's” 
system and usually results in the subsequent 
transfer of the latter's funds to the doctor. 


Query Precedes Arrest. 

“Do you feel sleepy when you wake up 
in the morning?” was one of the questions 
which Dr. Wilkins asked a TRIBUNE reporter 
on Friday just before he pronounced his 
caller in a condition fast approaching impo- 
tency and imbecility. One hour later the 
doctor was arrested on the warrant sworn 
out before Municipal Judge Stewart by Frank 
J. Weidner, a young man who alleges he was 
swindled out of $1”v in Wilkins’ office. 

Dr. Wilking spent the night in a cell in the 
basement of the detective bureau. As he 
_gtepped out from the motley array of drunks, 
vagrants, and thieves in the bull pen in the 
courtroom he was interviewed by the re- 
porter who had talked with him before. 

* Doctor, did you feel sleepy when you 
woke up this morning?” was asked. 

The doctor manifested a mental condition 
that argued ill for supposed friends he had 
depended upon throughout the night to affect 

~ his release on bond. 


Wilkins Tries to Shift Blame. 

Dr. Wilkins professed his innocence of any 
wrongdoing. He said he owned no interest 
in’ the drug store in the rear of which he 
werks, and maintained that he is a paid 
employé of Dr. C. C. Miller, who, he says, 
owns the drug store and several others. 

“TI have got it in black and white and can 
show it,’’ said Wilkins to Detective Harry 
Walker, who made the arrest. “ I was work- 
ing under Dr. Miller and under his instruc- 
tions as to what to do with the people we 
got in there. I am simply paid my salary. 
He gets all of the money taken in.”’ 

‘Dr. Miller, who lives at 2618 Lake View 
avenue, hovered on the outside of the court- 
room while arrangements were making for 
the bond. When asked about his interest in 
the case. he deplored that the present “ hulla- 
baloo ’’ about quacks made it inexpedient for 
him to make a statement. 


“Better to Lie Low for Awhile.”

INDICTED QUACKS USE MAILS. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—[Special.]—Al- 
though two aggregations of the mail order 
médical quacks, exposed by THE TRIBUNB, 
have been indicted and arrested for viola- 
tion of the federal laws they still are allowed 
by the government to go on doping and dup- 
ing their victims with impunity. 

The postoffice department. has not closed 
the mails to these charlatans, although it is 
confident it has the evidence on which to 
send.them to the penitentiary for improper 
use of the postal privilege. Exclusion of ad- 
vertising and correspondence from the mails 
is the punishment the average mail order 
quack fears more than any other, for it wipes 
out his business at the source, 


Two Concerns Being Prosecuted. 

The two concerns under prosecution by the 
government and their indicted officials and 
employés are: 

The Dr. Jiroch company, 538 South 
Wabash avenue—F. W. Jiroch, T, R. 
Bradford, M. W. Johnston, and R, c. 
Wales. 

The Sam Katz Catarrh Treatment 
vompany, 1325 South Michigan ave. 
nue—Sam Kats, George Kats, and Dr. 
George B. Abbott. 

These individuals were indicted by the fed- 
eral grand jury in Chicago last April. They 
were placed under arrest and released under 
bond pending trial in the District court. The 
indictments charge the use of-the mails for 
fraudulent purposes in obtaining money by 
correspondence from persons who were in- 
duced to place faith in the fake cures prom- 
ised. 

These two concerns are said to be among 
the most daring and also the richest and 
most powerful in the domain of quackery. 
The indictments resulted from a long and 
careful investigation by the postoffice in- 
spectors. Victims of the charlatans were 
found in almost every state in the union.

LIQUOR INTERESTS LOSE. 


Consent, Petition Based on Gen- 
eral Election Held In- 
sufficient. 


Des Moines, TIa., Nov. 22.—Every saloon in 
Des Moines must-close immediately, accord- 
ing to a decision handed down by the lowa 
Supreme ocurt late this afternoon. 

Fearing rioting during the night leaders of 
the ‘drys’ hurriedly arranged with Chief of 
Police J. W. Jenny for extra patrolling of 


Within an hour after the decision had been 
handed down officers were serving the sa- 
loonkeepers with motices to quit business, 
‘and by 5:30 o'clock practically every one of 
the eighty odd saloons in town had closed its 
decors. 

In some of the principal bars, proprietors 
promptly ejected their patrons, while in 
others ‘final drinks’ were permitted be- 
fore the “lid "’ went on. In many instances 
crowds collected on the outside of the places 
where an hour before they had been inside, 
and discussed the sudden turn of affairs. 


. Consent Petition Insufficient. 
The court decided unanimously that the 
saloon consent petition, is insufficient because 


stead of the municipal election, thus revers- 
ing the decision of Judge James P. Hewitt 
of the District court, who had declared them 
sufficient. 

The saloons in the city are operated under 
a mulct saloon consent petition circulated 
upon the basis of the last preceding general 
election. In the Fort Dodge case, passed 
upon this month, the high court held that 
petitions of consent circulated in towns above 
2,500 must be counted on the basis of the last 
preceding city election, not school, municipe/ 
bond, or genera! election. 

Earlier in the day formal demand for the 
closing of the saloons had been made by the 
Citizens’ association upon the Retail Liquor 
Dealers’ association, based upon a recent 
decision of the Supreme court in another 
state. 

Other Cities May Be Affected. 

W. C. Barber, superintendent of the Iowa 
Anti-Saboon league, said tonight the decision 
will apply to other cities, and there is pros- 
pect that Iowa dry forces may seek to close 
up saloons in Council Bluffs and Sioux City 
and other of the larger cities. 

T. L. Sellers, attorney for the saloon inter- 
ests, announced this evening that an appli- 
cation for a rehearing of the case will be filed 
in the Supreme court Monday morning. 
However, he believes the consent petition 
has received its death blow and will advise 
the saloon men immediately to begin the cir- 
cylation of a new petition.

MAY ARREST ALL “26” MEN 


Singleton Holds Snell Conviction 
Justifies Such Action. 


TWO DICE WINNERS FINED. 


Try to Sell “Trade Checks” and Are

The suppression of the “ 26" dice game in 
Chicago is up to Mayor Harrison.

Wal- 
ter Snell, one of the men arrested, was con- 
victed by a jury Friday of gambling by the 
ee 26 game. 
Mayor Harrison will return on Monday. In 
the meantime Mr. Singleton will write a let- 
ter calling his attention to the action of the 
jury in Municipal Judge Fake’'s court. 


May Cause Arrest of Hundreds, 
However, if Mayor Harrison does not 
take action on the game which was held to 
be gambling by A jury of twelve men—some 
of whom played it—the Citizens’ associa- 


‘tion may cause the arrest of every operator 


of the game in Chicago and push the pros- 
ecution of the men in the courts. 

** We are prepared to take this action,’”’ Mr. 
Singleton said yesterday. 

Snell yesterday had his motion for a new 
trial postponed until next Saturday.

Cincinnati, O., Nov. - 22.—[Special. |—Al- 
though the new state law restricting the 
number of saloons does not go into effect 
until Monday, the 400 saloons in this city 
eliminated through its provisions will prac- 
tically quit business tonight at midnight, as 
the midnight and Sunday closing law cuts off 
the brief intervening period. The law will 
shut out more than 3,000 saloons in Ohio. 

The filing of suits by ousted saloonmen to 
mandamus the Hamilton county license com- 
missioners, thus compelling the issuance of 
licenses began today and the first hearing 
was set for Tuesday. fifty-seven of the 
saloon owners, whose names appear among 
the unlucky ones, probably will be allowed 
to keep their places open pending the hear- 
ing of their cases; as they were originally 
granted licenses, these being withdrawn by 
the commission later. However, by far the 
greater number of the 600 saloonkeepers of 
this city and county undoubtedly will sub- 
mit quietly to the elimination process. Sev- 
eral thousand men, owners, barkeepers, por- 
ters, and cooks will be thrown out of employ- 
ment at midnight tonight.

BRICKLAYERS’ UNION ADOPTS 
PLAN FOR OLD AGE PENSIONS. 


Fund Will Be Maintained by Weekly 
Assessments of 25 Cents—Payments 
t> Be $5 Weekly. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 22.—An old age pen- 
sion and disability fund will be inaugurated 
by the Bricklayers, Masons, and Plasterers’ 
International Union of Americain 1914. The 
plan has just been adopted by the members 
of the union in a referendum vote. 

The fund will be maintained by weekly 
assessment of 25 cents on each member. Each 
member entitled to draw upon the fund will 
receive $5 a week, the payment to be made 
monthly. 

Pensions will be allowed any member who 
has reached the age of 60 years and has 
been in good standing in the union for twenty 
years, if he is unable to obtain sustaining 
employment, and to any member who has 
been in good standing for ten years and has 
become incapacitated for work by accident 
or ill health, not brought on by improper 
conduct. 

The widow of a beneficiary also may obtain 
the continuance of the pension if she is with- 
out other means of support.

Be Given Trial. 


ECONOMY IN SCHEME. 


Location Near House of Correc- 
tion Indorsed as Offering 
Chance for Savings. — 


Members of the Chicago waste commis- 
sion yesterday indorsed the suggestion made 
by Henry M. Hyde in Saturday's TRIBUNE 
that a solution of the garbage problem could 
be found in the construction and operation 
of an incinerator or crematory near the 
house of correction. 

Miss Mary McDowell said it is a most ex- 
cellent plan. She said it would at least help 
to solve the garbage problem for a large 
portion of the city. . 

** Minneapolis has an incinerator plant that 
is being operated successfully in connec- 
tion with the house of correction,’ Miss Mc- 
Dowell said. “I see no reason why the 
same plan could not be used in Chicago. Of 
course, there is a problem as to the long 
hauls from the far southern and far north- 
ern sections of the city. It might not bea 
practical idea to try to collect all of the gar- 
bage at any one point. 


Water Transportation Factor. 

“ But, as Mr. Hyde states, a house of cor- 
rection plant would be convenient to water 
transportation. This -would permit of the 
collection of garbage from a very large sec- 
tion of the city. Receiving stations could 
be established along the various branches 
of the river.”’ 

Commissioner of °Pubdlic Works McGann 
said that he could not express a preference 
for any particular location for a garbage 
plant, because of his official position. He 
said, however, he is emphatically in favor 
of the incineration of garbage as compared 
with the so-called’ reduction method. 

“Reduction is not a practical means of 
garbage disposal for Chicago at the present. 
The argument in favor of the reduction sys- 
tem is that the city will be able to makea 
profit out of its garbage. The profit should 
be figured on the saving in cost of operation 
rather than the amount of money turned 
back to the city in what some are pleased 
to call ‘ profit.’ To my mind the incinera- 
tion method will cost the least.”’ 


Nance Indorses Site. 

Ald. W. O. Nance said the bridewell site 
appeals to him as logical and practical. 

‘The test of the small unit that has been 
in operation at the Dbridewell for several] 
veeks has been quite successful,”’ the alder- 
man said. ‘“‘I see mo reason why the plant 
could not be enlarged upon ora new one een- 
structed that would care for a large part of 
the central and western sections of the city. 
I hardly think, however, that the one plant 
should be expected to handle all of the gar- 
vbage for the entire city.” 

Resolutions were passed at the last meet- 


ing of the Tenth Ward Taxpayers’ associa- 
tion, protesting against the city acquiring 
the Chicago reduction plant and indorsing in- 
cineration.

Guard Sandusky Formally Ac- 
cused by Coroner’s Jury. 


OFFICIALS DROP INQUIRY. 


/ 


No Investigation in Other Cases Un- 
less Hoyne Acts. 


After hearing the details of the death of 
Charles F. Haenicke, a helpless and insane 
patient in the Chicago state hospital at Dun- 
ning, @ coroner’s jury yesterday held over 
George Sandusky, an attendant in ward 4 C, 
to the grand jury on a charge of murder. The 
testimony was taken at the state hospital. 
Haenicke died on Friday afternoon from 
internal bleeding and shock. There were fin- 
ger marks on his throat and one eye was dis- 
colored. 

In spite of evidences of brutality in the 
cases of two other patients, no investigation 
of the hospital employés is planned. Dr. 
George Leininger, the superintendent, said 
there is nothing to investigate. 


Two Other Cases Exposed. 

The two other cases, told of by the at- 
tendants are: 

A Russian barber, knocked down by an 
attendant named Haskell, in ward B 4, on 
Friday afternoon. His arm was broken 
by the fall and he came to thé hospital. 

Another patient, a man, had his ribs 
broken by an attendant last June. The 
attendant was discharged from the state 
service. 

‘Sandusky, the accused man, admitted on 
Friday night to reporters that he had treated 
Haenicke no worse than he had seen other 
patients treated. 


Action Up to Hoyne. 

“ What is the next step?’’ Supt. Leininger 
was asked after Sandusky had been bound 
over. 

“ That's up to the state's attorney,” he 
answered. ‘‘ We have finished out here.” 

“ But don’t you mean to conduct an in- 
vestigation into the other cases of brutal- 
ity ?” 

“What could we investigate? 
nothing to investigate.”’ 

Dr. Leininger, however, held a conference 
with the three attendants, Jacob Miller, Ru- 
dolph Schilhanser, and lrank Parthun, re- 
leased by the coroner. He would not disclose 
the object. : 

“IT am going to keep those men.” he said. 
“They will retain their jobs at the hospital. 
I want them so they can testify in this case 
in opurt.”’ : 

The inquest was conducted by Deputy Cor- 
oner David Gillespie, Dr. Leininger, and 
Thomas. O'Connor, a member of the state 
board of administration. The chief witness 
was Miller, an attendant in the same ward 
with Sandusky. Sandusky himself ‘had noth- 
ing to say during the examination. After- 
ward he said the three other employée had 
*“jobbed "’ him. 

“They fixed it all up last night,” he told a 
reporter. ‘‘ They've been trying to ‘get’ 
me for @ month.” 

Tells of the Slaying. 

Miller in his testimony told how Sandusky 
had “ put Heenicke to bed.” 

“He grabbed Haenicke by the throat and 
pushed him back into bed,”” Miller said. 
“Then he hit him op the jaw and pressed 
his elbow against Haenicke’s throat. After 
that he knelt on him. After awhile he car- 
ried the man to the bathroom. I heard 
screams. Sandusky came out of the bath- 
room dragging Haenicke by one arm and 
one leg.” 

“Then he went out to change his shirt, 
which was covered with blood, and he told 
me not to dare say anything about the affair. 
When Dr. Freemme! and Dr. Smith asked 
me about it I told them I didn’t have any 
trouble up in 4 C. When Haenicke died I 
told them everything. 

“1 smelied drink from Sandusky’s breath 
and I was afraid tointerfere. 1 walked away 
and busied myself at another bed.””

Big Rebel Forces Fairly Orderly.

‘selves rebels have committed and do com- 
mit atrocities of all kinds, generally fair- 
ly good order is maintained in the larger 
ebel forces operating with some military 
‘end in view. A force such as the rebel 
one, which as a rule receives no pay and 
has no supply departments, has to live 
off the country.

Rough Element Does Looting. 

During the capture of a* town there is 
considerable looting. This, however, is, 
not due so much to the rebels as to the 
mob element of the town, which is never 
slow to take advantage of such an oppor- 
tunity. 

They raise forced loans, but justify this 
by the necessity to buy arms and ammu- 
nition and their inability to levy and col- 
lect regular taxes. These loans generally 
come from the people best able to bear 
them. 

There is any number of cases in which 
‘they have demanded certain amounts 
from some mine or smelter, and even 
though they could plainly see there was 
considerable more money in the safe have 
refrained from taking it. 

They shoot all captured federal offi- 
cers above the grade of first lieutenant 
and generally have a list of prominent 
men in each town whom they intend to 
shoot or imprison. 

Whenever the rebels blow up a train, 
which they do every little while, the fed- 
erals raise an awful fuss about the bar- 
barity of such a proceeding. Not long 
ago the federals succeeded in blowing up 
a trainload of rebels. The people, re- 
sponsible were praised to the skies as 
geniuses of the first order. 


Use Wife of Rebel as Shield. 

A number of trains between San Louis 
Potosi and Saltillo have been blown up 
by the rebels. The federals now run their 
trains out of Saltillo with the wife and 
children of one of the rebel leaders occu- 
pying the front seat in the first coach. 

The Red Cross the world over is sup- 
posed to be neutral and to take care of 
all wounded regardless of political convic- 
tions. The Mexican Red Cross has on 
occasions refused to take care of wound- 
ed rebels. During the fighting in Mexico 
City in February some of them took a 
dead man, took his insides out, filled him 
with cartridges and carried him to the 
cindadela. 

After the rebel. forces had left Mon- 
terey there was a wounded rebel woman 
lying dying in the Calzado union. She 
had been fighting as had several Carran- 
zista women. Some federal soldiers came 
along and put a rope around her neck. 
She said: “ Don’t hang me, I am dying; 
let me die in peace.” Nevertheless, they 
hung her to a telegraph pole. 

It should be remembered that this kind 
of hanging does not mean an instanta- 
neously broken neck, but strangulation. 


Executions Without Trials. 
Whenever the Yfederals capture a town 
or succeed in holding ovne, as they did 
Monterey, there is a long series of sum- 
mary executions without trial. 

They dragged one old man out of his 
house to shoot him. He begged piteously, 
saying he was not a Carranzista, and held 
his hands up in front of him. The first 
volley missed him with the exception of 
one bullet, which struck him in the hip. 
He immediately straightened up, folded 
his arms across his breast, and _ said, 
“ Shoot, you »” which they did. 

When the rebel attack on a town is a 
certainty the federal authorities imme- 
diately arrest every prominent Mexican 
suspected in any way of Carranzista ten- 
dencies. If they cannot get them out of 
town they generally execute them. If 
they can get them out they send them to 
Mexico City, where they are tried for 
sedition. 

Manufactured evidence in the shape of 
incriminating papers found in their houses, 
or even in their prison cells, is no un- 
usual thing. 

Send Maderos to Capital. 

In Monterey the federals arrested, 
among others, two of the Maderos and an 
Aguilar who is a relation, sénding them 
to: Mexico City. Later they burned the 
Aguilar house, saying that there had been 
firing from it during the fighting. 

To make their story more realistic they 
scattered cartridges around the house so 
that the neighbors could hear them go 
off as the house burned. Incidentally they 
hanged the family coachman to the near- 
est telegraph pole. 

The day after the fighting ceased there 
was a large number of federal troops 
around the National railway station. A 
civilian of the poorest class, who had 
been wounded in the calf of the leg, was 
dragging himself along. When vpposite 
a group of officers he fell to the ground 
moaning. Before long one of the officers 


turned towards him with an air of annoy- 
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ance, then called a dergeant and told him 
to kill the man for him. The sergeant 
did so by bowing out the -vounded mans 
brains. 

One Way to Recover Loot. 

The federal method of recovering loot 
is to go through the houses of the lower 
class and remove everything of any value 
on the principle that poor people couldn't 
own such articles. Everything is taken 
to a central point, where owners may re- 
cover by proving their ownership. 

This method undoubtedly recovers a 
good deal of loot, but it also is a splen- 
did opportunity, not lost by any means, 
to gain possession of articles of some 
Value. Jugt as soon as the looters arg 
sure the federals are in control they com- 
mence to throw what they have taken 
into the street in front of other people’s 
houses. The owners of these houses then 
run out and place it in front of some one 
else’s house. 

In Monterey there was a pianp which 
appeared ove morning at the west end of 
the Calzado Union and by nightfall had 
been shoved along something over a mile. 

As the federal government has become 
embarrassed financially it has endeavored 
to raise several loans, threatening com- 
pulsion if found necessary. It is only a 
question of time till such forced loans 
will be raised. . ; 

The federals usually shoot or hang, 
sometimes both, all rebels or suspected 
rebels they can lay their hands on. Some- 
times the lower class rebels or ‘suspects 
are put into the federal army as enlisted 
men. 

Mexicans Are Semi-Barbarous. 

The truth of the matter is that the 
Mexicans as a whole are still semi-bar- 
barous. The blood of the Aztecs, who be- 
lieved in human sacrifice to such an ex- 
tent that they sacrificed 20,000 people 
during’ the dedication of the great Teo- 
ealli in Mexico City, mixed with the 
blood of the Spaniards, who under Alva- 
rado treacherously attacked the Aztecs 
while guests at their May festival, be- 
sides committing many other cruelties, 
would have to be greatly purified before 
it conld be counted as civilized. 

The history of Mexico shows that neith- 
er by mixing with better blood nor by ed- 
ueation and training has any such puri- 
fication taken place.

SERVE TO STIR UP WAR? 


Intervention, Which He Says Ar- 
ticles Breed, Will Not Solve 
the Mexican Problem. 


Chicago. Nov. 21.—{Editor of The Tribune. } 
—If we are to base our opinions of Mexican 
social, industrial, and economic conditions 
upon the views expressed by your cor- 
respondent, “ Observer,”” published in your 
| paper, I am afraid there will be no other so- 
lution of the Mexican trouble but war. 

However, I believe the views of “ Observ- 
er,” while expressed with honest intent, are 
flavored with racial prejudice. Accurate 
opinions of the social, industrial, and politi- 
cal conditions of any nation cannot be given 
offhand. To be accurate, and therefore, re- 
liable, the person giving such opinions must 
necessarily be equipped with information 
more substantial and complete than the mere 
superficial knowledge of facts, such as your 
correspondent seems to have collected ip 
his three months’ tour through the Mexican 
states 

Many years of close observation and study 
are necessary to enable one to grasp the 
significance of certain economic and political 
forces at work In a country like Mexico. 

Knowledge of complete details of the life of 
a nation is necessary to enable one to give 
to the world a true version of what consti- 
tutes its real virtues or faults. The writer is 
a native of South America, has traveled ex- 
tensively in all Latin-American countries. 
and is, therefore, in a position to present a 
few criticisms of the views expressed by your 
‘* International Observer.” 


Questions Some “Observer” Statements. 

I have read carefully all his previous arti- 
cles. While in a number of cases his state- 
ments are true, I cannot say the same thing 
about the majority of them. We Latin- 
Americans are at least entitled to the credit 
of possessing a few civic virtues, virtues 
which have been recognized by observers of 
international reputation, but in not a single 
instance does your correspondent give us 
credit for a single one. His ideas and opin- 
ions are most pessimistic concerning every- 
thing that is not Anglo-American. Never- 
theless, we already have institutions in Latin- 
American countries that are far ahead of 
those possessed by what he calls “ northern 
races.’ 

Articles such as the one published Thurs- 
day by THE TRIBUNE only serve to poison the 
Anglo-American mind toward the republics 
of the south. ; 

They lead the American people to think of 
us as an inferior, weak, incompetent race, fit 
for nothing else but exploitation to enrich 
American corporations.. Such articles also 
give to the individual South American ground 
_for distrust of his northern neighbor, and 
such articles, let me tell you, have already 
caused an anti-American campaign to be 
started in South America. Manuel Ugarte, 
a distinguished Argentine writer, has al- 
ready visited every Latin-American coun- 
try and gone from town to town preaching | 
against Yankee imperialism.

We are not as bad in Mexico and the rest 
of Latin America as your “ Observer ” tries 
to make us. We are a generous, sensitive, 
freedom ‘loving people, from whom a great 
deal can be obtained by appealipg to our 
honor .and higher senses. We possess just 
as high ideals as your own people here in the 
United States, and most of the American 
revolutions have occurred in behalf of the 
triumph of those ideals. 

In our history we have patriots and states- 
men worthy of comparison to Washington, 
Jefferson, and Lincoln. Even the old Indian 
race, of which “ Observer "' speaks so slight- 
ingly, has given us a republican in the person 
of Juarez, a man who, according to Gen. 
Grant, was the greatest man he met during 
his tour around the world after the war of 
seceseion. 


Progress Slow but Sure. 


We in Latin America are only in the in- 
fancy of republicanism, but we are getting 
there slowly but surely: Costa Rica, Chile, 
Argentina, Peru, and Bolivia are already well 
along the path of progress and democracy, 
and it is only a question of time when the 
rem of us will follow. If your country is the 
champion of democracy end freedom you 
should give Mexico a chance to solve her own 
problems.

LAWYER HELD FOR CLAIMING

John Risdon Arrested on Warrant

Judge Wade of the Municipal court has 
found w way to check lawyers who pretend to 
clients that they have influence with him and 
that the best way to escape trouble is to 
employ them to look after their cases in court.

The janitor had him arrested an4 the 
case was called two weeks ago in the Engle- 
wood court. Risdon waylaid him in the cor- 
ridor and asked him if he had a lawyer. 

“TT told him I had not and that my case 
was of no importance,” said Stevenson. “‘Ris- 
don then told me he could get me free, saying 
‘you know I'ma friend of the Judge.’ While 
I was waiting for my case to be called Risdon 
went up to my wife. He said to her: ‘ Girlie, 
you'd better go home and get $10 if you don’t 
want your husband to go to jail.’ She was 
frightened and hurried after the money. In 
the meantime my ‘case was called. Judge 
Wade heard some of the testimony wher 
Risdon broke in. He was ordered’to keep 
quiet and the judge discharged me.” 

Stevenson said Risdon then met him out- 
side the courtroom and said a fee of $5 would 
do him. He argued with the lawyer, but to 
escape annoyance paid the amount. How- 
ever, the more Stevenson thought of the’ac- 
tions of the lawyer the more wrathy he be- 
came and he returned to the court on Thurs- 
day and told his story to the judge, who then 
issued tne warrant for Risdon’s arrest

| A i. testimony purporting to show the 
warfare of the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company, the alleged trust, against the 
independents was presented yesterday at the 
hearing of the government’s anti-trust suit 
against the alleged telephone monopoly in 

the west. 

Witnesses for the government testified the 
Bell interests in a number of territories gave 
subscribers free telephone service in an ef- 
fort to stifie competition. 

John Z. Miller, general manager of the 
Mutual Telephone company of Brie, Pa., an 
independent, said the Bell company in Erie 
gave 1,000 subscribers in that city free serv- 
ice for three months and later increased the 
free list to 1,500. This was done, he said, in 
an effort to eliminate the competition of the 
independent company. 

Free Phones at Johnstown. 

Edwin D. Schade, secretary and general 
pianager of the Johnstown Telephone com- 
pany of Johnstown, Pa., who preceded Mr. 
Miller on the stand, said the Bell interests in 
his territory gave free telephone service to 
residences, cut the business phone rate to 
residence rates, and cut thetoll rates from 10 
cents and 20 cents to 5 cents in certain terri- 
tories where competition was keen. This 
‘rate, he said, was fat below cost. 

The witness backed his aséertions by sub- 

* mitting schedules of rates in the territoriés 
under discussion. In several places where 


the Bell company had a monopoly, it was 


said, the rates were exorbitant. 


“ McConnellsburg and Johnstown are each 


about seventy-five miles from Pittsburgh,” 
gaid Mr. Schade. “* The rate fora three min- 
ute talk by long distance from McConnells- 
burg to Pittsburgh is-$1.45. For the same 
seftvice from Johnstown to Pittsburgh the 
charge is only 40 cents.

ing been reckoned. 

The charge against Mr. O'Connell comes 


to public notice coincidently with the news | 


that taxes in Chicago and Cook county this 
winter probably will be 25 per rent higher 
than last year. Mr. O'Connell, besides being 
county treasurer, is local representative of 
Gov. Dunne and iargely in control of the 
state administration appointments. . 
, Says He Kept Two Sets of Books. 
The Bureau of Public Efficiency charges 
Mr. O'Connell with keeping two sets, of 
books—his “* private “ records and his “ pub- 
lic”* records, The bureau says it was de- 
nied access to the “ private ’’ records and 
therefore is unable to state in detail the 
amount of the interest which has not been 
reported. é 
In- addition to the interest, the bureau 
alleges Mr. O'Connell! has not accounted for, 
it is pointed out his “admitted compensa- 
tion was $35,117 for 1911. This is about 
twice the salary of the mayor of Chicago. 
While admitting that $4000 a year is in- 
adequate, it is the opinion of the bureau that 
‘the salary of $4,000 a year fixed by the 
legislature “is the maximum compensation 
to which the treasurer is at present legally 
entitled.” 
In reply Mr. O’Connell said yesterday that

I 
would like to see the county board select the 
depositories, fix the bond of the treasurer, 
and pay the premium; plave the treasurer 
on a fixed adequate, salary, and assume the 
responsibility for the county’s funds which 
the city aseumes on its funds. 

“Let the county board hire the attorney 
for the treasurer. I have no objection to 
the changes. Indeed, I would like to see 
them. But why all this brick throwing? I 
could indulge in that, but I won't. bhave 
kept every pledge I made the public, and 
have accounted for more interest than any 
other treasurer.

DEBATE DUE TOMORROW. 


Owen Will Argue for Wilson Bill 
and Hitehcock for Repub- 
liean Draft. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 22.—The final leg- 
islative battle for President Wilson's our- 
rency bill began in the senate today with the 
presentation of feports from the divided 
banking committee. 

Submitting a report for the administra- 
tion Democrats, Chairman Owen gave notice 
he would open debate on Monday. Their bill 
follows closely the lines of the house meas- 
ure and contains only such amendments as 
President Wileon was willing to accept. 

Senator Hitchcock will speak following 
Senator Owen. 


Republicans submitted a draft materially 
changing the bill and proposing four reserve 
banks owned by the public and controlled by 


| the government. 


Both sections of the committee agreed on 
concentration of reserves, their volume and 
mobilization, the volume of the capital of the 
proposed banks, and promotion of an open 
discount market. 


Agree on Elastic Currency. 

Both sections also agreed on provision fer 
elastic currency, the issuance of federal re- 
serve notes, that the federal notes should be 
obligations of the United States, that the 
system should be a regional federal reserve 
bank system, instead of a central bank, and 
upon the contrel of the system itself by the 
government. 

The report of the administration Demo-

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WASTES CHANCE 
TO SAVE $500,000 


Drainage Funds Kept Idle in 
Bank Which Might Have 
Retired Bonds. 


TAXPAYER MADE VICTIM. 


Trustee Clark’s Efforts to Have 
Opportunity Grasped Beat- 
en by Majority. 


The ruling majority of the sanitary district 
trustees has wasted an opportunity to save 
the taxpayers more than $500,000. Their at- 
tention has been directed to this chance, but 
they have declined to seize it. Whether it is 
because of carelessness, lack of ability to 
appreciate what they might do to benefit the 
public, or some other reason is difficult to 
determine. 

However, there is nothing complicated 
about the idea. The district has about 
$1,900,000 of real money on deposit in the 
local banks. It has no immediate use for 
this. The money is there because the trust- 
ees have been unable to spend it. That 
amount or more has been lying idle to the 
eredit of the district every day this year. 


Money Idle in Banks. 

When the year started there was $2,175,000 
in the bank. It is estimated by the majority 
of the board there will be $1,266,000 when 
Jan. 1, 1914, arrives. While this figure prob- 
ably is low, it will serve to illustrate the lack 
of business methods used by President 
Smyth and the trustees. It can be assumed 
safely that amount of money has been and 
will be intact throughout the year. It could 
have been used for purposes other than oc- 
cupying space in banks. 

It could and should have been used to pur- 
chase the district’s own bonds which are not 
yet due. Most of these bear 4 per cent in- 
terest, although a few earn 4% and 5 per 
cent. The district's bonds have beén offered 
recently to a representative of Tux’ Trisune 
for 94 and 97. 


Might Have Made Money for Taxpayers 
Assume that the district trustees elected 


to.pay 97, the highest market price at which 


the bonds have been selling for some time. 
An investment of $1,266,000—which amount 
has-been in the banks all year and which 
the majority of the board have said will be 
there Jan. 1, 1914—in the district's 4 per cent 
bonds would make a profit for the taxpayers 
of $37,989. 

If these bonds had been obtained at the 
beginning of this year interest for twelve 
months would have been saved, which

amounts to $50,640. That makes a total profit 
of $88,620. 

But the money has not been so invested. 
It has remained in the banks. There it is 
supposed to have earned 3 per cent intefest, 
so the net saving in the purchase for this 
year would only have been $50,640. Not even 
that. amount has been saved. Incidentally, 


this year it will set a record which has not 
been surpassed but twice in the history of 
the district. ‘ 

Large Saving Pos:ible. 

Suppose the board had utilized the $1,266,- 
000 at the first of the year to purchase bonds 
that do not mature for ten years; then the 
interest on $1,266,000 at 4 per cent would 
have been stopped for all of that period. 
That saving would aggregate $506,400. 

It might be argued thet the interest on 
$1,266,000 at 8 per cent should be subtracted, 
because that would be its earning capacity if 
permitted to remain in the banks for ten 


be done. So, by that method of figuring the 
saving would be $126,600 on bonds with ten 
years of life left in them. 

But every one acquainted with the affairs 
and practices of the district knows that 
theory is faulty. The $1,266,000 would not 
lie in the banks for ten years. Some one 
would find a way to spend it. It would be 
spent just as soon as the trustees could find 
a hole in which to sink It. 


Tendency to Spend Money. 

It is the tendency of all of the local tax 
expending bodies to spend all the money 
they can get their hands on. Only one ex- 
ception to that general observation can now 
be recalled. 

In July City Controller Traeger purchased 
101 World’s Fair bonds. Their face value 
was $101,000. They were bought for $97,780, 
and thereby a saving was obtained of $3,220. 
These bonds have eight years before ma- 
turity, so Mr. Traeger reckons he has saved 
$82,820 in interest, and has so announced to 
the public. 

‘lhe controller also purchased recently 
twenty-seven river improvement bonds is- 


sued by the city. They have a face value of 
$27,000 and were obtained for $26,668. These 
were sold to the public years ago for $28,352, 
1 go the city’s profit on the sale and purchase 
wes $1,689. In addition Mr. Traeger figures 
he has saved the interest for the two remain- 
ing years of life of the bonds, which totals 

2.160, making the total profit on the trans- 

action $3,849. 
Municipal Pension Fund Cited. 

As further evidence of the ability of public 
officials to purchase bonds in the open market 
can be cited. Since Dec. 14, 1911, the city 
controller has purchased west park, south 
park, Lincoln park, city corporate, county, 
and sanitary district bonds for this fund. 

Th~ face value of these bonds, all 4 per cent, 
ia $200,000. They were purchased, however, 
for $197,306, or $2,694 below par. 

On these bonds since purchase the pension 
furd has obtained $7,796 in interest net. Other 
like instances could be cited from the records 
of the police life and health pension and the 
school teachers’ pension fund. Neither has 
been raying par for bonds during 19138.

The fact is the district has about $15,000,000 
in berds outstanding, and therefore it would 
not be difficult for the district to get all of 
its own bonds that it can pay for. 

That the majority have had this idea 
brought to their attention is proved by the 
official proceedings of the board. On Jan. 16 
last it was evident to every one the surplus 
‘of the district for this year would be exces- 
sive. Accordingly, Trustee Wallace G. Clark 
offered a resolution at the board meeting of 
that date reading in part as follows: 

“ Therefore be it resolved, That the treas- 
urer (of the district) be and he is hereby 
instructed to purchase, at not to exceed par, 
$1,500,000 worth of the outstanding bonds of 
the sanitary district.”’ 

The resolution was referred to the finance 
committee. No report was made at the 
next meeting, which was held on Jan. 23, 
nor was any report made at the two subse- 
quent meetings of Jan. 80 and Feb. 13. 

On Feb. 18 Trustee Clark presented an- 
other resolution, taking his original resolu- 
tion from the committee. 

*“ Be it resolved, That the resolution in- 
structing the treasurer of the district to pur- 
chase $1,500,000 worth of sanitary district 
bonds at a price not to exceed par, which was 
submitted to the board on Jan. 16, 1913, and 
referred to the finance committee for report, 
be now taken from the committee in order 
that a roll call may be had on its adoption.” 


Second Resolution Filed. 


Chairman Reading of the finance commit- 
tee asked that this second resolution be 
placed on file. Those who voted with nim 
were: Breit, Dailey, Hazard, Kane.-Sullivap 
and Smyth. Trustees Clark and Pauilin op- 
posed this procedure, but to no avail. 

So far as the records show, the Clark reso- 
lution still is sleeping in the committee on 
finance, which is composed of Trustees Read- 
ing, Breit, and Hazard. On the shoulders 
of these three men rests most of the respon- 
sibility for the failure of the board to express 
its opinion on the subject matter involved in 
the Clark resolution. 

These trustees knew this year started with 
the largest surplus of any year since the dis- 
trict was organized. Thomas M. Sullivan, 
leader of the majority, knew intimately the 
condition of the district's finances. 
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LAKE TAX BOOST 
CAUSES SQUABBLE 


Nightingale, Progressive on 
State Board, Is Accused of 
Causing Raise. 


HE BLAMES ACKERMAN. 


Refutes Idea He Was Carrying 
On Fight Against Million- 
aire Colony. 


The charge was made yesterday by Louis 
D. Hirsheimer, Democratic member of the 
state board of equalization, that the initial 
attempt to raise the valuation of the lands 'n 
Lake county, eenter of several “ million- 
aire colonies,” had been made by Harry T. 
Nightingale, Progressive member of the 
board from the Evanston-Lake county dis- 
trict. 

This Mr. Nightingale indignantiy denies 
and eays he ie ready to take oath it is false. 


Says Nightingale Started It. 

Mr. Hirsheimer declared Mr. Nightingale 
offered the first proposition to have the Lake 
county territory boosted on the theory, as 
the rest of the board thinks, that he was at- 
tacking the milMionaires resident near Lake 
Forest. Mr. Hirsheimer asserts the lands 
commitee took action along the lines of this 
suggestion. Subsequently, he saye, when 
Mr. Nightingale learned that his action was 
affecting Lake county land owners in a ratio 
of 10 per cent “ millionaires ”’ to 90 per cext 
“ common people,” he asked to have the com- 
mittee rescind its action, which was refused. 


Tries to Have Boost Canceled. 

Mr. Nightingale last Thursday attempted 
to have the 30 per cent increase over the 
local valuation, which had been authorized, 
knocked off, and a 10 or 15 per cent increase 
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substituted. In this he failed by a vote of 
24 to 1. All of hie pleadings were unavail- 
ing, as were the protests of State Repre- 
sentative Thomas E. Graham of Lake county, 
a Democrat, and of State Representative 
Fayette S. Munro of Lake Forest, a Pro- 
gressive. 

In an interview tast night Mr. Nightingale 
said Lake county had been punished because 
he had fought consistently for the abolition 
of the state board before the last legislature, 
although he was about to take office as @ 


member of it. 


Say He’s Only Real Progressive. 

Fle sald he was the only real Progressive 
on the board. He hinted at duck dinners and 
other festivities, which, he said, had been 
prevalent while the squad of six Progres- 
sives, elected to the board last Novem ber, 
were getting acquainted with board methods 
and with the gentlemen who are in Spring- 
field usually during the session of the equal- 
isers, as causes for his lone fight. 

The state board of equalization, as a re- 
sult of the November landslide, consists of 
one Republican, six Progressives, and eight- 
een Democrats, with State Auditor Brady as 
its chairman.

FRIENDS UPHOLD WOMAN. 


Police Persecution Alleged to Be 


Result of Her Fight on 
Blind Pigs. 


The case of Miss Lillian Stevens in the 
detention court for insanity cases was post- 
poned yesterday until Nov. 26. Miss Stevens 
was recently taken by the police from her 
island home in the Calumet river, where she 
has lived twelve or fifteen years with her 
father. 

TuE TRIBUNE has received from Jean Rob- 
erts Albert a protest regarding the action 
aginst Miss Stevens. 


Calls Action Unwarranted. 

The letter of protest says: 

“From accounts in the newspapers no other 
cause existed for this attack on the woman’s 
privacy and sanity than that she chose to 
reside alone on an island, eschewing the foo! 
customs of so-called civilized society and 
living her own intelligent life. 

“One account of obtaining possession of 
the woman read: ‘On arriving at the sta- 
tion she found not the promised tools of her 
brother, but a cell awaiting her.’ 

“ A most unwarranted and cowardly attack 
on a woman—a deliberate falsehood con- 
cocted by a posse of brave men to decoy a 
defenseless woman. 

“ Reading between the lines, the sequel of 
the arrest and examination as to the woman’s 
sanity is the desire of the government to 
take away part of the island, which the wom- 
an has held, for boating purposes, for the last 


ten years. 

“ Evidently the woman harmed no one and 
lived a moral life. Why, then such. persecu- 
tion? KA 

*“ The tron Statue of Liberty proclaims pro- 
tection to the citizens of America.”

“The woman was arrested purely as a 
precautionary measure,” said Capt. Morgan 
Collins, who commands the South Chicago 
district, last night. “ She has lived on that

“Our action is really the best course for 
the poor woman.” 

Dr. Seippel’s Version. 

Dr. Seippel, who examined Miss Stevens, 
seems to think there may be some persecu- 
tion in the matter. She declares the woman 
has hallucinations but is not subject to homui- 
cidal mania. ' 

“She has lived a long time by herself,” she 
said, “and the people on the island won't let 
her alone. I have asked Judge Owens to 
make a thorough investigation before decid- 
ing on anything. 

“I don’t think she should be committed te 
an asylum. It might be better te let her 
satay on the island where she has lived for 
so long, with some of her relatives te take 
care of her. A change of life, now, would 
have a bad effect. She is a good woman, and 
has a fine library, and a collection of fine 
tools.” . 

William F. Mulvihill of 7024 Calumet eve- 
nue, attorney for the Chicago Law and Order 
league, of which Farwell is president, says 
she is not insane. He explained that the 
brother of A..M. Cleinman, a policeman, lived 
near her and ran a “‘blind pig” and that his 
hostility had been aroused. 

“She had another alleged “blind pig’* owner 
named Finn arrested some time ago, and he 
has made trouble for her—shooting in the 
direction of her home, among other things. 
Some time ago she told Cleinman about it, 
and asked him for protection.

BERLIN FEELS BLUE 
OVER BUSINESS. 


Army of Unemployed Increases 
as Trade Falls Off in the Shops 
and Population Steadily Moves 
to the Country.

BERUIN, Nov. 22.—According te authori- 


tative reports the big department stores in | 


Berlin are going to have the poorest Christ- 
mas in years. Usually by this time the stores 
have begun adding te the number of their 
employés and shopping iz in full swing, but 
no extra help has been taken en so far and 
the shopping is far below the average of 
former years. Tight money ig said to be 
equsing even those usually very liberal with 
gifts to curtail their expenditures this time. 
Immense Army of Unemployed. 
The industrial depression, resulting in an 
immense army of unemployed since last 
spring, is keenly felt In Berlin, where build- 
ing is at @ complete standstill owing to the 
impossibility of borrowing money on real 


‘eetate and buildings. This means that thou- 
gandse of Berlin workers and their families 


will not have even a sémblance of Christmas 
celebration. "More than 10,000 men and 
women wh® usually are able to earn extra 
pay for six weeks by the demand for extra 
help will be aigsgppointed this year. 
Berlin’ Losing Population. 

The population of Berlin is decreasing. 
Not only are laboring classes moving out to 
the country to find work but the wealthy are 
forsaking the city for more pretentious 
homes in the nearby suburbs. The exodus 
has been so steady during the last eight 
months that Berlin today hag over 41,000 less 
inhabitants than it hed on Mereh 1. 

The present year is the only one to show 
a decrease in population since. 1678. For six 
years past the rate of inefease has been 
compargtively slow, but as fregently as 1906 

was a gain of 54,000 in tweive months. 
Now the tide has turned the other way and 
the municipality is alarmed over the de- 
parture of nineteen millionsires, in the Ger- 
man sense, in the three months ended June 
90. The city’s tax receipts are correspond- 


ingly ,

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UNDER AN X RAY. 


Duchest-of Marlborough Holds a 
Conference in Sunderland House 
at Which Shocking Industrial 
Conditions Are Disclosed. 


[SPRCTAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBINE.] 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—The Duchess of Mari- 
borough's conference this week on sweated 
workers and, trade boards at Sunduriand 
house, the duchess’ tewn residence, brought 
home te the public in sledgehammer fashion 
the shogking industrial conditions that are 
widely prevalent in Englanéd—conditions un- 
paralleled in New York’s worst east side 
sweatshops. , 

Theusands of sweated women, averaging 
2 to 4 cents an hour, are unable with the 
hardest kind of work and almost inhuman 
hours to eke out more thn $2 @ week, and 
too often it is less. 

For years the National Anti-Sweating 
league, the Women's Trades Union league, 
and other organisations have waged @ cam- 
palgn agdinat the sweating system, with the 
result that the parliament passed the trade 
boards act in 1900, making it possible for the 
compulsory establishment of @ living minj- 
mum wage in certain industries by trade 
boards, composed of workers, employers, and 
outsiders. i 

Butend Working of Law. 

Tt wae at first tried on the chain making, 
‘lace finishing, paper box making, and tailor- 
ing industries, where the conditions had loag 
been «@ seandal, and met with such remark- 
able success that by the minimum wage the 
board fixed the old maxirnum rates were 
doubled and often trebled. 

As & result, the trade-board’s act has just 
been extended to the confectionery, shirt 
making, metal, hollow ware, and linen end 
cotton embroidery industries: Dut as it is 
harder to enforce legal minimum rates than 
} to Gx them, and hard even to Ax them where 
workers are unorganized and consequently 
physically unable to take advantage of the 
extension of the trade board's act, the Na- 
tional Anti-Bweating league enlisted the 
sympathies anf active cotperation of the 
Duchess of Martborough. 

Aa @ result of this, a general purpose com- 
mittee was organized, with the duchess as 
chairman, and the conference at Sunderland 
house was held to enlist public support and 
raise funds to organize the sweated workers, 
protect their interests, and expedite the 
establishment of trade boards in four new 
industries which are to be brought within the 
acope of the act. 


Rush to See Fine Home. 

The opportunity to aee the interior of the 
palatial h residence in Curson 
street acted as a magnet on more than 500 
persona, mostly women. All were directed 
| up the magnificent marbie staircases bet ween 
a double line of footmen, gorgeous in crushed 
strawberry knee breeches, powdered hair, 
and white silk stockings, to the grand ball!- 
room, Which probabiy never in its history 
had presented such a scene. 

In the front row on the platfirm, between 
the Earl of Lytton and the Bishop of Oxford, 
sat the Ducheag of Mariborough, wearing an 
exquisite toifjet of black velvet with white 
silk lapels. A eufloug minarette effect was 
obtained with the skirt by a wide flounce of 
black plaited ribbon above the knees. 

Behind her, in a semi-circle, sat a living 
exhibit of the sweating system—twelve 
women, from as many industries, dressed up 
for the oceasion in their poot best and form- 
ing interesting types of Engiand’s industri- 
ous poor. 


Tell of Life’s Tragedies. - 

They sat stifly, awkwardly, stolidly, and 
impassive ng the preliminary speecites, 
only their eyes darting furtively about the 
splenders of the grand ballroom—the colored 
marbles, the paneling, the frescoed ceiling, 
the crystal chandeliers, and the marbie 
Cupids. Then when their turn came they 
told. in a few simple #entences, one after 
another, a tragedy of industrial life, 

First came & geunt, gray haired woman. 
weering a thin white shawl and an old bonnet 
with white paper roses, She said that she 
iad been a chain worker for fifty-two years. 
Holding up s long, heavy chain, she ex- 
plained that she used to be paldé only & cents 
a hundred links, as against £1.70 now, since 
the chain making ingustry had’ been brought 
under the operation of the trade board act. 

A Woman working twenty years In a candy 
factory said that she had neyer earned more 
than $2 a week. 

A sed faced women, the méther of three 
ehildren, held up parts of a child's boot and 
explained that, working as hard ag she could 
from 6 o'clock in the morning till 10 at night, 
ghe could earn only a little over $2 a week. 


Duchess Sums Up Conditiens. 

The Duchess of Marlborough was keenly 
interested when told that there was a na- 
tlenwide protest in America against. sweat 
shops, upderpaid salesgiris, chil¢ labor, 
and other industrial evils. She said: “Of 
course, I de not know what the conditions 
are jn New York. but here the swesting 
system is @ question of national importance, 
Exaggeration is the very last thing one 
wishes, the realities are so overwhelming 
Thousends of women and girls are suffering 
from actual hunger, although working every 
available hour the year through. Many 
underpaig women workers in Lopden are 
forced to make their morning meal of a 
little weak tea, bread, and dripping, and 
buy an unsatisfactory, unwholesome dinner 
for & copper or twe. The conditions under 
which the home workeps labor are even more 
distressing.” | 


RUMORS PERSIST AS TO EITEL. 


'SWEATED WORKERS | 


OLD MASTERS ON VIEW. 


Remarkable Exhibition of Por- 
traits by Raebirn, Gainsbor- 
ough, and Reynolds. 


es 

LONDON, Nov, 12.~Whether the Royal 
Academy is to hold an old masters’ exhibi- 
tion this winter or not, lovers of early British 
art ought to be fairly well satisfied with what 
is being provided for them elsewhere. Messrs. 
Wallis of the French gallery have just opened 
@ remarkable exhibition of portraits, and 
next week MessrssAgnew wil) show pictures 
which are not likely to fall below the sams 
high standard. 

The feature of the show at the French gal- 
lery is the Raeburns—twenty-two of them, 
not many of which have been seen in London 
before. For two or three winters past we 
have seen Raeburhs at this gallery, and there 
seems no reason why the supply should cease, 
at all events till people cease to admire the 
master. 

A careful list of his known pictures issued 
two. years ago enumerated over a thousand, 
and heré are several now for the first time 
emerging from their Scottish homes whith 
had no place in that catalogue: A thousand 
portraite means twenty-five a year for the 
forty years of the artist's working life; and 
we know that none of them was scamped, and 
that the hand of the assistant and the dra- 
pery man is seldom to be found in them. 


Instance of Amasing Fertility. 

It te an instance of amasing fertility when. 
we consider that a portrait by Raeburn ié a 
thing of delicacy as well as a thing of 
strength ; that is was not knocked off at a sit- 
ting, but matured by thought and care. 

Of those on exhibition, the most important 
is the group éf two lads, lent by Lerd Wemyss 
from Gosford—his father and uncie, the ninth 
eart and Walter Charteris. This picture, 
leoking fresh under a much-needed coat cf 
vaphigh, is a brilliant example of Raeburt.'s 
direct and, so to speak, positive art, the aim 
‘of which seems always to have been to set 
down just what the painter saw, without ex- 
tenmuation or exaggeration. 

Of like ¢haracter are the two fine seated 
portraits of Thomas Kennedy and his wife- 
the man a self-wiiled gentieman, and the 
wife a lady who, by dint of humor and diplo- 
macy, evidently succeeded in managing him, 
and in getting her own way in the end. 

Other excellent Raeburns are the “Mr. and 
Mra. Skene of Rubisiaw,"’ the “Mrs. Lear 
moath,”’ and the “Cameron of Faasifern,’ 
while fine examples of his latest and earliesi 
manner are the “ Rt. Hon. T. F. Kennedy 
(about 1822) and the charming “Farmer's 
Wife,’’ some forty years earlier in date. This 
last, though hard and youth{All in execution, 
seems already to be one of the most popula’ 
pictures in the room. 


h and Reynolds, 

By Gainsborough we have the well known 
full-length portrait of Peter Burrell, stand- 
ing with hie horse; to be compared with the 
similiar composition but very different picture 
of the Mardtis Of Granby by Sir Joshua, Of 
the persons represented, the one is very much 
~almost too much—a man; the other is nota 
littie of a coxcomb. But Gainsborough’s 
magic touch is perceptible throughout, com- 
pelling an interest in the picture, its coler, 
and ite grace which the human subject of it 
could never have inspired. . 

A finer work altogether is the game master’s 
superb head and bust of “Mr. Denison’’-—the 
father of the speaker of Paimerston’s last 
years and Gladstone's first government. 
Though there are one or two attractive por- 
traits of ladies by this, the most fascinating 
of Wnglish artists, the “Denison” must bear 
the palm, alike for character, for painting, 
and for preservation. 

By Reynolds there are a fine early male 
portrait, “Edward Woodcock,” the pretty 
“Ariadne” from the Ashburton collection, and 
a sketch of the Petworth '"Madonna col Bam- 
bino” (really a portrait group), as well as the 
big Lord Granby. There are also a good 
Romney man, a Hoppner, and a Lawrence; 
but these look a ttle overpowered by the 
company in which they find themselves.

Colonial possessions, they say, necessitate 
an ever increasing burden of armaments for 
the protection of farflung frontiers. What

Demand Retrenchment in Armaments

The housing and other conditions of Dot 
lin’s life undoubtedly have impressed the na- 
tional imagination and have won for Lerkin

It has often been 
beaten before; there have been investigations 
into its methods, exposures, scandals, and 
reports. But Tammany has survived them 
all, and after each of ite many overthrows 
has emerged from a period of modest “’ re- 
cueillement”’ stronger and more confident 
than ever. . 

It is probably the beat organized political 
machine in the world. It. has abundant 
wealth and abundant brains at its command, 
and it is unfettered by paltry scruples. It 
has immense experience, ar admirable sys- 
tem for attracting and retain‘ng the support 
of the masses, and the concentration of its 
powers in the hands of the “ boss " .nsures 
efficiency and decision. 

The reformers, on the other hand, are 
usually mere amateurs in the arts of organi- 
zation. They start upon their mission with 
abundance of zeal, but their ardor too often 
cools down under the drudgery. of adminis- 
trative spade work. They have not been al- 
together harmonious even during the cam- 
paign, and _our message today contains a 
hint that thei differences may possibly de- 
velop. Then, when they grow weary in well 
doing the professionals see their opport’® 
nity.and seize it. 


Hope in Young America, 

That has been the course of many earlier 
efforte at reform, This time there are fea- 
tures in the situation.which make it in some 
respects more hopeful.

Takes Up Cudgels with Bishop 
of Kensington in Discussion of 
What Is Right and Wrong at 


“ May I, as a working playwright, ask the 


bishop of Kensington to state his funda- 

mental position clearly?’ pleads Mr. Shaw in 
a letter to the Times. “ So far he has begged 
the question he is dealing with; that is, he 
has assumed that there can be no possible 
difference of opinion amiong good citizens 
concerning it. He has used the word * sug- 
gestive’ without any apparent sense of the 
fact that the common thoughtless use of it 
by vulgar people has made it intolerably of- 
fensive. And he uses the word ‘ objection- 

able’ as if there were a general agreement 
as to what is objectionable and what is not, 
in spite of the fact that the very entertain- 
ment to which he himself objected had proved 
highly attractive to large numbers of people 
whose taste is entitled to RN considera- 
tion as his own. 


Questions of Individual ‘woheae. 

“On the face of it the bishop of Kensing- 
ton is demanding thet the plays that he hap- 
pens to like shall be tolerated and those 
which he happens not to like shall be banned. 
He is assuming that what he approves of is 
rightand what he disapproves of wrong. Now 
I have not seen the particular play which he 
so much disikes, but suppose I go to see it 
tonight and write a letter to you tomorrow 
to say that I approve of it; what will the 
bishop have to say? He will have either 
to admit that his epithet of objectionable 
means simply distiked by the bishop of Ken- 
sington or he will have to declare boldly that

Problems of Sexual] Emotion. 

“ By ‘suggestive’ the bishop means sug- 
gestive of sexual emotion. Now e bishop 
who goes intoa theater and declares that the 
performances there must not suggest sexual 
emotion is in the position of a playwright 
going into a church and declaring that the 
services there must not suggest religious 
emotion. The suggestion, gratification, and 
education of sexual emotion is one of the 
main uses and glories of the theater. It 
shares that function with all the fine arts.

GAME FISHES IN A BOOK. 


©. F. Holder’s Latest Volume of 
the Rod and Line Full of Glo- 
rious Stories of Sport.

LONDON, Nov. 12.—‘‘ The Game Fishes of 


F. Holder's latest book, published in London 
and reviewed this week by the Times, Says 
the British reviewer: 

‘Here are glorious stories (only to be 
matched, perhaps, in Mr. Dimock’s ‘ Book 
of the Tarpon’) of truly titanic conflicte with 
huge sea monsters, the only weapons used 
being what one might call trout rods and 
tackle; as with spearfish weighing hundreds 
of pounds, which will leap fifteen feet out 
of the water and do it fifty times, if ever, 
before they are brought to gaff. 

“There is a mighty tale of a thirteen hour 
fight with a mere youngster (scarcely a hun- 
dred-pounder) of a leaping tuna, which we 
know better as the tunny; and we learn all 
about the Tune cluby with its little blue but- 
ton, which some fishermen are said to have 
spent as much as £2,000 [$10,000] in trying to 
win and have failed. 

“The requirements of the club are that 
a tuna weighing over 100 pounds must be 
landed on a twenty-four thread line. Since 
the club was founded by Mr. Holder himself, 
in 1898, some seventy men have earned the 
button. the largest fish landed under the 
specified conditions being 251 pounds, though 
a fish of nearly 700 pounds has been taken 
with the rod and a 39 line. 


Giants Among the Fishes, 

“Tarpon, albicore, bonito, grouper, jew- 
fish, barracuda, and black sea bass: they 
are all giants among fishes; and perhaps no 
sport in the world gives more excitement or 
calls for more strenuous exertion than the 
fighting of them honorably with rod and 
line. ° 

“Tt has been written of Mr. Holder that 
he ‘knows more of big sea game fishing than 
all the rest of us put together,’ and for all 
that he tells modestly of his own achieve- 
ments one can well believe it. The book 
which he has written is a sportsman’s book 
rather than a book for the naturalist—a book 
on certain kinds of fishing rather than a work 
on fishes. 

“One i@ inclined to wish that instead of 
covering, necessarily after very sketchy 
fashion, the fish of all the world, he had con- 
fined himself to dealing more thoroughly 
with those caught in American waters. On 
all the great American sea fishes, among 
which he is so much at home, he writes ad- 
mirably; but is it fair to dismiss so great a 
fighting fish as the ouananiche with one short 
eulogy from an essay by Dr. Van Dyke? 


Pluck of the Ouananiche. 

“In pluck and strength and liveliness the 
ouananiche is, pound for pound, superior 
perhaps to any fish thet swims. One resents 
also that the adorable hogfish of Virginian 
waters—which many epicures declare to he 
the one fish tn the world that is better on the 
table than an English sole—should only once 
be mentioned in a list of three or four ‘ fine 
fishes.”

COLLEGEATHLETES 
ALL A-FLUTTER. 


Oxford’s Decision Regarding the 
Participation of Post-Graduate 
Students in Athletics Intended 
to Restrict Rhodes Scholars.

LONDON, Nov. 22.—Oxford’s decision re- 
garding the participation of post-graduate 
students in university athletics has been the 
topic of the week in sporting circles and has, 
moreover, aroused keen interest in other 
quarters. Opinion on the question has not 
yet crystallized. It is generally felt that 
something “*‘ had to be done,” but it is felt 
generally that, as the decision taken is ob- 
viously intended to restrict the participation 
of | the Rhodes scholars in the university 
games, it has an ungracious flavor. This 
feeling is emphasized by the fact that Ox- 
ford, while-protecting the interests of her 
own home undergraduates reserves the right 
to use her powerful imports from the colo- 
nies and the United States against Cam- 
bridge. > 

Perhaps the strangest argument put for- 
ward in favor of Oxford's action is that ad- 
vanced by the Manchester Guardian in an ed- 
itorial entitled ‘‘ Semi-Professionalism in 
Athletics.” It says: “ There is no disputing 
the fact that morally the Rhodes scholar is 
a semi-professional in athletics, for he lives 
on an income partly earned by past perform- 
ances in the athletic field.’ 


Favor Ever for the Athlete. 

This is undoubtedly straining the point a 
little too far, for every Oxford man knows 
that there are still colleges which wil! stretch 
a point in favor of the good public school ath- 
lete, particularly a crickuvter, the football 
playe., or a rowing man, in awarding schol- 
arships, and many an undergraduate who 
toils or rather loafs very slowly and pain- 
fully through the examinations to win his 
degree is allowed to remain a member of his 
college if he is a good athlete long after a 
physically incapable student would have 
been ‘‘ sent down.”’ 

Moreover, at the public schools themselves, 
although scholarships and athletic prowess 
may be combined. there are scores of masters 
who have scrambled through to a pass de- 
gree, but are engaged on the school staffs as 
cricketers, footballers, or rowing men, to 
do, under the name of a schoolmaster, the 
work done in America by the professional 
coach engaged and paid for such work. 

‘English schoolmasters of this type are 
usually the best of fellows, but they would 
be deeply insulted if the Manchester Guar- 
dian referred to them as semi-professionals, 
although they are far more so than the 
Rhodes scholars. : 


It Is Easy for the “Blue.” 

It is not easy for an Oxford or Cambridge 
graduate with a poor degree.who is not an 
athlete to get a decent billet in an English 
school, but a “ blue’’ with a hardly won 
pass degree has no difficulty whatever. 

The Rhodes scholars themselves have no 
objection to an age limitation placed on 
university sports as distinct from college 
sports, because it applies to Englishmen and 
Rhodes scholars alike. 

It must be borne in mind that Oxford uni- 
versity consists of some twenty-three col- 
leges, each of which has its own athletic 
‘games, while the university sports are open 
to members of all colleges. The disqualifi- 
cation of any undergraduate for the fresh- 
men’s sports who has resided at any other 
university or similar institution is, however, 
aimed directly at the Rhodes scholars of 
whatever age. An all embracing age limit 
would remove this objection. As it is, the 
British freshman of any age can compete 
in the freshmen’s sports. 

The Rhodes scholars maintain also that 
it is not so much their greater age that has 
enabled them to win recent triumphs as the 
fact that they have been rationally and 
sympathetically trained. 


Figures on Rhodes Scholars, 

In discussing the question the following 
figures are interesting: Since the Rhodes be- 
quest has been in force, since 1904, about 
650 students have taken up their residence 
at Oxford, of whom about eighty have rep- 
resented the university in various branches 
of sport against Cambridge, most of the 
contests being track, or as it is called here, 
“athletic ’’’ sport. Lacrosse, which is prac- 
tically neglected in English schools, is a 
great field for Canadians to win a “ blue.”’

ROME, Nov. 22.—Cheering has been strictly 
forbiddes at the va*ican, and trus another 
traditional custom has passed away. When 
formerly the popes gave audiences to pil- 
grims who came to Rome from all over the 
world there was a hushed silence during the 
bestowing of the papal blessing and then 
it used to be suddenly broken by acclama- 
tion, cheers, and similar ovations. 

Leo XIII. used to smile encouragement 
to the cheering pilgrims. Pius X., however, 
has had notices put up in St. Peter’s for- 
bidding cheers. At recent audiences he 
would motion silence to those around him 
by putting his forefinger to his nose and 
cross his mouth, while being carried in the 
gestatorial chair. So gradually cheering in 
St. Peter's died out. 


Sailors Warned Not to Cheer. 

It was still used, however, at public audi- 
ences in the open air or in the halls of the 
vatican. When the papal audiences were 
recently resumed, the pope appeared on the 
balcony to bless the pilgrims in the court- 
yard of St. Damascus and it was practically 
impossible to prevent cheers, but since the 
audiences have been resumed within the 
vatican, the prohibition rule has been en- 
forced. 

Mgr. Kennedy, Rector of the American 
college in. Rome, has been requested to in- 
form the American sailors now visiting in 
Italy that no cheering will be allowed. At 
two functions in the Sistine chapel in com- 
memoration of the death of Leo. XIII. and 
the coronation of Pius X., the pontiff was 
cheered lustily. He raised his hand and 
cried: “No. no,” but some pilgrims con- 
tinued to cheer, notwithstanding the warn- 
ing. 

The pontifical prohibition is due to the 
pilgrims hailing “Long Live the Pope 
and the King.” The object, therefore, is 
political, as there is no-desire to hurt Italian 
susceptibilities. In reality the pontiff dis- 
approves of cheering because he wishes the 
pilgrims to collect their thoughts in prayer 
when they receive his blessing. 


American Sailors Behave Well. 

The American sailors, who are on shore 
leave for long periods, haveall been conduct- 
ing themselves as good Americans and their 
behavior, despite the criticism of the Italian 
press, has been most exemplary. The blue- 
jackets have been seeing the sights all over 
Italy like ordinary tourists, and not a single 
one has been in trowble. 

The men on shore leave at Naples were not 
much interested in sight seeing and have 
taken kindly to the Neopolitan wine, but 
they have been generally good humored and 
seldom have they provoked anytrouble. The 
Neopolitans have no complaint tomake. The 
sailors seem to fraternize greatly with the 
Neopolitan soldiers.

ROME, Nov. 21.—Possession may be nine 
points of the law, but the other point oc- 
casionally comes to the fore, and.there are 
complications more or hess piquant, aceord- 
ing to the point of view.

Latest Post-Impressionist Work, 


PARIS, Nov. 22.--M. Pablo Picasso, the post-im- 
ressionist painter, who cesides in the south of 
ce, has now arrived at a point where the or- 
dinary artist's material has become inadequate 
as a medium for expressing his esthetic emotions. 
The last work of art which he sent to the Paris 
dealer who has a first claim of all the great cubist's 
productions wag a board on to which he had stuck 
@ newspaper clipping, two buttons, and a piece of 
red glass. The dealer apparently did not appre- 
clate the mysterious rhythm of M. Picasso's latest 
achievement, and—much to the artist's indigna- 
tion—returned his work to him. 
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“ART IN AMERICA.” 

Mr. Austin Harrison, editor of the Eng- 
_Hish Review, betrays a qualm or two by edi- 
torial foot note to the article of Mr. Aleister 
Crowley on “ Art in America” in the cur- 
rent isevue of the magazine, but either his 
scruples were not insistent or his sense cf 
humor was riotous. He published the arti- 
cle. It would be difficult to forgive him if 
he had not done so. 

The savor of Mr. Crowley may be obtained 
from one paragraph: 

“I once talked with a boy of 13 years 
old, as bright and intelligent as I ever mct. 
He knew no Latin or any modern language; 
he did not know where Berlin was; he knew 
the names of only eight of the states in his 
Own country, although he was getting a 
*quarter’ for every one he could name; ie 
knew no arithmetic. beyond the first four 
rules, and those he knew badly; his history 
was confined to George Washington and 
James G. Blaine, to the exclusion of such 
insignificant characters as Napoleon; and 
his other mental bunkers were equally empty 
of coal.” : 

This boy, to Mr, Crowley, becomes a!l 
American boys. Consequently no American 
boy of 13 years knows the names of more 
than eight states and all are getting quar- 
ters for learning them. If Mr. Crowley 
had done nothing more than apply this in- 
fallible but ancient rule of logic and thus 
come by observation to safe generalizations 
he might go a-roaring on his roaring way. 

But Mr. Crowley is not content with this. 
A hint of his real service to the volume of 
English criticism is contained in this sen- 
tence: 

“It may be remarked in passing that 
America has only produced one really great 
man of science—Simon Newcomb. ‘The 
boasted inventions of the Americans do not 
exist.” 

Mr. Harrison, the editor, had a qualm 
here, and, by asterisk, suspended a note from 
this point: “ It must be understood that the 
euthor is expressing purely personal opin- 
fons, for which, editorially, we are nowise 
responsible.” 

The side step is neat and just in time. 
Mr. Crowley is roaring down on Mr. Har- 
rison with thestatement: “ Only one great 
singer has hailed from Columbia. I speak 
of Jenny Lind.” This is not opinion; it is 
fact, but we presume Mr. Harrison will stand 
ep his disavowa)l of personal responsibility. 
_ Having taken Jenny out of Stockholm, 
Mr. Crowley has no hesitancy in adding 
Walter Savage Landor to American liter- 
ature and none in confessing that “ in medi- 
cine the only name that occurs is Weir 
Mitchell, and all he did was to point out 
that overworked people had better stay In 
bed.” 

“ft am cursed with a public school and 
university education,” says Mr. Crowley, 
“although luckily I was born with enough 
mative sense tu shirk the soulless ritual of 
it so far as might be, and its bad influence 
has been corrected by years of wandering 
in the wilds.” 

The “curse” was lifted. Mr. Harrison 
and the English Review may wish that it 
had stuck. 


DEMORALIZING A PEOPLE. 
Depressing details regarding the effect 
which the government's silent policy of seg- 
regating the negroes in the employ of the 
various federal departments is having are 
_ brought out in a report just published by 
— the National Association for the Advance- 
m ment of Colored People. The segregated 
olored workers, investigation disclosed, 
pwho have formerly felt little or no race dis- 
© @Piminetion, are now treated like lepers. 


The situation is demoralizing in the ex 
treme. 

Pessimistic feeling is widespread among 
the colored people, the report shows. Many 
who have worked for years alongside of 
white persons ef both sexes and have earned 
their respect and friendship are broken 
hearted over this revival of race discrim- 
ination. They feel like outcasts now. Dis- 
crimination is practiced also in the assign- 
ment of quarters. Only that which no one 
else wants is given the negroes. The lunch- 
room assigned to colored workers in one de 
partment is insanitary. In another depart- 
ment they have no lunchroom at all, 

It is a striking incongruity that the gov- 
ernment which has been so loud in decry- 
ing the lack of freedom of opportunity in 
this country should be the first government 
in a generation or more to curtail the free- 
dom of opportunity of an entire race because 
of its color. | 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP BETRAYED? 

If the public men who a few years past 
called for public support as the only friends 
of municipal ownership do not wish to be 
set down by an enlightened public as time 
servers, they will bestir themselves to save 
the cause of public ownership now 60 rap- 
idly falling into decay. 

Public ownership is not endangered by 
the skill or farsightedness of the private op- 
erators of public utilities, but by politicians 
in charge of those utilities which are not 
in private hands. 

The most conspicuous municipal opera- 
tion in the United States is the power plant 
of the sanitary district. This shining mark 
is now suffering from political indifference, 
padded pay rolls, official neglect, incompe- 
tent operation, and positive stealing. 

The next and best known utility in public 
bands is Chicago’s outer harbor. 

Legislation to permit the city to build pub- 
lic wharves was obtained after much effort 
and in epite of the opposition of private in- 


| terests. The need for additional harbor fa- 


cilities has been apparent for years. The 
shrinkage of Chicago’s lake commerce, due 
to insufficient facilities, is within the know!- 
edge of the school boy. 

That facilities might be created to benefit 
the whole city and to prevent private individ- 
uals from sacrificing the public welfare for 
persona! profit, the legislature provided, in 
accordance with unanimous public opinion, 
that Chicago's new harbor be built and 
owned by the city. 

In view of the scandal of the specifications 
issued and afterwards withdrawn by the 
subway and harbor commission, it is hard 
to avoid the conclusion that the harbor 
which this commission proposed to build 
was to be built for the benefit of a company 
of city hall politicians, and that the city’s 
interests were not secondary or subordinate 
but were entirely unconsidered. 

The Chicago water works are not so much 
in the public eye as the other two enter- 
prises, but are of greater importance an@of 
greater magnitude. 

Their inefficiency has been known for 
years. The needed remedies are equally 
well known. To manage them properly 
would at this time be a simple matter. 

However, time goes on. The water pres- 
gure remains low; fire protection remains 
bad; water rates remain high. The public 
authorities, the professional municipal own- 
erites do nothing. 

The public service corporations have their 
organs to manufacture arguments against 
municipal ownership or public ownership 
of any kind. They frequently subvert the 
truth. They frequently lie deliberately. 
They labor long and arduously to prevent 
the extension of public enterprises. 

They can find no argument, however, so 
strong as the present conduct of municipal 
enterprises in Chicago, unless it be that those 
men who have come into the public atten- 
tion as violent advocates of political reform, 
through the municipal operation of public 
utilities, now show utter indifference at the 
inefficiency, waste, and positive corruption 
which ig devouring them. 


- EXPLAINING THE MEXICANS. 

“Observer” says that two Americans 
stanZing at a bar in Mexico City were dis- 
cussing the cruelty of the natives when a 
Mexican, drinking at the side, stepped into 
their conversation. 

“ What can you expect?” heegaid. “ The 
Spaniards killed al) the Indian men and 
took all the Indian women and you've 
got us.” 

The Spaniard has been the victim of suf- 
ficient English born and directed criticism 
which has taken the form of Americap con- 
viction. Both the criticism and the convic- 
tion are complacent and self-righteous. 

It happens that the Indians in the United 
States are either playing football or sitting 
around in their blanketa—with the exception 
of the Five Nations in Oklahoma—and 
there are few enough of them. In the Span- 
ish conquered country of Mexico the pres- 
ent population is 38 per cent pure Indian. 


been a trifle less obliterating than contact 
with the extraordinarily humane Anglo- 
Saxon. Of the former an American his 
torian says: 

“The Indian legislation of the Spanish 
kings is an impressive monument of good 
intentions which need not fear comparison 
| with the contemporary legislation of any 
Buropean country affecting the status of the 
working classes.” 

The reason is simple of understanding. 
Lhe Spaniard first slaughtered the Indian 
because he wanted Indian gold. Then 
he saved the Indian because he wanted 
Indian labor. The Englishman (first 
slaughtered the Indian because he wanted 
Indian land and continued to slaughter 
the Indian because he wanted Indian land, 
and possibly the English speaking man 
would be at the same game today for the 
same reason if it were not for appear- 
ances. 

Spanish cruelty has been overplayed. 
It had the same impulse and the same 
direction as English, but it did not live 
as long. The English wanted to work 
and they wanted land to work on. ‘The 
Spanish wanted the Indian to work and 
wanted land merely to live on. 

Consequently there are many Spanish 
Indians and few English ones. Further- 
more it might be recalled with profit that 
the earliest American muckraker was Las 


Casas, the Spaniard, whose terrific proe 


Contact with the Spaniard seems to have. 
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lamation against his fellows in America 
had much to do with the “ monument of 
benevolent intentions” represented by 
Spanish law affecting Indians. _ 


THE COUNTY FUNDS REPORT. 

The report of the bureau of public efi- 
clency on the administration of the office of 
county treasurer is the most important the 
bureau has made up to this time. 

The public statement of Treasurer 
O'Connell in response to the report is worth- 
less except as illustrating the dubious hos- 
tility he has displayed in his dealings with 
the bureau and in his attitude toward its 
legitimate and useful work on behalf of offi- 
cial honesty, efficiency, and economy. From 
the beginning, when other public officials 
of the county were admitting the bureau 
experts to their offices and codperating more 
or less willingly in the attempt to improve 
administration, Mr. O'Connell obstructed 
and dodged. Would any official whose office 
is well run adopt such a course? Would 
any official who had nothing he feared to 
defend adopt such an attitude? 

Mr. O’Connell says now that “ the method 
of estimating and arriving at conclusions 
employed by the bureau of public efficiency 
is ridiculous.” 

That reply will not go, Mr. County Treas- 
urer. , 
The method is not only not ridiculous, it is 
the best that could be adopted, in view of 
your own refusal fully to codperate with the 
bureau experts, 

If you wish a better method, Mr. County 
Treasurer, remove your obstruction. 

Mr. O’Connell says that he has “ turned 
into the public treasury more interest by far 
than any of my (his) predecessors.” 

The statement in so far as it is true is 
of little value, Times are changing, have 
changed, Mr. O'Connell, even though you 
may be unaware of it, and a public office 
is no longer considered, by the taxpayers, 
at least, as merely a private snap. The 
enormous gains permitted under the old 
spoils fee system to successful politicians, 
often for public service of a nominal 
character, are not to be tolerated any 
longer. The county treasurer is trustee 
of the people’s money. The people have 
a right to a full accounting. Does Mr. 
O’Connell deny the right? 

Mr. O'Connell says that “if the bu- 
reau had a sincere desire to remedy con- 
ditions as they now exist they would give 
their time and attention to the question 
of amending the present laws,” ete. 

The statement illustrates the insincerity 
of Mr. O’Connell’s attitude toward the 
bureau and apparently toward adminis- 
trative reform in his office. It implies a 
falsehood. The bureau has given its time 
and attention to these questions of law 
amendment, as the long and detailed 
analysis and explicit recommendations for 
amendment of the law show. Mr. O’Con- 
nell’s attention is invited to them. 

The people of Cook county are a good 
deal leas intelligent and less awake than we 
think they are if the bureau of public ef- 
ficiency’s report on Mr, O’Connell’s 
trusteeship can be bluffed and brushed 
aside. 

The report demands a showdown and 
the public will back that demand. 


A GOOD PROVISION, | 

In paragraph 2, section 24 of the new 
draft of the currency bill before the sen- 
ate committee is a provision against the 
practices of a certain class of gentlemen 
who are a distinct discredit to the bank- 
ing business. Some members of the class 
have paid and are paying in prison the 
penalties they could not escape, while 
others are temporarily flourishing. The 
paragraph reads: 

“No officer or director of a member 
bank shall receive or be beneficiary, either 
directly or indirectly, of any fee (other 
than a legitimate fee paid an attorney at 
law for legal services), commission, gift, 
or other consideration for or on account 
of any loan, purchase, sale, payment, ex- 
change, or transaction with respect to 
stocks, bonds, or other investment securi- 
ties or notes, bills of exchange, accept- 
ances, bankers’ bills, cable transfers, or 
mortgages made by or on behalf of a 
member bank of which he is such officer 
or director. Any person violating any 
provision of this section shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $5,000 or 
by imprisonment not exceeding one year, 
or both such fine and imprisonment, in the 
discretion of the court having jurisdiction.” 

Bankers whose notions of the ethics 
of banking have been such that they 
have not been able to build or attempt to 
build fortunes in millions, as in some in- 
stances, and profit by ordinary graft in 
others, out of the misuse of trust funds, 
will be able to note examples of marked 
prosperity which the clause noted will 
curtail in the future. Also the assets of 
banks will be cleaner. :

It is put there to prevent friction, 

Tt is the ball bearing of the lung, 
It is a delicate structure, so delicate that it 
is not easy to see. When the lungs are 
removed and superficially noted the surface 
is smooth and glistening. There must be 
a membranous covering present. It is so 
delicate that the anatomists, before the days 
of the miscroecope, could not make it out 
well, 

When the inside of the chest wall is 
examined another smooth eurface is noted. 
This pleura must have two layers, one 
covering the lung and the other lining the 
ribbed chest wall. : 

The anatomist cannot outline it well with- 
out his miscroscope. It is not necessary to 
take the word of the anatomist for this, If 
you will try to strip off the shiny lining of a 
chicken’s chest, or of a piece of rib pork, or 
ribs of beef, you will find that this delicate 
layer is so thin that it will not strip. 

This pleura covers the lunga everywhere, 
Likewise it lines the chest everywhere. It 
lines the bony part of the chest wall and 
also the muscular wall, called the diaphragm,

TT? pleura is slipped in between the 


‘which divides the great body cavity into two, 


the abdomen and the chest. 


~ 
In this little more than microscopic mem- 
brane, the pleura, are located nerves, blood 
and lymph vessels. It is, in fact, provided 
with its own supply of these, separate and 
apart from the supplies on the one hand to 
the lungs and on the other to the chest wall. 
The reason is that this pleura is a buffer 
as well as a ball bearing. Cancer, consump- 
tion, and other enemies cannot shoot 
straight acrogs from the skin to the lungs, 
or vice versa. They do get across some- 
times, in time, but they must stop at the 
pleural barriers and give the countersign. 
They must cool their heels in the ante 
chambers. Most of them give up in dis- 
gust. 
We may say then that the pleura has 
gy ball bearing job and the buf- 
fer job.

I understand that cable, telegraph and 
telephone companies have instruments with 
which they can accurately locate trouble on 
the lines. A cable operator can hitch an 
instrument on a cable line and tell that 
the trouble is 2,087 miles out. A telephone 
operator can hitch in a locator and find 
out just where the trouble is located. 

The nerves are exact duplicates of cable, 
telegraph, and telephone lines. The ordinary 
neftves correspond to insulated cables; the 
sympathetic nerves to ordinary exposed un- 
insulated wires. Some of the nerves are 
well trained to locate impulses; some of them 
are poorly trained. 

The best trained are in the palms of the 
hands and especially those of the tips of 
the fingers. If the tip of the finger is 
touched by two pin points the finger reg- 
isters two points, even when the pin points 
are close together. 

On the back of the hand the two pin 
pricks are registered as one, even though 
the points pricked are half an inch apart. 
On parts of the body the nerves are so 
poorly trained that they cannot distinguish 
two pricks even when the two points are 
held inches apart. 

You can learn something by trying the 
training of your nerves in different locations 
on your skin. The nerves of theskin at that 
are much the best trained nerves of the 
body. 


~~ 

The nerves to the pleura are so poorly 
trained that the hurt never shows just 
where the trouble is. This is especially true 
when the affected part of the pleura is some 
place on the diaphragm.’ Some men with 
diaphragmatic pleurisy will feel their pain 
in the appendix; others in the gall bladder; 
others in the kidney, and others in the 
stomach. 

Ordinarily it is pain in the ribs that 
makes a man think he has pleurisy. This 
catch in his side may be due to muscular 
rheumatism in the muscles of the chest 
wall, to neuralgia of the nerves that run 
between the ribs, or to inflammation of the 
pleura. 


>> 

The ordinary treatment is to put on a 
porous plaster and to let it goat that. That 
is the way the ordinary man has worked 
it out, and that is about the best way. 

With some kinds of pleurisy, where there 
is no cough, no fever, and no effusion, this 
treatment is as good as any, provided there 
is free purgation. This is also true of the 
neuralgic pains and the muscular rheuma- 
tism pleurisy pain. 

The porous plaster makers generally put 
some drug in'the plaster. They do that 
so they can call it capsicum plaster or 
belladonna plaster; or maybe even they will 
put in some hot stuff and call it an electric 
plaster. 

The object of this is the aame as the 
object In putting pepsin in chewing gum. 
It does no harm; it does no good, but it 
makes a fine talking point in the advertise- 
ment. 

The plaster straps the side; holds the 
movement down, and in this way helps to 
cure. Meanwhile the mind is at ease: some- 
thing is being done. That also helps the 


cure,

These mild cases of pleurisy that the doc- 
tor is accustomed to dismissing lightly, call- 
ing them intercostal neuralgias, or muscular 
rheumatisms, tend to heal quickly, and leave 
no after effect. They are not worth much 
trouble. 

There are formes of pleurisy that are of 
great importance and that are frequently 
overlooked. I think doctors are agreed that 
there are more mistakes in diagnoses in 
pleurisy than in any other disease. 


~~ 

Are there any signs by paying heed to 
which we can escape these mistakes? 

When the pleura inflames fiuld is poured 
out of the blood into the tissues. . As there 
is so little space in that delicate membrane 
the serum exudes from the pleura as water 
oozes out of wet ground. 

As the serum accumulates in the pleural 
cavity the lung is pushed away from the 
chest; pleural friction is lessened; the chest 
wall moves less, and the lung is partially col- 
lapsed. 

In consequence the pain with which the at- 
tack may have started stops or nearly stops. 
As a matter of fact, in the pleura! cavity 
there may be a gallon of clear, straw col- 
ored serum. 


—— 
Is there anything to make a patient sus- 
pect? It is not our part to describe how the 
doctor would examine with the stethoscope 
and hammer. Our part is to tell the man 
walking around the street with a gallon of 
serum in his chest what should make him 
suspect, and acting upon that have a diag- 
nosis made. 
He will notice that since the pleurisy 
winded. 
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sides of his chest do not move evenly. One 
side moves much less than the other. If it 
were not hooked up in the same ribbed wall 
it would not moveatall. Thespace between 
the ribs does not fall in the same way on the 
two sides. In fact, on the affected side the 
spaces may even bulge. 

Of course, if a man is exceedingly fat this 
point cannot be noted. If he is thin he may 
note that the heart beat does not show just 
below the left nipple, but does show to the 
right or left of where it belongs. 

Finally he has a sense that something Is 
wrong in his chest. Something feels tight 
inside one chest or the other. 


—— 

Thie form of pleurisy is called pleurisy 
with effusion. The French call is pleurisie 
a frais, or pleurisy with a chill. 

It is a sneaking disease. So far as the 
pleurisy part of it is concerned it is of no 
great consequence. The significant feature 
ie that consumption so frequently starta 
that way. 

Of the pleurisies with a clear, straw col- 
ored effusion, these sneaking pleurisies, more 
than half are due to tuberculosis. Straus 
says 56 per cent of them; Landousy says 75 
per cent of them; Kelsch and Vaillard say 
82 per cent of them. 

The Bowditches of Boston have been 
prominent physicians there for a long time. 
The fathers hand down the families in their 
practice to the sons. 

One of the Bowditches looked over the 
fiistories of their patients, especially of 
those families that they had continuously 
cared for since 1849, and he reported that 
most of those who had had pleurisy with 
effusion subsequently showed consump 
tion, 

Osler said: “I confess that the more 
carefully I have studied the question the 
larger does the proportion appear to be of 
primary pleurigies of tuberculous origin.” 

Sometimes the pleura fills up with fluid 
during the course of consumption. Some- 
times consumption starta with the pleural 
effusion. But the rule is to have the person 
who bas had this kind of pleurisy get well 
and appear to be well for a year or two, and 
then begin to show signs of consumption. 


~~ 

The extremely important reason for find- 
ing out that one’s pleura is full of fluid is that 
consumption is then present. In all prob 
ability it will not be exceedingly active fora 
year or more, and the disease is easily cur- 
able. 
Tho method of cure is to change one’s 
method of living. Two years later the dis- 
ease may be so far advanced as to put the 
cost of cure so high the sick man cannot 
reach it. By cost I mean cost in time, in rest, 
in money, and those things money can buy. 

—o- 

A group of cases often overlooked, though 
more easily diagnosed, is that in whose cases 
there is a fever, a general aching, pains in 
the chest and a dry cough. 

The above description reads much like an 
ordinary, hard cold. There is but one way 
to tell these cases from a hard cold, and 
that is when the physician listening to the 
chest sounds with hig stethescope on the 
skin hears a friction sound if pleurisy is 
present. 

If he listens to a chest covered by clothes 
the friction sound given will be due to the 
short rubbing on the undershirt. A physi- 
cian who listens to chest sounds through the 
clothes obtains nioney under false pre- 
tenses. Some day the state's attorney will 
charge the grand jury to that effect. 

—~o- 

The chance of getting well with or with- 
out medical care is fine. Much depends upon 
the germ which causes the pleurisy. Many 
of these are due to the tubércle bacilli, Those 
cases will get well if the patients will get 
busy; not otherwise. 

The cases due to infection with pneu- 
monia germs will stand a little better chance 
to get well than the cases of pneumonia, in 
which latter condition the germs have been 
deposited by the blood in the lungs. 

The pleurisies due to the staphylococcus 
will probably get well. The chance is not so 
good for those due to the other pus cocci. 

~~ 

A better way to tell what the outcome wil! 
be is to put in a needle and draw off fifteen 
or twenty drops of fluid. If this fluid isa 
clear straw color the germ is generally the 
tubercle bacillus. If it is a little cloudy, or 
is pus, the germ is probably a pneumococcus, 
or an ordinary pus coccus., 

If the pleurisy has followed pneumonia, 
or has been left by pneumonia, the germ is 
the pneumococcus. The people who con- 
valesce slowly after pneumonia, who “ don’t 
get their strength back,” who have a nag- 
ging afternoon fever, who sweat, or have 
night sweats, will, if carefully examined, 
usually be found with a pleura full of pus.

In a child thie is not an extremely serious 
condition, Childica with suppurative 
pleurisies, following pneumonia, generally 
get well. The pus may open into a bronchial 
tube and be coughed up, or it may be drawn 
off with a needle, or it may absorb. The 
condition is much less grave than with 4 
~e ep eg 
en the pleura of a grown person is 
found full of pus the condition ig one of 
gravity. If the pus is white and creamy 
it will be found that the pneumococcus is the 
most frequent cause. The chance of cure of 
that group is better than that of the next. 
If the pus is ordinary the chance is that 
streptococcus ig the cause.

Curing up a suppurative pleurisy is a mso 
dificult process. It is easy to nth metre 
the reason. 
Bd a ae is lanced 
and the walls falkin. This collapsi 
walis is what makes the cure ar. arate 
When the boil is in @ bone the walls can- 
not collapse. The suppuration g0es on and 
on. Witness how white swelling holds on. 
The chest wall is composed of bony ribs. 
It cannot fall in or collapse. en the pus 
is emptied out a cavity is left. Cavities can- 
pot remain. This one fills up with pus again. 
These cases must be cared for by the 
surgeon, What the surgeon does is to open 
up the chest and cut away the ribs.

THE WIDOW’'S SHARE. 

Chicago, Nov. 7.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.]—You recently said: Under 
the laws of Illinois a’ widow is entitled to 
one-third of her husband’s personal prop- 
erty and a dower right of one-third inter- 
est in his real estate. 

I consulted the statutes of Illinois in 
the public library a short time ago and I 
found a widow is entitled to all of her 
husband’s personal property and one-third 
of his real estate. I would like to ask 


what authority the lega] friend has? 
Mrs. A. Z. 


Where the husband dies, leaving children, the 
widow is entitled to the amount which you state in 
the first instance. Where a husband dies leaving 
no child or descendants of such child, the widow, 
after the payment of all just debts, takes one-half 
of the real estate and the whole of the persona! 
estate, and the other one-half of the real estate 
descends to the parents, brothers, and sisters of 
the deceased, and their descendants, in equa! parts 
among them, allowing each of the parents, if liv- 
ing, a child's part, or to the survivor of them, if 
one be dead, a double portion, and if there be no 
parent living, then to the brothers and sisters of 
the intestate, and their descendants. The share of 
the parents, brothers, and sisters, ia subject to 
the widow's dower. , 

This provision of the Illinois law is found in 
revised statutes of Illinois, 1912, chapter 39, en- 
titled ** Descent,"’ page 858, section 1. paragraphs 
8 and 4. In connection with these paragraphs must 
be read section 1, paragraph 2; also chapter 41, en- 
titled *‘ Dower," page 864 section 1.

If the company refuses to give him time, or to 
take back the piano and cance! the sale, C had 
best place the matter in the hands of an attorney.

HERE is a serious political side to the 
break between Prince William of 
Sweden and his Russian wife, the par- 
ticularly comely and altogether charm- 
ing Grandduchess Marie Pavlovna, 

just 23 years of age. 

At the time of their marriage, it was hoped 
in Sweden that it would serve to safeguard 
the country from Muscovite aggression, and 
hostile designs; while at St. Petersburg it 
was anticipated that it would contribute to 
allay Swedish suspicions of Russia, and also 
bring that kingdom within the sphere of Rus- 
sion influence. Controlling, as Sweden does, 
to @ great extent, the entrance to the Baltic, 
it is a matter of the utmost importance to 


Russia that Sweden should be subservient 
to her will.

All these expectations have been disap- 
pointed by the separation of the young cou- 
ple, and the official announcement of the im- 
pending dissolution of their marriage, under 
circumstances calculated to imbitter the two 
countries, one against the other. For, no 
matter how little ground there may be for 
the charge, the imputations contained in the 
Swedish preas, to the effect that the grand- 
duchess had been concerned in the espionage 
affairs of the military attache of the Russian 
legation at Stockholm, are generally credited 
by the people of Sweden, which naturally 
creates intense resentment at St. Petersburg. 

The marriage was doomed to failure from 
the very outset. For aside from the entire 
incompatibility of temperaments of the young 
couple, it was ridiculous to imagine that the 
fairest of the princesses of the imperial house 
of Russia, who had enjoyed but for a year 
the pleasures of being “‘out,"’ at St. Peters- 
burg, one of the gayest and most brilliant 
capitals of Burope, would be satisfied with 
the quiet, intensely humdrum, and even mo- 
notonous existence at Stockholm. 
Moreover, three previous projects of mar- 
riage between the reigning dynasties of 
Sweden and Russia having come to rather ig- 
nominous grief, it was tempting fate to em- 
bark upon a fourth undertaking of this

When Labouchere’s nephew, A. Thorold, 
was writing the biography, he wrote to Lord 
Rosebery, asking his permission to include 
the correspondence about the Washington 
embassy in his work, but this was promptly 
vetoed by Lord Rosebery. 
It is a pity that it wae not Included. For it 
could not fall to have been interesting, since 
it must have taxed all of Lord Rosebery’s 
tact and diplomacy to give some reason to 
Labouchere that was not calculated to hurt 
his feelings. 
And yet the causes were so self-evident 
that it is difficult to understand how so 
shrewd a man as Labouchere could ever 
have dreamed of the possibility of his ap- 
pointment to the post. @Aside from the fact 
that Queen Victoria and almost every mem- 
beg of the reigning family had been sub- 
jected at one time or another to vigorous 
criticism by Labouchere in the pages of 
“ Truth,”’ in which no occasion was ever lost 
to express good natured contempt for royal- 
ty in general, there were domestic arrange- 
ments in Labouchere’s life which would as- 
suredly have rendered him persona non grata 
at Washington ‘

Great Britain and the United States enjoy 
& remarkable advantage over most other na- 


stead of being torn apart by innumerable 
small factions. 

At Washington the balance of power alter- 
nates between the Republicans and the 
Democrats, while in England all the forces 
arrayed against the government are united 
under the orders of the Unionist chieftain, 
A. Bonar Law. 

In Austria, Germany, France, Russia, and 
indeed in most other continenta! countries, 
there are so many different parties in the 
national legislature that much of the time 
and ingenuity of the premier is taken up 
by his efforts to keep together a working 
majority in parliament. He can only ac- 
complish this through virtually purchasing 
the support, first of one faction and then of 
another, by means of concessions impairing 
the importance of the measures of which he 
le endeavoring to obtain the enactment— 
sometimes, too, by concessions which are 
calculated to result in injury of a lasting 
character to the state. 


Forced to Be an Opportunist. 
The prime minister becomes necessarily 
an opportunist, and committed, in order to 
accomplish the aims of his administration, 
to maneuvers that are inconsistent with the 
loftiness of principle that should guide the 
political course of those who have in their 
hands the destinies of the nation,

Struggle to Keep Empire Intact. 

In fact, ever since the late Count Taaffe’s 
retirement from the helm of the Austrian 
ship of state his successors have been labor- 
ing in the face of almost insuperable difficul- 
ties to restore that cohesion of the integral 
portions of the empire which he had im- 
paired so seriously for the sake of mere mo- 
mentary advantage. 

It is this division of the forces of the na- 
tional legislatures into so many small groups 
—none of them strong enough to stand alone 
~inatead of into two or at the most three 
great parties that renders parliamentary 
methods of government so unsatisfactory in 
almost every one of the continental countries 
of Europe, save perhaps Italy, where that 
veteran premier, Giovanni Giolitti, has for a 
number of years past been able to keep to- 
Sether his followers in unbroken ranks and 
in such overwhelming numbers as to render 
him wholly independent of the relatively 
small number of factions outside his own 
particular fold. 

In Great Britain, on the other hand, the 
opposition is regarded not merely as a part 
and percel of the entire constitutional system 
but even as an important factor in the gov- 
ernmem of the nation. The minority has 
righta, like the majority—rights that are en- 
titled to careful consideration, that must be 
safeguarded, and which cannot be ignored, 


King Recognizes the Opposition. 
To what extent this is recognized by the 
crown is shown by the fact that when A. 
Bonar Law was promoted from the ranks of 
the Unionist party to its leadership on the 
retirement therefrom of Arthur Balfour 
King George lost no time in bestowing upon 
him a seat in his privy oounoll, although he 
has never held ministeria! office. 

As a member of the privy council he is

PARIS, Nov. 12.—The pretty idea of ar- 
ranging draperies of tulle over dresses of vel- 
vet is as modish for the evening as it is for 
the day.

Having discovered the charm due to a com- 
bination of the two materials, the couturiers 
are developing it in many unexpected ways. 
So that even those velvet dresses which are 
devoid of draperies repeatedly owe a debt 
to the touches of tulle with which they are 
arranged, 

Indeed, it may be said, and without fear 
of exaggeration, that this material is at this 
moment quite indispensable to the designers. 
Eiven dresses of lace are not considered 
complete without the foil which the sim- 
plicity of the fine, plain, transparent mate- 
rial provides. 


Tulle Embroidered in Jet or Steel. 
Sometimes, however, the tulle is expected to 
play a more decorative part, and then it is 
embroidered in jet, in steel, or in jewels, 
But, whatever the medium, the work is car- 
ried out in the finest of beads and the tiniest 
of bugles. To be rich yet not gaudy is the 
ideal of the more artistic couturiers, so that

were carried over from the previous year. 
death having ensued after the publication of 
the 1911 list. These, with the fourteen fatali- 
ties in the 1911 list, make a true total of 
seventeen for that year. Nineteen hundred 
and twelve saw twenty-six injured on the 
atidiron, and 1011 sixty-seven. 


Four in Good Trim. 

A glance over the list of those that suc- 
cumbed shows that probably only four were’ ° 
in proper physical condition to take part in 
such violent exercise as a football contest. 
These were Verner 8. Belyea of Norwich 
university, George H. Gay of the Union, 
Phoenixville, Pa., club and a former college 
star; Badward Morrissey, captain of the St. 
Ambrose college eleven, and Albert Kramer 
of Gram Park, Il.

“Adhering to the long established custom 
of selecting all-star elevens to be composed 
of the players who have been of most value 
to their respective teams during the season, 
the task this year is a comparatively easy 
one, following the most successful football 
geason of the western conference colleges 
since 1905. 

These honorary elevens cannot be chosen 
without criticism, but it is with an honest 
endeavor to do justice to all players on the 
“ Big Nine"’ teams that these selections are 
presented. The players have not been picked 
because of their playing in one contest, nor 
have they been picked because of spectacular 
work. A man may be a brilliant player in 
certain departments of the game, but woe- 
fully weak in essentials. , 
Method of the Selection. 

The playing of the conference elevens has 
been noted since the start of the season, and 
the writer has officiated in several struggles 
Thus it has been comparatively easy to watch 
the play of the men in the various positions 
at close range and to draw accurate and 
definite conclusions. Other data has been 
gathered from other officials... 

In due respect to the players who have 
,fought for the honor and glory of their re- 


‘spective alma maters, it must be said they | 


have played an article of football of which 
they should be proud. Their gentlemanly 
deportment and sportsmanship on the field 
is worthy of special mention. Ooaches and 
players have combined their efforts to bring 
about a successful season, and they deserve 
credit for helping to bring the gridiron game 
back to the position it occupied previous to 
Big Crowds Attend Games. 

The improved and versatile game played by 
the different elevens aroused sp much inter- 
est that the contests were attended by 
crowds which made the season a financial 
success at all universities. 

Before going into deta!l about the players 
named for the all-conference teams, it may 
be stated the object of the selection is to pick 
men who would be most valuable in their 
respective positions and who would fit into 
the team play and unity 6f attack of the all- 
star eleven Players who can run the ends, 
plunge off the tackles, and hit the line must 
be chosen in addition to accurate passers 
and receivers of forward passes. Men witb 
ability to punt and drop kick must be select- 
ed along with a quarter back who coulKd 
use judgment in the selection of. plays and 
keep bis team moving at a fast clip. 


Huntington and Solon Ends. 

Huntington of Chicago and Solon of Minne- 
gota are given the end positions because of 
their consistent and reliable work all season. 
These players have taken part in every con- 
test and their general play has been above 
that of the other ends. The Maroon, al- 
though not a flashy player, has been one of 
the mainstays of his team. He has been re- 
liable in smashing interference and seldom 
has failed to turn the runner to the inside 
when he could be tackled by the secondary 
defense. 

Solon is a good running mate for the 
Maroon. There is little about end play that 
the Gopher does not know. He is a fast 
charging player who mixes every play and 
does not know the meaning of the word fear. 
He is a place kicker of ability and a sure and 
deadly tackler in the open. He also is valu- 
able in receiving forward passes, while his 
general knowledge makes him one of the best 
wing players in the west. 


Butler and Kirk at Tackles. 

The tackle positions are awarded to Butler 
of Wisconsin and Kirk of Iowa. Noone will 
dispute the Badger’s claim to recognition. 
He was placed on the All-American team 
last season and his general play this year en- 
titles him to consideration from. eastern 
critics. Butler sizes up attacks quickly and 
varies his charges to meet varying attacks. 
He seldom has been boxed by opposing enda, 
and has been a power of strength offensive! 
and defensively all season. a : 

- Kirk is given the call over the other tackles 
because of his general excellence in al) 
games played by the Hawkeyes. The west- 
erner is a rangy fellow who knows a lot 
of football. Few gains have been made 
through him. He is a past master in block- 
ing and charging, and tackles well for a big 


man. 
Buck of Wisconsin and Goettler of Chicago 
are nearly the equals of Butler and Kirk in 
general all around play. Shull of Chicago, 
who played his first year of collegiate foot- 
ball, is another good tackle who will be 
heard from next season. Barron of Minne- 
gota also deserves mention. Capt. Davis of 
Indiana gave promise of developing into one 
of the best tackles in the west, but an in- 
jury in the Chicago battle kept him oiit all 


year. 
Routh and Keeler Guards, 
There are ® number of good guards, but 
the honors are awarded to Routh of Purdue

guard, who possesses all the natural qualif- 
cations. He mixes in every play. and few 
gains have been madé through him. He has 
been of invaluable assistance to the backs

Kester played true to the form he showed 
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@ year ago, when he was selected for this 
honorary eleven. The Badger is a shifty 
performer who adapts himself to the situa- 
tions and plays accordingly. He has dis- 
Played plenty of fight and determination in 
all contests. | 

Harris and Scanion of Chicago, Gelien of 
Wisconsin, Ostrum of Minnesota, and Giess- 
man of Ohio State are other guards whose 
playing has been of value to their respective 
teams. 


Des Jardien Stands Alone. 

None will dispute “‘ Shorty ” Des Jardien’s 
claim to the center position. The’ Maroon 
has-been one of the steadiest and most con« 

players on Stagg’s aggregation, and 
much of the success of the team is due te this 
warrior. He is without doubt the nearest 
approach to “Germany” Schultz of Mich- 
igan since that great player graced western 
gridirons for the last time in 1905. 

There‘is nothing about the center play that 
“ Shorty" does not do to satisfaction. He 
feeds the bail to the quarterback and half- 
backs in faultless fashion and gets into plays 
with the speed and agility of a player pounds 
lNghter. On defense he covers a wide range, 
and it has been a common thing to see this 
player tackling on the wings or nailing the 
catchers of punts forty or fifty yards down 
the field. Capt. Glossop of Purdue and Rob- 


_ertaon of Minnesota are the nearest ap- 


proaches to the Maroon. 


Maroon Placed at Quarter. 

The selection of a quarter back to pilot this 
all-star team was doubtful before the Chi- 
cago-Minnesota game, but the almost per- 
fect way in which Russell of Chicago ran his 
team and performed his other duties won for 
him the honor. In his first year of col- 
legiate football Russell has showed remark- 
able aptitude, and he is sure to be more 
valuable in the two years remaining for him 
to play. mn . 

Russell 1s a fast runner, a clever dodger in 
the open, and a sure handler of punts. He 
feeds the ball to the backs perfectly, and is 
a good tackler in the open. He is a drop 
kicker of ability, as was shown by his two 
goals in the Purdue game. 

Although there are two quarter backs who 
have done more spectacular work on the field 
than Hightower of Northwestern, this player 
is placed on the second eleven because of his 
brilliance against the marked handicap of 
weak support. He has been the mainstay 
of the eleven inevery contest. If he had been 
given the proper assistance from his team- 
mates he would have been a worthy rival! of 
Russell for premier honors.

He was without an equal in his posi- 
tion among the conference players, and it 
will be a long time before his peer ig de- 
veloped on the Midway.

Needs New Building. 

One of Chicago’s most! appealing institu- 
tions is St. Vincent’s Infant asylum. Did 
you ever go to visit it on the southeast cor- 
ner of La Salle avenue and Superior street? 
There any foundling is taken in, sheltered, 
and cared for irrespective of color, race, or 
condition. . 

Sixteen sisters of charity of St. Vincent 
de Paul are in charge of the institution. They 
receive no compensation and their combined 
expenses for the last year totaled $500. ' Dur- 
ing ita thirty-two years of existence 30,000 
children have come under the care of' the 
institution. From the waiting rooms of rail- 
road stations, elevated stations, department 
stores, and even from doorsteps and ash cans 
waifs are daily brought to this asylum by 
the police. Besides being tended and cher- 
ished by well trained nurses as well as the 
weil trained sisters these poor little offspring 
of the unfortunate are taught in a school 
maintained by the sisters. Ultimately homes 
are found for them in families. In this di- 
rection the sisters are confronted by a curi- 
ous problem. It appears that the majority 
of illegitimate children—from whose sad 
ranks the . is largely recruited—are 
boys, whereas those desiring to adopt chil- 
dren almost always prefer girls. 

A visit to the asylum is well worth while. 
Its exquisite cleanliness and order and its 
quiet air strike you immediately on enter- 
ing. Even in the wards, where the rows 
of little beds each with its tiny morsel of 
suffering humanity arouse your passionate 
sympathy, an atmosphere of tranquillity pre-

HE Twentieth Century New Testament 
gives this rendering te Romane xil, 2: 
‘Do not conform to the fashion of the 
age, but let your lives be transformed 


by your new attitude of mind, so that. 


you may discern what God's will is—all that 
la good, acceptable, and perfect.” 

The sentence is beautifully balanced, con- 
taining, as it does, two braces of contrasted 
ideas. “Conform” stands over against 
“transform,” and the “ fashion of the age ” 
is opposed to “* God's will.” f 

To conform is to adjust oneself to a form, 
fashion, or model; to yield to external pres- 
sure or influence; to be shaped from the out- 
side. The clay upon the wheel conforms to 
the pressure of the potter’sthands. 

Transformation is a change produced in 
the nature or character and is brought about 
by forces working from within. The cater- 
pillar is transformed into the butterfly. 

“ The fashion of the age ” ts the prevailing 
mode of thought and mora) conduct. It is 
the environmemt which is made up of time 
honored traditions, common customs, and 
popular ideals. 

Paul himself explains what he means by 
God's will, “all that is good and acceptabie 
(noble) and perfect.” 

Why not conform to the fashton of this 
age? Is it not a good age? Is it not the best 
age the world ever saw? 

No doubt there runs through all the ages 
“one increasing purpose,”’ and we are mov- 
ing toward “ one far off divine event.” No 
doubt, all things considered, we are living tn 
the best age of the world’s history; andif one 


had to conform to the fashion of any age, he. 


could better afford to conform to the social, 
intellectual, and moral environment which 
surrounds him In these opening years of the 
twentieth century than to copy the customs 
and practices of any age behind him; but the 
man who aime at the best cannot afford to 
copy the popular. 

The best is never fashionable. By the time 
anything comes to be fashionable something 
better has been discerned. The fashion of 
any age is lower than the best thought of 
even the average man. Take yourself as an 
illustration. Say that you are a man of nor- 
mal intelligence, and you are disposed to 
look opt'mistically upon things. What do 
you think of the age in which you live? Do 
you not see room for improvement? 

Cenformity to the fashion of an age re- 
quires nothing better of us than mimicry;

LL women cannot have classically beauti- 
ful hands, but there is not one woman or 
girl who cannot by her own efforts have 
attractive hands. The beauty of the 
hands depends quite as much upon the 
condition of the health as does the beauty 
of the complexion. The skin of the hand 
in color and texture is only secondary in 

fmportance to that of the face, and while it is not lable 
to many of the imperfections and blemishes which 
threaten the face, the hand is often exposed to hard 
Usage and constant care is required to keep it in good 
condition. The attraction the hands gain, however, 
through this care amply repays every woman for the 
trouble. Nothing more surely betrays an absence of 
Gaintiness in personal care than neglect of the hands. 
And, though naturally the women who do their own 
housework find it more difficult than others to keep 
their hands soft, white, and unblemished, it is possible 
for them, and the comfort and mental satisfaction thus 
Gerived are well worth the precautions necessary. 

The prettiest hands I ever saw bdelonged to a woman 
who did all the work for her family of seven. Ehe was 
Feally in earnest about keeping her hands dainty, and 
found a certain amount of diversion from her household 
Guties in this matter of her toilet, 

This friend of mine never purchased high priced toilet 
Preparations, for she was @ practical genius and used 
what was easily accessible. After having her hands 
in water she always dried then with powdered starch. 
When her hands were not much soiled oatmeal was sub- 
Stituted for soap in washing them. She used just the 
Ordinary breakfast oatmeal put into little muslin bags 
holding two tablespoonfuls each. Into the basin of 
Water she put a few drops of the compound tincture of 
benzoin, for both oatmeal and benzoin tend to whiten 
the skin and make it soft and delicate

Care After Housework. 

Before polishing the stoves she rubbed a Tittle lard 
@nder and around her nails to protect them from the 
Grime of the blacking. Unavoidable stains were removed 
immediately with the skins of raw tomato or lemon 
Juice, and ink stains she removed with the fumes of 
@® burning sulphur match. When obliged to keep her 
hands in water until they were shrunken, into vinegar 
they went, coming out from this bath in normal con- 
Gition. Before doing work that would discolor the hands 
Vinegar was rubbed over them and allowed to dry, for 
the vinegar forms a protective coating. 

A pair of chamois gloves were worn whenever it was 
Sonvenient, for the texture of the chamois keeps the 
Girt from penetrating the skin. Before putting down 
warpets @F cleaning house this wise woman ran her 
Ralls over a cake of softened castile soap. After the 
Work was finished she had but to press gently on the 
malls to remove the bits of soap that had proved such 
good protection.

Needed for the Weekly Manicure. 

Any woman can care for her own nails who has ten 
minutes to spare upon them daily and half an hour 
once a week. For daily care of the hands I use a table- 
spoonful of green soap diluted with two tablespoonfuls 
of water and ten drops of peroxide of hydrogen. I wet 
my orange wood stick, which has been wrapped about 
the foot with absorbent cotton, and with it clean my 
nails and gently push back the skin from them. Every 
day a little polish, either with the buffer or with the 
palm of my hand, does the rest. 

Dip the orange wood stick into the solution of green 
soap and clean under the nail, being careful not to push 
the inner skin away from the nail or in any way to 
bruise the nail itself. 

Nvuver use a metal substance to clean the nafis; it not 
only thickens them, but it corrugates the under side 
and makes them more susceptible to stain, 

The instruments needed for the weekly manicure are 
@ good slender nail file, two pairs of scissors, both 
curved, but one much finer than the other; emery boards, 
Orange wood sticks, a cuticle knife and cleaner com- 
bined in one, a chamois buffer, a small bottle of per- 
oxide, a small bottle of green soap diluted with wate 
and a few drops of peroxide, and a small package o 
absorbent cotton,

White Spots from Bruises. 

First file the nails, bearing in mind that the almond 
shape is to be preferred, but at the same time to fol- 
low as near as possible the outline of the tips of the 
fingers. After the nails have been filed thoroughly and 
shaped, place in a bowl of warm, sudsy water; it will be 
found that the water can be made more soapy by using 
a tablespoonful of green soap to a bowl of water. Add 
a few drops of perfume to the water. Let the hands 
soak in the water for about seven minutes. Remove, 
and with an orange wood stick, which has wrapped 
around it a small piece of absorbent cotton that has 
been dipped in the green soap solution, gently push the 
euticle drawn from each nail so ae to show the crescent, 
the much to be desired Beauty spot, om each nail 
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wrapped 
around an orange wood stick, 
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Keep your hands away from your head and face.

You may not be able to do this at first, as the great- 
est care must be used in pushing down the cuticle, for 
if jagged, broken, or torn, hangnails will be caused. If 
there are already torn spots in the cuticle surrounding 
the nail, cut them off as closely as possible with the 
thin scissors and touch the spot with a drop of peroxide 
of hydrogen, being careful not to make the fingers bieed 
nor to bruise them so that they will feel sore. Now 
take the emery board and trim off from each nail the 
rough edges left by the file. If the finger looks rough, 
use pumice stone to smooth it. 

Next touch the surface of each nail with nail rouge, 
using eas little as possible; the rouge is used not so much 
te give color as to act as a body to hold the polishing 


powdet. _ Apply am&@pucti of- polishing powder to each 
nail, also put a liberal supply of the powder on the 
chamois buffer. Rub cach nail briskly up and down and 
across at least a hundred times. Care must be taken 
not to treat the nail roughly, for if you bruise it in 
any way the white spots will form. After all the nails 
have been polished carefully dip them in warm, soapy 
water and scrub vigorously with a stiff nail brush. Wipe 
dry. Put a small quintity of the polishing powder in 
the palm of your hand and rub the nails at least fifty 
times each with it; this gives the celebrated hand polish, 
of whic. the French women are so fond. The hand 
again is dipped in the warm water and every particle 
of the rouge and powder scrubbed from the fingernails 
dnd the cuticle. The nails are again rubbed briskly 
across the palms of the hands and the manicuring is 
finished. The whole process should not take longer than 
twenty minutes. A complete manicuring should be 
given once a week, and the nails given a light polishing 
about five minutes, before retiring each night. 


ANSWERS TO INQUIRIES. 


M. E. D.: Nearly every one has a little dandruf% 
but when the dandruff is heavy and forms a thick crusté 
over the scalp it will kill the hair and, of course, the 
hair will fall out. I would advise you to get rid of the 
dandruff first.

If you contemplate making a business of 
such repasts add to the articles above men- 
tioned a few tins of consommeé or a jar of beef 
extract, as well as a little potted meat, pre- 
pared cocoa or chocolate, evaporated cream 
or unsweetened condenséd milk, unless you 
are so enough to a delicatessen shop to pro- 
cure these articles ,

EGGS SCRAMBLED WITH HAM. 


Cut cold boiled ham into small pieces. The 
ham which comes in tins will answer the 
purpose—not the deviled and potted kind but 
that which is purchased in slices. Melt @ 
tablespoonful of butter in the frying pan or 
Chafing dish blazer; put in the ham with a 
teaspoonful of onion juice and cook until the 
meat begins to crisp up about the edges. 
You can use the ham according to your sup- 
ply. Half a pound is none too much for five 
or six or seven eggs, but you may make leas 
do if that is all you have. 

When the crispirg Stage is reached turn in 
your beaten eggs—as many as you think you 
will need. The fat from the ham and the but- 
ter together should insure them against 
scorching. Stir them until they are done, 
adding pepper and chopped parsley if you 
have the lattef. The ham furnishes enough 
salt. You may be sure of the popularity of 
your dish even if you do not go as farasa 
man I knew who said, “ I could eat a barrel 
of that eggs with ham.” 

ANCHOVY EGGS. 

Cook together a teaspoon of flour with one 
of butter until they bubble; pour on them a 
cup of milk, add a heaping teaspoon of an- 
chovy paste, and stir until you have a smooth 
sauce. Have ready four or five eggs beaten 
light, stir them into the sauce, and cook until 
the eggs are stiff enough to make sure they

are well done: They should have much the 
cqnsistency or scrambled eggs. No salt is 
needed, but a little paprika is an improve- 
ment.

EGGS ON ANCHOVY TOAST. 


Cook together a tablespoon each of butter 
and flour to bubbling and blending, add a half 
cup of milk, stir to smoothness, turn in six 
beaten eggs, cook until thick, season, and 
turn on toast buttered and spread with an- 
chovy paste. 


CHEESE EGGS. 


Beat five eggs light, add two heaping table- 
spoons of grated cheese, and turn into the 
blazer or frying pan in which you have melt- 
ed and hot a tablespoon of butter. Stir in 
the eggs and when thick and smooth add 
pepper and salt to taste. Serve on crackers 
or toast. 

3 LYONNAISE EGGS. 


Melt two tablespoons of butter in the 
blazer, put in a emall onion cut into thin 
slices and a couple of sprigs of parsley, and. 
cook for three or four minutes.. Add a gill 
of milk in which-you have mixed a teaspoon 
of flour, and when this has thickened lay in 
four or five hard boiled eggs sliced ar cut 
into eighths. Cook for a few minutes, salt 
and pepper to taste, and serve. 


HARD BOILED EGG DISHES. 


If you think you are coming home hungry 
when you go out, boil half a dozen eggs hard 
before you leave the house. Even if you 
decide not to cook supper on your return, the 
eggs can be put to use next day, while if 
you have them ready divers good dishes are 
within your reach. Lyonnal!se eggs is one. 
Another is curried eggs, made by preparing 
a white sauce, as for eggs on anchovy toast, 
by cooking together a tablespoon each of 
butter and flour until they bubble, pouring a 
cup of milk on them, and stirring until you 
have a smooth sauce. To this you may add 
a teaspoon of curry powder and put in the 
sliced hard boiled eggs, pepper and galt to 
taste; or you may make a Scotch woodcock 
by the addition of a teaspoon of anchovy 
paste to the same sauce and of six sliced 
hard boiled eggs; or you may add cheese to 
the sauce and when it is melted put in your 
sliced eggs; or you may substitute beef ex- 
tract or soup or gravy for the milk, season 
with onion juice and kitchen bouguet, and 
cook your hard boiled eggs in this.

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Paris Condemns‘the Ec

ARIS.—[{Special Correspondence.] —A 

week of glorious autumn weather and 

two smart race days have put the seal 

on all sorts of fashions, cspecially 

those intended for the street. These 
include tailored suits, those that are more 
dressy, costumes that may be worn at teas 
and receptions, hats, shoes, glovis, and other 
li:*'e details such as veils, neck ruches, bags, 
ee a!! Women have commenced tu wear 
what is really going to be smart for the next 
three or four months, and it isonly when one 
gees things worn that one may be sure of 
styles. 

Tailored costumes have lost the eccentrici- 
ties that were displayed early in the season, 
and this to my certain knowledge is what 
invariably happens. The first tailored skirts 
were draped, provided with overskirts, fur- 
nished with sashes, and were othcrwise 
trimmed and decorated. Those that are seen 
on the street now, and also at the races, are 
almost as severely plain as they were last 
winter, and itis only these that smart women 
are wearing. The majority of them are made 
with a single skirt, which has fullness at 
the waist band, but is narrow about the hem. 
This fullness is a little differcntly intro- 
duced than it was last season, for the skirts 
are cut much longer in the back than the 
front, three or four inches and sometimes

Answers to Sewing Queries. 


MIRANDA: The white wool poplin will 
do nicely for the coat for baby, if you use 
it with a warm interlining of soft flannel 
or wool wadding. If the latter is used, pick 
away the wool from the cheese cloth around 
the seams, to keep them from bulkiness. Cut 
the interlining without the seam allowance. 
Instead of sewing in the reagular seam draw 
the shoulder and under arm edges together 
with a loose overhand stitch so they lie 
entirely flat. Fit to the outside of the coat 
and turn the outside over on the interlin- 
ing and catstitch to it. Cut and fit the lin- 
ing like the outside, press open seams, place 
them toward the interlining, and baste the 
lining to the coat. Blind stitch to the cloth, 
letting the lining be slightly shorter than the 
ouside, so it does not sag. 


PERPLEXED: I do not pretend to be 
much of a milliner, but I can help you out. 
Do not repress your silk beaver hat, but 
cut off the crown—the turned up side brim 
is especially good this season—and make a 
new crown of black plush or corded silk. 
The crowns are much smaller and should 
not be more than twenty-eight inches In 
diameter. Keep the hat entirely black-- 
also fashionable—and as your quills are 
broken make three stiff upstanding loops 
of black satin ribbon, the tallest ten inches 
and the other two graduated an inch and 
a quarter between each one. Finish the 
base with a rosette. Put at oblique angle 
on opposite side from turned up rim and 
use no other trimming. + Wire the ribbor 
well through the middle of each loop.

If your material is neavy secure a piece of 
transfer or impression paper. Lay it face 
down upon this, then draw over each line of 
the paper design with a hard pencil or the 
point of a steel knitting needle. Upon lifting 
the pattern and the transfer paper you will 
find a meat and accurate impression of the 


design upon your material. 
There are two points to observe in this 


every point. 

The second is, when placed accurately, se- 
cure the design to the material with thumb 
tacks or pins, so it cannot slip during the 
operation. 

Do not rest your hand or fingers upon any 
part of the design you are transferring, else 
the imprint of your fingers will be as dis- 
tinct upon the material as the drawn lines 
of the design.

Then 
if you want to you can double it up, and instead of taking 
three steps right and left just breathe’a soft and soothing 
“six ” into your partner’s ear and do six steps, or rather 
you might call them “baby slides,” one way and then 
back to the one-step. When you hear the music and try 
this step you will realize that it requires some speed and 
wind and is not a good step during which to discuss the 
score of the ball game or how disgustingly close together 
Harold Hangover and Lilly Clingwell dance. 

1 don’t want to appear to be a sort of press agent for 
Mr. and Mrs. Castle, but if they will make up steps they 
must take the credit or blame, whichever you decide after 
you try the new step called “The Castle Swing.” The 
man takes his arm from around the lady’s waist (he’s al- 
ways doing that in these new steps—curses!) but retains 
right hand in his left and one-stepping the whole time, 
just enough to keep with the music, they do as follows:

Make Ma and Pa Try It. 

In rereading this description I feel that were I a 
mother I should say: “ Daughter, ‘can’ that step.” But 
if you will look at the pictures you will see that it is not 
half as hectic as it reads and it really is very graceful. 
Besides, give the girls a chance. They never get to put 
their arms around anything in the average step. They 
must be content to just be handled and sometimes not 
with care. That’s a great step, and though you may not 
believe it I’ve seen a perfectly sane married couple of 
past 50, who had been married twenty-five years, and to 
each other, mind you—I’ve seen them doing that step 
and just loving it. So if pa or ma objects to the arm 
around the neck make them try it. 

An awfully good variation is the step I described in 
the tango as the three-step, done fast, if you remember it. 
But why flatter myself that you do? I'll count it again 
for you: Position, arms about the waist and on shoulder ;

other arm held straight out in front of you. Man starts 
with left, girl with right; walk one, two, three, and in- 
stead of the kick on three that we do in tango and have 
no time to do in the one-step, you just give a little slide. 
Man, left, right, left, and when that left hits the ground 
just slide it along The girl same, only right, left, right, 


and slide the right along. The music will tell you how 


long a slide it must be. Just learn the step as described 
without music, and when you think you know it, try it 
to music, and you will either find that it is very easy or 
that you were mistaken and you don’t know it yet. 

A step that I love is like this: One-step position, girl 
well in front of her partner. Man starts with left, girl 
with right, and, for a change, going backwards. Man 
steps left, right, left, and on four just taps 
the floor with toe of his right. That tap is 
really the beginning of the reverse, for as he taps 
be steps on that right foot and goes back three, the same 
as he came forward, which makes it right, left, right, and 
tap, the toe of his left foot out behind him and at the 
same time starting the step again left, right, left, etc. 
The girl steps back on her right and counts right, left, 
right, tap, left toe behind her, and starts on said left, 
forward counting left, right, left, and tap, the toe of the 
right out in front of her, then back again. That's all 
there is to it. Yon just go back and forth, tapping toes 
busily. It sounds simple, but don’t run away with tne 


idea. 


I know several that are more simple. The main idea 
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is to make a little noise when you tap the toe, otherwise 
people won’t know you are doing anything but walking 
back and forth. See?

A Baffling One for You. 


Now I’ve got a baffling one for yor. I would be afraid 
to try to describe it, but I’m getting now so I have no 
fear. If any one asked me to describe how to do a one- 
step under water and sing your own music I think I would 
try. My pen is becoming so loose and careless. Same 
position as in the tango, three-step, walk four steps; man 
starting with left foot, girl with right. On four, man 
kicks out left leg and brings it back over right leg, and 
as he puts left foot on floor he kicks the right out behind 
and brings it immediately to the front, stepping forward 
on it as he does so, and then brings the left up a little 
in front of it, ready to start the step again. Now come 
on, off we go. And as the girl does the same thing with 
the opposite feet, I don’t intend to go all through it again 
—so many lefts and rights would put a prize fighter out, 
let alone a dancer. And anyway the ~irl can’t do it with- 
out a man unless two girls want to-do it, and then one 
must dance the man’s part, so there we are. 

Now we're really off. Man, counting always one, two, 
three, left, right, left, right. Left swings back over right 
one. Count one, right kicks out back on count two. 
Right is placed on floor on count three. Step forward 
with left on count four. I could have counted the step 
as eight, but I think it is easier to count four. Then 
when you get ready to go back into the one-step you 
still count four. In fact, the popular way to do this 
step is to one-step four beats; then start the step by walk- 
ing forward four steps, then the hard part, four beats and 
then one-step again, but for more than four beats for this 
step done about every sixteen one-steps is about enough 
to keep the average couple limping. I notice a lot of 
“thens” in this last description, but you will admit it’s 
hard not to repeat yourself now and then—there I go 
again.

One More Little Tripper. 


If you have not by this time got a bad case of that 
popular malady, “ stepitis,” I have one more little tripper 
for you. . 

It is very much the same as this last one. Same one- 
step position, walk three steps, man starting forward on 
left, girl starting back on right, and here is the difference. 
Instead of tapping the toe as in the last step, this is the 
routine: Man left, right, left, and on four the right foot 
goes out to the right side about a foot, and the left leg 
bends a little at the knee. So it is really a sort of a re- 
fined dip. The right that has been out at the right side 
is not allowed to remain there, but dashes right ahead, 
making the start for the rest of the step, which is right, 
left, right, and left; foot goes over to the side about a 
foot, while the right leg bends a bit at the knee. The 
girl, of course, goes backwards, doing the same steps with 


opposite feet. 
It is really not necessary to start all these steps with 
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thinking of steps for next Sunday's article which will be 
on the tango, but instead of South American tango I 
shall give you some North American tango variations.

to Be Dragged from the Jungle to the 


Cage. 


But Some of ’Em Grow to Like 
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BY ONEY FRED SWEET. 


OU’VE got to love wild animals if 

66 you are going to deal with them 

successfully,” says Lorenz Hagen- 
beck. 

Lorenz Hagenbeck was given a real live 
bear for a playmate when he was but 3 years 
of age. Since then he has had animals and 
insects of every sort for his chums—everything 
from a butterfly to an elephant, and by the 
thousands in number. 

For Lorenz Hagenbeck is the son of the 
late Carl Hagenbeck, world famous as a wild 
animal dealer, and with his brother, Henry, 
is now owner of the Carl Hagenbeck gardens 
at Stellingen, near Hamburg, Germany. It 
is in these wonderful gardens that members 
of the animal kingdom, no matter how fero- 
cious or how rare, roam at will amid surround- 
ings which have been made to resemble native 
haunts. In the 
fcreground birds of 
every species dis- 
port in the water, 
in the middle dis- 
tance the zebra and 
the giraffe are seen 
to graze together, 
and far back in the 
artificial hills wild 
goats are outlined 
against the real sky. 

No bars or fences 

separate the ani- 

mals. Indeed, to the visitor there appears to 
be nothing to keep them from roaming to- 
gether, but there are barriers—ditches filled 
with water so cleverly arranged as to be visi- 
ble to the animals alone. 

These gardens with their 350 acres are some- 
thing more than an interesting place for visi- 
tors. They furnish a vast majority of the wild 
animals for the zoos and menageries of the 
world. The Hagenbeck gardens are, in fact, 
a clearing house for wild animals. The ma- 
jestic lion that paces in ita cage while the 
circus parade passes was in all probability 
taken out of the jungle by the Hagenbecks 
and cared for in their gardens until it was 

ready for exhibition purposes. After being 
forced from their native haunts and lairs and 
before they came into captivity before the 
public, most of the chattering monkeys, the 
long necked giraffes, the rare rhinoceros, and 
the humped camels spent more or less time 
at the Hagenbeck gardens. Wild animals and 
Hagenbeck have become synonymous. 


* 
Elephant His Favorite. 


“As a boy I always thought more of ani- 
mals than I did of any sort of play,” said 
Lorenz Hagenbeck while visiting in Chicago 
recently. “The first playmate I can remember 
was the bear father gave me, and how I did 
love that fellow! The only way an animal 
can be trained is through kindness, I discov- 
ered early, and every animal must be treated 
individually. 

“Elephants ‘have always been my favorite. 


The elephant has a heart as big as his body. 
Of .course, there are good and bad elephants, 
just as there are good and bad men, but the 
elephant as a rule is good natured and he 
will fall thoroughly in love with his keeper 
if the keeper is half way square. I once 
bought ten elephants in India, four of which 
I later sent here to America. One of the 
elephants I had rescued from a native who 
was abusing him. Two years later when I 
came over here I found that elephant in a 
New York zoo, and he remembered me in an 
instant—trumpeting and lifting his trunk as a 
sign of affection. 

“ Of course, on my trips to America I have 
an opportunity of paying a visit to the ani- 
mals that have left our gardens for your zoos. 
In the last few weeks we have sold twelve 
giraffes—two to Lincoln park in Chicago, two 
to the Selig Polyscope company for moving 
picture purposes, two to Ringling Brothers, 
two to Australia, two to Japan, and two to a 
zoo in Paris. 

“The giraffe is the most tender of all ani- 
mals and the giraffe population in the United 
States is limited, I assure you. Besides the 
two now in Lincoln park, there is one in New 
York and one in Philadelphia, while there are 
two in Cincinnati, two in Los Angeles, and 
Ringling Brothers have four or five. When 
a circus can boast a giraffe it has occasion -to 
bill the attraction with long words. A giraffe 
is sold by the inch and a pair of them is 
worth from $4,000 to $10,000. You can un- 
derstand why there are only about five or six 


circus menageries in the world that amount 
to anything. 
* * 
Gorilla Feels Captivity. 

“ Animals are all troubled more or less with 
melancholia after they are placed in captivity, 
but the gorilla is troubled the most in this 
respect. I will never capture another. The 
last one I brought from Africa was so s0- 
ciable that he played with the native boys. 
One of my men. heard about the animal and 
wrote me. I sent back word that if the ani- 
mal was feeding well to-bring him along. As 
soon as the gorilla came in contact with civili- 
zation and found that people stared at him 
he would shut his eyes and cover his body 
with a blanket. He didn’t even take any 
more interest in the native boys who were 
his companions. When he arrived at our 
gardens he was almost a skeleton. We turned 
him loose with the two natives in the woods 
where there was no one to bother him, but he 
refused to eat or drink. The wild animal has 
a whole lot of sentiment in his make-up. 

“On the other hand, elephants, tigers, and 
lions grow to like their new life. As a part of 
the circus they get so that they look for their 
own music and the instant they hear it they

begin running about in their cages. The mon- 
keys, especially, realize that they are show- 
ing off before an audience and they like noth- 
ing better than applause. In response to ap- 
plause they will pull off all kinds of stunts 
that they have never been taught. 

“We owned one lion for over twenty-eight 
years. He had traveled in every country on 
the globe—was here in Chicago during the 
World’s fair—and every day in the show busi- 
ness seemed a holiday to him. — 

“A menagerie is a tremendous worry to its 
owners, for it takes plenty of pains and know!l- 
edge to keep the animals well. Animals seem 
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to live longer in a menagerie, however, than 
in a zoo. Some of them seem to thrive on 
the excitement of circus life. Wild animals 
must have exercise wherever they are and a 
variation of food.

When Animals Break Loose. 

“Then there is the worry, too, about the 
wild animals getting loose, for they do. some- 
times, in spite of all precautions. I had a 
tiger that escaped when the circus with which 
I was connected was visiting St. Joseph, Mo., 
some years ago. The escape came as the re- 
sult of a collision between an express wagon 
and an electric car. 

“The animal, once at large, began by kill- 
ing the horse on the express wagon, grabbing 
it at the throat; then it rushed into the negro 
quarter. An old negro woman, seeing the 
tiger dashing toward her, threw up her hands 
and fainted, but the animal instead of harm- 
ing her ran between two shanties that were 
close together and lay there exhavsted. 

“Two hours later when we came upon the 
fellow a policeman wanted to shoot him, but 
we put wire at one end of the opening, fired 
off a blank cartridge and the tiger rushed into 
the waiting cage, mighty tickled to be at home 
again. 

“In another western city, one Sunday morn- 
ing, sixteen elephants got loose. We had ad- 
vertised that the herd would be given a bath 
in the lake that morning and the whole town 
seemed to be out for the performance. Five 
natives were sent toward the lake on the backs 
of the five largest elephants and they would 
have been able to handle the herd with 
ease if the people hadn't started to shout. I 
tried to stop the shouting, but the more I 
tried to stop it the louder it became. Fright- 
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ened, the elephants flung their trunks in the 
air and started in a stampede for the water, 
never stopping until they had swam to the 
distant shore. 

“ The natives stayed by the herd and did the 


best they could, but it ‘was twenty-four hours. 


later before we rounded up the animals. 

“In the heart of every wild animal, no mat- 
ter how big or how powerful, there is the feel- 
ing that man is his superior. But the man 
must show he is not afraid. If he shows fear, 
it is ‘all off.’

Bad Treatment Costs Life. 


“Perhaps the most unfortunate experience 
we ever had with a wild animal was when one 
of our favorite lions killed a keeper by the 
name of Ross in our gardens at Stellingen. 
It was a mistake that we ever gave Ross a 
position in the gardens, for he had entirely 
the wrong sort of disposition for dealing with 
animals, but a friend pleaded for him because 
he needed work and we finally hired him for a 


- position where he would not come in contact 


with the animals in any way. 

“Had he stayed in the place for which we 
hired him everything would have gone all 
right, but one day a party of his friends came 
to visit him, and having become partially 
intoxicated he was seized with the desire to 
show off. Armed with a club Ross, with a 
brag on his lips, sauntered into the large open 
space where the lion was kept. 

“ Hearing the man behind him, thé friendly 
old lion turned and held out his paw in play. 
In return Ross viciously struck the animal 
over the nose h his club. Surprised, the 
lion struck at the fellow’s hand with his paw 
with the result that he scratched his arm and 
caused the blood to flow. Another lion would 
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have gone after the man and made & meal 
of him then and there, but this old fellow 
merely grabbed the man about the chest, 
which fortunately was protected by a heav? 
overcoat, and proceeded to carry him about 
the place as though he were a pivce of wood. 
“When Ross called for help both brother?

gotten so out of his place. We shouted 
the lion to drop the man, but he merely 
back with an expression of ‘I’ve got him 
now and I’m not going to let him go.”

As he stood gazing in dumb 
agony at the body. of Stewart and the 
wounded, unconscious Edmund and Biehl, 
sprawled on the office floor, he was murdered 
in his tracks. The murderers eacaped with 
$2,250.

was when, two months before, these four 
degenerates had begun their career of plun- 
dering and killing.

Fi irst of Quartet Captured. 
Over two months later Herman Schvettter, 
now first deputy superintendent of police, then 
captain at the Sheffield avenue station, was 
informed that a young man, out of work, was 
a constant frequenter of questionable west side 
resorts. He had a hard, brutal face, the in- 
formant went on, shifty and cunning eyes. He 
was spending money on women and drinks 
with a prodigal hand, and had, while morbidly 
drunk, exhibited an automatic revolver. 
Schuettier immediately took action. ‘The 
murder quartet had invariably displayed this 
same type of gun. He detailed Detectives 
John Quinn and William Blaul to “ get him.” 
Quinn and Blau! searched the api So 
and finally located the man wit the “ hard, 
brutal face” in Greenberg’s saloon, the same 
place which ere ee ee 
held up the previous July. 
Blaul and Quinn entered the saloon aia 
taneously—Blaul from ove side, Quinn from 
the front. The bandit, afterward identified as 
Marx, pulled his gun and shot Quinn dead. 
Blaul grappled with him, threw him on the 
floor, and yelled to the bartender—-who had 
ducked under the bar when the shooting began 
—to telephone the station. For ten minutes 
Biaul struggled with Marx, but managed to 
\bold him on the floor until the wagon-came. 
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. Roeski, and Van Dine fled from the 
city. Schuettler then got a hunch that Marx 
was one of the car barn bandits, and com- 
ménced to give him the third degree. It was 
to mo avail. Marx wouldn’t “ cough.” 

Confessions came after the battle with the 
three fugitives, when they had been captured 
and brought. back to Chicago. The trio 
thought Marx had “ peached,” and he was told 
that they had“ peached.” Finally one of them 
broke down, and pretty soon they were brag- 
ging about their individual work of murder 
and the whole story came out.

A shotgun carried by one of the hunters 
belched its contents into the face of one of 
the bandits. Blindéd by his own bipod, he 
whined to his pal that they give up the fight. 
They did, and were delivered by the bunt- 
ers into the custody of the squad of police 
under the personal command of Schuettler. 

Three of the slayers had been rounded 
up; the fourth remained at large. He hal 
found his way to Altna. In the sfation fa 
ticue and exhaustion overtook him, His 
bravado forsook him. He cursed the aut- 
matic revo'ver, threw it from him, fell upon a 
bench, and went to sleep. A few hours later 
he was captured. 

The governor of Indiana refused to enforce 
the extradition ‘aws, and the murderefs were 
brought to Chicago. 

Indicted by the grand jury, they were tried 
early in January, 1904, three of them being 
condemned to the gallows. "The fourth was 
tried for the murder of Bander and was 
found guilty. There was some doubt, how- 
ever, as to who had fired the shot that killed 
Bauder, so he was sentenced to the Joliet 
prison for life. 

Three days before the hanging, one of the 
murder quartet attempted suicide by swal- 
lowing the sulphurated ends of matches and 
severing the arteries of his arm with a lead 
pencil. But the law was not to be cheate?. 
Pete Neidemeyer was not allowed to die by 
his own hand. He and two companions, Gus 
Marx and Harvey Van Dine, wete hanged.

Bartlett, and yet his Lafayette in Paris, pre- 
fented to the French people by the school 
children of America, is labored and ladylike, 
and now this Franklin—a most alluring sub- 
ject—is still less to be commended. 

The heroic statue of Mark Twain, by Fred- 
erick C. Hibbard, does not suggest very 
Strongly either the slender figure or the 
whimsical personality of the great humorist, 
The face may have a certain photographic 
accuracy, but the general aspect is that of 
almost any serious minded citizen. 

The “MEMORIAL ANGEL,” by Daniel 
Chester French, Hiustrates the tendency, 
fortunately increasing among people of taste 
and wealth, to entrust cemetery and church 
monuments te sculptors instead of stone- 
cutters. This angel is not so convincing as 
some we remember, done when people be- 
Neved in angels as beings rather than sym- 
bels and abstractions. She is not heroic 
and profound, she asks or answers no mod- 
ern questions; but neither, perhaps, did the 
people—I know not who they were—at whose 
tomb she watches in graceful dignity. 

Of symbolic and fanciful compositions the 
most important oome from Edward Berge 
and Hermon A. MacNeil. The former's 
“Music Finding Head of Orpheus” and the 
latter's “Destiny” are well modeled nudes, 
with a certain poetic significance; finer than 
either figure however, is the death-veiled 
face of Orpheus, 

—~- 

The portrait busts are unusually interest- 
ing this year; indeed, one of them should 
have had a prise. Mesers. Korbel, Bitter, 
Romaneili, and Zettler all send busts ad- 
mirable in their very different ways. Mr. 
Korbel's three, in stone, bronse, and marble, 
indicate pehaps the highest gift.’ The one of 
Mrs. Biair especially, done in yellow sand- 
atone of beautiful tone and texture, shows 
@ power ef reducing human form te ite 
essentials, of concentrating and eliminat- 
ing, which is extremely fare in modern art. 
This little head seems to me as authentic, 
as rightly true to our type, to modern Amer- 
ican life, as any lady by Donatello was to 
that of Fiorence of the renaissance. This 
sculptor’s two heads of children are done 
in a slightly more realistic manner, but they 
show the same integrity of form and delii- 
cacy of characterization. 

Emil Zettier’s bust of @ little girl is per- 
haps more consciously idealized, though in 
this also one admires the elimination of un- 
essential detail and Seca of char- 
acter in simple terms. The sculptor has 
emphasized the tender beauty of his little 
model by empearling his pilaster with some 
imitation of a Luca della Robbia glaze. . 

The busts of Andrew D. White by Kari 
Bitter, and of Fritz von Frantzius by Carlo 
Romanelli, are more realistic but hardly 
leas clever. It would be impossible to over- 
praise the modeling of the former, the way 
these long thumb strokes in the clay tell, 
each one being structural, as it were. We 
find here the same economy of material, the 
same masterly expression of essentials, as 
in Mr. Korbel’s work; only, the two men see 
very differently and speak different mes- 


sages. 

Mr. Romanelli's work has an alluring 
touch of whimsicality init. I wonder some- 
times why Chinese sculpture and painting 
are so pervaded by humor, while we rarely 
get a gleam of it into ours. This bust of Mr. 
Von Frantzius’ emphasizes the dramatic 
qualities of his character, yet this emphasis 
escapes caricature because it goes deeper 
and suggeéste the tra«:-vomedy of life.

Another fine portrait bust is Evelyn Long- 
man’s “Louise,”’ done in tinted marble, a 
tenderly intimate study of a child. And 
Nancy McOormack’s bust of Alice Gersten- 
berg gives an impression of unity and grace. 
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Some of our most interesting young paint- 
ere are devoting themselves to a kind of out- 
door genre which classifies neither as land- 
scape nor figures, but seems to form a class 
by itself. Those ardent painters of streeta, 
wharves, erowds—Gifford Beal, George Bel- 
lows, and Leon Kroll—belong in this group, 
“ Men of the Docks,” by Mr. Bellows, and 
Mr. Kroll’s two large wintry railroad and 
river scenes, suggest the tremendous power 
and audacity of modern civilization, the he 
roic front which human labor, with its huge 
steamers, smoking engines; and towering 
ekyscrapers, presents to inclement end in- 
hospitable nature. One really gets through 
these pictures something of the modern 
thrill and movement, a cante of the modern 
epic. 

Gifford Beal usually chooses lighter eub- 
jects—a ‘‘Manor House,” with gay: people, 
or, more happily, the tawdry gorgeousness 
ef a circus party of elephants majestically 
making their “grand entry.” A bilarée of 
satire is in the noisy pomp of his eubjsect, for 
what understudy of life ts more picturesquely 
typical than a circus? 


The two city courtyard ecenes by Frederick 
Clay Bartiett present a quieter phage of the 
modern drama; beautiful tonal paintings of 
old houses and gardens, which have been 
lived tn so long as to be full of human feel- 
ing. And it te a pleasure to welcome into 
this high company a young Chicago artist, 
Elizabeth Cramer, who has a humorows sense 
of life and an instinct for decorative pat- 
tern and color quite rare and most encour- 
aging for her future. Her delicious child tn 
a& garden picture, " Supper for Two,” is, per- 
haps, the most individual of her very inter- 
esting group.

N Dec. 1 township road officials of 

Cook county will have an opportunity 

to see the, first mile of concrete road 

ever bullt. in the county, when, as 

guests of the country members of the 

county commirsio ers of Cook county, they 

“will inepect the pavement constructed at 

Niles Center near.'the Glen View Golf club. 

For many of the township officials this will 

be the first inspettion of concrete roads. 

From their visit to Niles Center a road 

building policy as it pertains to the local sit- 
vation may result. 

The Cook county commissioners, following 
the decision of the IJlinois highway commis- 
gion, have agreed th.tt permanent roads must 
either be construct«d of brick or concrete. 
The brick pavement needs no introduction. 
Examples of successiiul brick paving may be 
geen in'any city. Tlie concrete road, how- 
ever, is comparativel)’ new. Edward Hines, 
one of the Wayne aunty, Mich., commis- 
sioners, really is responsible for the ever in- 
creasing popularity of this form of pavement. 
He began building concrete roads in Wayne 
county five years agw and the roads have 
been successful. 

It was after a visit of interested parties to 
Detroit, followed by an inspection of the 
Hines brand of road¢:, that the experimental 
bit of construction at Niles Center was un- 


dertaken. 

The road selected foi: improvement was a 
continuation of Church street of Evanston. 
It extends from Evan:'ton eight miles due 
west to Niles. Heavy traffic goes over this 
street, as it is a main \traveled road from 
the truck farming distiricts around Niles. 
For three months of emch year this road 
has been so impassable th at members of the 
Gien View Golf club and a. few business men 
in Evanston this year diecided that they 
would aid in improving the worst stretch of 
the eight mile highway. A-ccordingly, with- 
out asking for state aid, the Business Men's 
club of Evanston approached the Cook coun- 
ty commissioners and offeired to pay one- 
third. The citizens of Niles: put up another 
- third and the Cook county commissioners, to 
encourage permanent construction and also 
to test concrete, which has since been adopt- 
ed by the state highway commission, as one 
of the two types of permaiment road con- 
‘struction, agreed to allow the other third 
from the county funds. 

_ 

Practically a mile of roasi was built for 
$12,000. The concrete part of the road on 
Church street, between Nileg and Evanston, 
is sixteen feet wide and is what.the state 
highway engineer calls one course construc- 
tion—that is, the same material is used 
throughout the entire layer or “course” of 
concrete. The Romans laid their famous 
roads in a number of ‘‘ courses,’’ one course 
on top of the other, starting with heavy 
stones, like flag stones, as a foundation, and 
ending with fine material, which was bound 
together with what engineers now call “ nat- 
ural cement.” The concrete layer is six 
inches thick on the sides and eight inches in 
the middie. Expansion joints are provided 
every twenty-five feet and are protected 
with steel plates which are filled with an 
elastic substance like tar or asphaltic mastic, 
which allows for the contraction and expan- 
sion due to temperature changes. 

This is in accordance with the most ap- 
proved form of construction, as specified by 
Commissioner Hines of Wayne county. 

The Niles concrete road has solved a vexing 
road problem, according to prominent citi- 
zens of Evanston and Niles. The golfers of 
the Glen View club, which includes many 
prominent Chicago business men, are enthu- 
silastic about this new stretch of pavement 
and it is expected that the other seven miles 
of road will be improved with concrete next 


spring. 
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European motor record holders, without 
exception, will be able to cross the water 
next season in search of glory and gold at 
Indianapolis, where the world’s greatest cyl- 
inder battle annually is staged. The reduc- 
tion of piston displacement limitations for 
the Grand Prix de France from 450 to 275 
cubic inches makes ali of the present flock 
of foreign humming birds available for 
American performance. If no change had 
been made, European makers might have 
hesitated sending choice cars into far away 
lands, fearing accident. Now, with two sets 
of machines in sight, no trepidation is ex- 
pected to materialize. 

The cars which are scheduled for American 
use present considerably greater cylinder 
area than those for home consumption, chief- 
ly because of the more rigid fuel restrictions 
governing the latter. In the United States 
apeed is the sole object, no matter what the 
cost. Diminutiveness is not appreciated for 
its own sake. The big cars, having the edge 
on latent ability, rule favorite with the pub- 
lic. 

An additional aid in securing entries for 
the 500 mile race next year is expected to de- 
velop in the unusually wide leeway foreign- 
ers will have to prepare for their own con- 
tests. Eight months will elapse until the 
Grand Prix—plenty of time to get ready for 
that event and take in the American classic 
besides. Last year the period between lay- 
ing of plans and@ race was so short that heads 
of teams, such as Bablot of Delago and Boil- 
lot of Peugeot, were unable to come over.

Cable advices received at Chicago an- 
mnounce that the 1914 Cadillac has been 
awarded the Dewar trophy by the Royal 
Automobile Club of Great Britain. This tro- 
phy, presented by Sir. Thomas Dewar, is 
awarded annually to the motor car demon- 
strating the greatest achievement toward the 
advancement of the industry. This is the 
second victory for the Cadillac in the classic 
contest of international motordom, the win- 
ning of which any motor car manufacturer 
- fa the world would consider to be his supreme 
achievement. The Cadillac is the only car in 
the world that has won this trophy twice; 
and the only American car that has ever 
come out triumphant in any of these con- 
tests. 
The significance of the victory, which 
ig ‘a distinction that will redound to the 


just announced, was based on a test even 
more comprehensive than that of complete 
standardization. It involved the driving of 
1,000 miles over give and take roads, as 
phrased in the cablegram, the thorough test- 
ing of fuel and oil consumption, the record- 
ing of the number of times the electric crank- 
ing device was used, the duration of the 
current for lights during and after the run, 
and numerous other practical matters that 
have to do with efficiency and service. 

The contest was conducted with a com- 


pulsory average speed of 19.5 miles per hour. ’ 


Several facts in the Cadillac’s record stand 
out dominantly. The gasoline consumption, 
for example, was 17.17 miles per gallon; the 
oil consumption 7.4 pints (more than 1,000 
miles per gallon), which any motorist would 
recognize as extraordinary. Although the 
electric cranking device was used 130 times 
during the trial, the engine was turned over 
1,000 compression strokes at the end of the 
trial; and, although all the electric lights 
were on continuiusly during the road trial 
for sixty-six hours and seventeen minutes, 
yet after the 1,000 compression test at the 
conclusion of the road run, the side, rear, and 
speedometer Hghts continued to burn for 
twenty hours. It was observed and noted 
that the ignition was perfect throughout the 
trial. 


Even of greater significance was the 
achievement of the 1914 Cadillac's exclusive 
two speed direct drive rear axle. One test of 
this revolutionary development which means 
so much in the efficiency, economy, and lux- 
ury of motor cars involved the shifting of the 
rear axle gears from high to low, and vice 
versa, 520 times by means of the electrical 


shifting device, yet a perfect record was

Gov. George H. Hodges of Kansas, after 
completing an Official inspection trip over 
the new Rock Island highway from 8t. Jo- 
seph, Mo., to Denver, Colo., has declared his 
enthusiastic approval of the work. The new 
roac is shorter by many miles than any 
other route between these points, being al- 
‘most as direct as the crow flies. 

Gov. Hodges, leaving St. Joseph in a big 
tourink Kissel Kar, was accompanied by 
J. R. Edwards of Chicago, representing the 
Automobile Blue Book; D. E. Watkins of the 
Kansas City Automobile association, A. Q. 
Miller, secretary and treasurer of the Rock 
Island Highway association, and H. K. Les- 
lie of St. Joseph. Mr. Edwards made a log 
and map of the route. 

Unfortunately, it rained hard during seven 
days of the trip, but nevertheless it is esti- 
mated that fully 15,000 persens turned out 
to meet the governor's party. A little inci- 
dent which shows the interest of the people 
along the route grew out of a letter which 
was sent ahead, suggesting that the citizens 
fill in the ‘‘ chuck holes ” around the bridges 
and culverts. The result from this sug- 
gestion was that fully 95 per cent of the 
bridges and culverts showed that fresh dirt 
had been shoveled around them. 


The official party was met at Limon, Colo., 
by an escort representing the Denver cham- 
ber of commerce and the Denver Motor club. 
A dinner. was given the visitors at the 
Brown Palace hotel in Denver by the Denver 
chamber of commerce, the Denver Motor 
club, and Denver real estate exchange, the 
mayor of the city acting as toastmaster. 
Other courtesies were extended the tourists 


during their stay. 


H. E. Frederickson, chief consul for the 


state of Nebraska of the Lincoln Highway 
association, has been given quarters in the 
offices of the Commercial club of Omaha. 
Mr. Frederickson is putting in all his time 
as chief consul. In directing the sales of 
contributors’ certificates in the state he com- 
pletely exhausted his first supply of 5,000 
certificates and was compelled to order more 
by wire. Ata recent session of the members 
of the association of Omaha the president, 
Howard G. Lommis, had a resolution passed 
unanimously approving the Lincoln High- 
way association. Each member of the asso- 
ciation took one and a number took two and 
more certificates.

J. E. Pennybacker, secretary of the Na- 
tional Good Roads congress, declares that 
the Lincoln Highway should be called the 
Linking Highway. Mr. Pennybacker was 
an exceedingly busy man during the Amer- 
ican road congress in Detroit, but he found 
time to give favorable consideration to the 
work of the Lincoln Highway association 
during his stay in the city. 


“It’s the Linking Highway,” said Mr. 
Pennybacker, “ because it links thirteen 
states together—thirteen states that carry 
you across from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and afford the farmer, the doctor, the mer- 
chant, the business man, and the tourist ex- 
ceptional facilities to reach their neighbors 
and their friends in other states along the 
route of the Lincoln Highway.”’

Competition tn the sale of gasoline to tour- 
ists who will go ‘over the Lincoln Highway 
to the Pacific coast has already developed. 
In the town of Eureka, Nev., which is sixty 
miles from a railroad station, Rudolph 
Zadow, proprietor of the People’s meat mar- 
ket, is already in the field. Mr. Zadow has cut 
his price on gasoline to 38 cents per gallon, 
whereas the other dealers charge 45 cents. 
Mr. Zadow says, in sending his contribution 
to the Lincoln Highway association, that 
there is gréat interest all through his sec- 
tion of Nevada over the coming of an im- 
proved thoroughfare. He has already deco- 
rated his establishment with the official 
copyrighted road marker of the Lincoln 
Highway, and is conducting a campaign for 
additional contributions among his fellow 
citizens.

An exceptionally wide and interesting va- 
riety of service is secured by the city of Bos- 
ton from a three ton Peerless truck which 
it has been operating for some time. In the 
winter the truck is equipped with a screw 
power hoist dumping body and used in garb- 
age collection. In the summer the truck is 
equipped with a nine hundred gallon steel 
tank fitted with a rotary pressure pump and 
used interchangeably for sprinkling streets 
with water and oiling macadam roads. 

It is the usual practice to use the truck for

sprinkling and flushing the city streets on 
Sundays and on days when the macadam 
roads are not in fit condition for oiling. When 
it is in use as a sprinkler the truck travels 
twelve miles per hour and does the entire 
work on the routes formerly covered by three 
horse drawn sprinkling carts. 

Used as a road oiler, the truck is driven ata 
speed of eight miles per hour and covers 
12,500 square yards of surface with a load of 
oll in eighteen minutes. The oll is put on the 

road at forty-five pounds pressure. In this 
service the truck accomplishes the work that 
was formerly done with six horses. 

By means of a three way valve the pressure 
pump may be used to fil} the tank at the rail- 
road siding, thus doing away with the hand 
pumps that were formerly used to fill the 
horse drawn tanks. 

The tank may also be fitted with a two 
inch hose for the purpose of extinguishing 
fires on dump piles or in places remote from 
water hydrants, and the pressure supplied 
by the pump {Is sufficient to throw the stream 
a considerable distance with much force. 

In the winter, with the dumping body at- 
tached the truck travels an average of forty 
miles a day making collections of ashes and 
refuse and accomplishes the work of four 
teams.

The practice of putting convicts on their 
honor, especially prisoners who are at work 
constructing or repairing highways, has been 
Started in several states and is meeting with 
much success, according to reports received 
by the national committee on prison labor. 
North Dakota, Oregon, New Jersey, Michi- 
gan, Ohio, and Colorado are among the states 
where the honor system has been developed 
to its highest degree. 


Under the laws of North Dakota the board 
of control may employ convicts on the public 
highways, their expenses to be paid by the 
respective counties in which they work. The 
law stipulates that the prisoners perform 
their duties under the supervision of skilled 
laborers, who act as guards; but, so far as 
possible, the law declares, the convicts are 
to be placed on their honor. 

Another feature of North Dakota's prison 
laws is worded as follows: ‘“‘ Each short 
time convict worked upon said state roads 
shall receive a credit upon his time of ten 
days for each thirty days that he shall faith- 
fully and diligently work upon said state 
roads, and in case of convicts serving life 
sentences, such privileges shall be given

them as in the’ judgment of the warden is 
proper, but in case. that any convict fails to 
@o faithful and efflctent work er attempts 
to escape, he shall forfeit all or as many of 
aaid credits as in the judgment of the warden 
shall be proper.” 

Of 275 convicts who were worked under the 
honor system in Ohio only eighteen—less 
than 7 per cent—attempted to escape, a0c- 
cording to the report of Warden Preston E. 
Thomas of the Ohio state penitentiary. 
While these men were thus employed there 
was no barrier except their own honor be- 
tween them and freecom. Of the eighteen 
men who broke faith, all) but seven were 
caught and seturned te the prison, 80 that 
the percentage of those who failed to serve 
their full sentences was only 2%. This rec- 
ord, says Warden Thomas, compares favor- 
ably with trusts in the outside world. 

Also in Michigan, where al) persons con- 
victed of drunkenness or vagrancy are sen- 
tenced to work on the roads instead of to 
jail, the practice of trusting prisoners has 
been found successful. Not only that, but, 
according to W. M. Bryant, good roads com- 
missioner of Michigan, the sentencing of con- 


victs to work on the highways tends to elim- . 


inate much petty crime. 

It was in Colorado, under Warden Thomas 
J. Tynan, that the honor system was first em- 
ployed among prisoners at work on the high- 
ways, and it is in that state and Oregon that 
the system has been most extensively de- 
veloped. Gov. West of Oregon, in a state- 
ment to the national! committee on prison la- 
bor concerning the honor eystem among pris- 
oners at work on the roads, said: 

‘Our road gangs are made up of from 
fifteen to twenty-five men, with a free man 
as foreman, who lives and works with his 
crew. His word is law in camp, and his 
report as to conduct of the prisoners carries 
great weight with the prison officials. It is 
most essential, therefore, that great care be 
exercised in the selection of these foremen. 
We have had unexpected success in the oper- 
ation of our road gangs. Some haye been 
mainteined as far as 300 miles from the 
prison and nearly al} in the hills and moun- 
tains, where every opportunity was given to 
escape. <At first we lost a number of men, 
due largely to the novelty of the plan and 
unjust newspaper criticism, which made 
many of them fear the abandonment of the 
policy and their return to prison. There 
has been less newspaper criticiem of late, and 
the public, seeing the merits of the system, is 
accepting it as a settled policy.” .

% N these days of modern improvement and 


decided genius displayed in the appoint- 
ments of motor cars, there should be no 
reagon why the users should be uncom- 
fortable because of cold weather. There 
are many Gevices whereby the interter of a 
car, even of the open type, can be heated, 
providing the latter is equipped with top and 
well fitted side curtains to retain the heat. 

Naturally enough kh is much emefer to heat 
@ coupe or Limousine body, and, except if 
extremely cold weather, these hardiy need 
any heat, being made practically eirtight, 
and as a matier of fact, requiring ventila- 
tion. 

It would not be a profitable echeme to at 
tempt to heat a car by means of electricity, 
although this could easily be acoomplished 
by the aid of a large storage battery of ample 
voltage, but this would require such a drain 
on the battery as to require almost daily 
charging, and this would seem to be almort 
prohibitive, net only because of the bother 
but of the expense. 


oe - 

A simple form of heating a car ie to utilize 
the heat which comes from the moter through 
the exhaust pipe, carrying thie through a 
series of tubes which form a hot afr register. 
The latter may be placed in the floor of the 
tonneau section, as in that compartment 
ig not necessary to remove the floor boards, 
but in the section oocupied by the driver it 
would be necessary to fit the register in «a 
vertical position immedtately forward of the 
seats, as shown in the iNustration, 

Such arrangements are easily made, and 
the greater part of the work ie to fit the 
pipe necessary. The motorist hag probably 
found that the floor boards of the forward 
section of @ car are much warmer than those 
in the tonnéau compartment, owing to the 
fact that the heat from the engine strikes 
the boards here first, mot only warming 


them, but preventing the cold air reaching 
them. In addition considerable of the warm 
air would reach the feet of the oocupantés 
through the spaces around the clutch and 


brake pedals. 
> 
It wil be found upon experfment that a 


device similar to the one ibiustrated in Figure 
1 will give more heat than is necessary, ex- 
cept upon extremely cold daya When the 
weather turns sightly warm ft ts advisable 
to have some sort of a valve whereby the 
exhaust heat may be shut off from the radia- 


tors and diverted into the muffler. 

Another scheme which has found much 
favor, and which undoubtedly tends to retain 
the heat a greater length of time, is the use 
of the hot water from the cooling system 
of the motor. In this case a register is also 
placed in the floor boards of a limousine body, 
as illustrated in figure 2, and this ie com 
nected by only two pipes, one from the over~ 
flow pipe of the motor and a return pipe from 
the radiator to the intake waterpipe. 

In this manner the hot water flows through 
the radiator and returne to the lower sidv of 
the engine again, entering the water spaces 
and becoming heated. A scheme of this kind 


which was installed in a Chicago man's car | 


did not prove efficient at first, but it was 
found that heving a home made job at fit- 
ting, the mechanée had transposed the pipes 
eo that the heater received the cooler water 
and did mot perform its function. 

One illustration shows the manner fn which 
the pipes are connected from the radiator 
to the motor and another shows « sectiona) 
cut of @ radiator of thie character. This, as 
will be seen, has a large water space so as 
to give off a large amount of heat, even 
when the motor is not running. The air in 
the chamber underneath the water space is 
heated by the water and rises through sey- 
eral holes, entering the body of the car. 
Means should be provided whereby this water 
space may be drained so that tn case the 
motorist neglects to provide some aati-freesz- 
ing solution for his water ciroulating sys- 
tem he will be able to drain the water, and 
thus prevent bursting of the pipes.

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| In the World of Ingenuity. 
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Cyclecar Shows Reliability. 

The cyclecar movement is growing fast. A 
dozen new makers have been announced in 
American within the last week, while the 
first cyclecar reliability run was staged 
by the Chicago Motor club from Chicago 
by way of Indianapolis to Detroit and back 
to Chicago last month. 

England recently ran a six days’ cyclecar 
trial over the worst roads to be fofind in 
England, and the cyvlecars made a showing 
on reliability equal to the best cars. What 
these cars look like is shown in the draw- 
ing, the car on the left being an Automo- 
bilette, the other upper car a Bedelia, both 
of these being French cars, and the lower 
one @ Morgan, English car. All are driven 
by small motorcycle type motors, and the 
French cara, which are much better sprung 
and faster, are tandem seating and belt 
driven. The belts are of the motorcycle 
t; pe. ° 

Most of the American cars have thirty-six 


inch tread, to enable them to run between 
wagon ruts, and a long wheel base. Almost 
all of therm are tandem seating, and they 
make as high as sixty miles an hour. They 
can be bought for less than $40U°and cost 
almost nothing to keep up. It is predicted 
by those who know that cyclecars will sell 
in enormous quantities and even compare 
to the big car in numbers.

Threaded Concrete Posts. 

The latest way of setting concrete fence 
posts ig to put screw threads on the 
lower ends of the posts and twist them into 
the ground just as a screw is driven intoa 
board. Some one found several years ago if 
the lower end of a telephone post. wae pointed 
and a rope was colled about it like a screw 
thread the post could be screwed into soft 
earth easily. The same idea is now being 
used In a reinforced concrete fence post 
which was recently patented. When the post

is molded the lower end is tapered slightly 
and a spiral thread of concrete is formed as 
an integral part of the base. Greater light- 
ness is secured in the post by molding the 
upper part in the form of three slender rein- 
fofced rods of concrete tied together with 
golid eat intervals. This construction 
makes possible the use of a heavy club stuck 
through between the concrete rods to furnish 
@ leverage for screwing the post into the. 
ground.

N the days when we were young roisterers 
—from three to thirty years ago—there 
used to be a dainty ballad that ran— 
except when it limped—somewhat as fol- 
lows: 
O, some there are like whisky, 
While others want their beer, 
And the Frenchmen have their absinthe 
Which makes one’s head feel queer, 
And the Russian: have their vodka, 
Which causes such a dizziness, 
But the American has no drink at all—

authorities differ, a’ they do on the precise 
wording of the 254th verse of the ‘** EE-rye-ee 
Canal.” 

» Now, «that the American always was in a 
receptive mood when introduced to a new 
drink, that he was prone to follow after 
strange cor.-octions or bizarre cocktails, or 
visit cocktail bazaars may have been true 
in those days of real ‘“‘sports,”’ but the 
Americar citizen today—be he Magyar, Celt, 
or Sceandinavian—is con.ing to drink more 
and more of that plain, homespun or garden 
variety of drink—milk. 

Getting the Milk Habit. 

Tell it not in the streets of Churubusco, 
Ind.; whisper it not in Five Forks, Wis.; but 
the gay city feller of Chicago’s whirlwind 
loop is forming the milk habit. He's ad- 
dicted to the bottle, but it is a bottle contain- 
ing 3.5 per cent of butter fat. More milk is 
being delivered in the loop office buildings 
today than ever before. 

Many of Chicago's well krown big finan- 
ciers are growing bigger—Walst measure as 
well as wealth measure—on two bottles of 
milk a day. It is quite comme ».u lait forthe 
man of affairs to have a bottle or so of miik 
delivered each day at his office. Water in 
the milkman’# stock in trade may be said to 
be more of a burnng question—if water can 
be more of a burning queation—if water can 
broker's stocks, 

But what looks still better is the fact that 
the young business men, the clerks, book- 
keepers, and future predatory rich, are form- 
ing the milk habit. The same type of young- 

ster that formerly ran down and out—on his 
way to that class—from his office at noon- 
time for his stein or his toddy, now takesa 
glass of milk in the office. ° 

The factory workers also are succumbing 
to the gentle attractions ofthe cow’s chief 
raison d'etre. The palmy days of thegrowler 
seem to be on the wane. 

A loop printer declares that in the build- 
ing where he worked last there were two 
large printing plants adjoining and more than 
100 workers in these places had a standing 
daily order for milk. When the printer takes 
to the milky way the end is near.

Half Million Bottles Yearly. 

The milk bottles that one sees today in the 
business offices all over the !oop are handled 
by the “ retail" wagons of the milk compa- 
nies—the wholesale wagons take care of the 
hotels, cafés and other large consumers. 
The retail wagons from one company alone 
carry into the loop on an average of 260 gal-

lons of milk per day, the amount varying ac- 
cording to the condition of the weather and 
the time’ of year. 

’ Of this amount 90 per cent consists of pint 
bottles, so that probably 1,900 bottles daily, 
or about 494,000 bottles a year, are sold in the 
loop by only one company. Five wagons are 
used for this trade, but they carry only half 
a load on Saturday—even when the workers 
are busy on Saturday afternoon they drink 
less milk—and on Sunday there is no business 
at all. 

This business indeed might reach an even 
greater figure if the wagons did not leave the 
loop so early in the day. The wagons are 
started on their trips at 6 in the morning and 
leave the loop by noon. 

The early leaving time does not permit 
workers who go on duty later in the day get- 
ting their supply of milk, but an actor who 
was playing in the Auditorium during the 
recent run of “ The Whip,” had a standing 
order for milk to be left at the theater for 
him, and several of the grand opera stars 
during their last engagement in Chicago 
ordered a regular supply delivered at their 
hotels, which they carried along with them 
to the theater. 

So prevalent has the milk habit become 
among the workers in the larger establish- 
ments that many of these business houses 
now have a man or woman assigned to the 
duty of distributing the niilk bottles. The 
driver of the wagon simply leaves so many 
bottles of milk at these places, and some 
one in the employ of the business house 
sees that each worker gets the amount he 
had ordered,

Canada enters with the most elaborate 
portrayal of the northiand opportunities the 
dominion and the provinces have ever made. 

The eastern states show that a few miles 
from great commercial centers there are 
agricultural possibilities the general public 
never guessed. 

The new south is showing the tremendous 
resources of which even the south has only 
latterly been aware and to which the north 
has not yet wakened. 

The west, of course, offers the great ex- 
hibit of which only the great west is capable. 


Wonders of Land Keynote. 

There are special attractions to pleage the 
eye and ear and gratify the imagination, but 
the keynote of the whole celebration ie the 
“forward to the land" movement and the 
wonders of our agricultural development. 

Any survey, however preliminary, of the 
agricultural development of the year should 
begin with the remarkable speech of that re- 
markable man, James J. Hill, before the As- 
sociation of Investment Bankers at Chicago 
a few weeks ago.

Florida extends through 590 miles of lati- 
| tude, having 1,200 miles of seacoast, being 
bounded on the south and west by the gulf of | 
Mexico and on the east by the gulf stream. | 
If it were not for the peculiar shape of Flor- | 
ida, there would be no gulf stream. 
Florida is sending out a warm gulf stream 
of her products to all portions of our great 
country. We are producing one-half of the 
phosphate of the United States and one-third 
| of the phosphate of the world; we are pro- 
 @ucing fully one-third of the neval stores of 
the nation; we are producing between one- 
third and one-half of the sea island cotton 
of the ‘United States, worth about 35 cents a |

High Corn Average. 
Although not a corn producing state, yet 
in some of the counties from 100 to 115 bushels 
of corn are raised to the acre. In one patch | 
of five acres on an old plantation, five bales | 
of short staple cotton were raised. From two 
to three tons of peavine, beggar weed, or 
crab grass hay are raised to the acre, 200 to 
300 bushels of sweet potatoes, 800 to 1,000 
crates af tomatoes, etc. In many counties 
pecans are raised. In one county alone fully

UV. 8. Bulletin Shows Lower Crops. 

In the farmers’ bulletin iseued by the 
United States department of agriculture last 
month (October) it was stated that the esti- 


mates for combined crops at that date were | 


abou 13.6 per cent lower then for the year 
1912. The general level of farm prices of 
staple crops increased 2.1 per cent from Sept. 
1 to Oct. 1. The bulletin states that this is 
an unusual increase, for “‘ during each Sep- 
tember for the last five yeare the level de- 
clined, the average decline for the five years 
being 3.8 per cent.” 

In speaking of corn the bulletin said that 
the condition in October this year indicated 
only 65.3 per cent of a norma! as compared 
with 82.2 per cent in 1912 and a ten year av- 
erage of 80.6 per cent. 

Taking the declarations of Mr. Hill with 
the quotations from the United States gov- 
ernment ee cited above, it may well give the 
average man food for refiection and chai- 
lenge greater attention to the cultivation of 
our fields. Opportunity in agriculture is 
great in any section of the United States, the 
market for agricultural products ia both at 
home and abroad a large one, and the prof- 
its are greater than in the average mercan- 
tile business under the same close methods. 


Larger Harvest Becomes Necessity. 

Beyond this, however, looms the all im- 
portant question of necessity—necessity for 
growing more wheat, more corn, more veget- 
ables, that the American people may eat 
and subsist. Take the question of cattle feed. 
In the state of Minols nearly half the farm- 
eer last year bought feed, and in our sister 
state, Michigan, 87 per cent of all] the farm- 
ers report the purchase of cattle feed. 

‘The farmer who buys feed for his cattle 
fimstead of raising it must of necessity get 
more for his cattle, because it costs him more 
te raise them, and the increase eventually 
falis on the consumer. As the supply falis 
ghort of the demand prices soar, and there- 
fore the common necessities of mankind 
make the farming question an al) important 
one to every person in the United States. 

To the average man farming has become 
vastly more attractive in the last ten years 
than it wes before that time. The advent of 
“ scientific farming,’ although scoffed at at 
first, brought a new attraction to an industry 
that was before regarded as drudgery. Its 
progress has been rapid, and we know thig 
ae the day of farming by brains and steel. 


Improved Implements Help Greatly. 

The day of the sickle and the flail is passed, 
and in this age over $120,000,000 per annum 
lg being invested in farm machinery to ac- 
complish the great task of planting and reap- 
ing America’s big crop. With the advent 
of the labor saving farm device, and the 
actual employment ef scientific methods on 
the farm this industry has been made more 
attractive to the man with red blood and the 
love of outdoor work. 

Soll. fertilization, intensive cultivation, 
modern methods for marketing products 
are how being employed, and most men know 
that farming ie a real business, a profitable 
one, yielding returns proportionate to the 
capital and energy invested in it. — 

The question of the passing of cheap lands 
may properly be mentioned here, and, while 

yat if true tnat the lands are mostly 
taken, is yet not so important because there 
are yet plenty of lands that are cheap in 
price and ¢asy to acquire. Only this year the 
gevernment released and threw open for 
entry a large body of land in Montana, and 
the estate of Oklahoma is now selling its 
‘e¢hool lands at a bow price.

Much Virginia Land Reclaimed. 

Virginia is just coming into the limelight 
as a great farming statv, and hundreds of 
farms that were considered unproductive 
have with proper care been made to yield 
enormous crops within the last few years, 
The Blue Ridge mountain district of Virginia 
and West Virginia is now producing apples 
as fine as any raised in the famous Hood 
river and Wenatchee districts, and Florida 
groves are raising Oranges equal to any in 
the world. 

These apple lands of the Virginias can be 
bought for $50 per acre, while raw lands in 
Florida suitable for grapefruit, fig, and 
orange culture may be had at prices and 
terme that are within the reach of almost 
every one. 

It is not the price of land that is the draw- 
back to farming, but rather a lack of senti- 
mental interest in the business of farming. 
No life offers the freedom that farm life can 
give; in no business is a man master of him- 
self and conditions to such a great extent; 
few lines of business offer as large and oee- 
tain profits. 


Kansas Needs More Farmers. 

A Kansas bulletin of recent date made this 
remarkable statement: 

“What Kansas needs above all else is 
more men to develop her agriculture. The 
farms are too big in the main to permit of 
such cultivation as the fields should receive. 
The state sows each year more wheat than 
can be harvested without outside help. This 
Suggests that the Kansas farmer is under- 
taking more than he can do. Realizing this, 
many are dividing up their holdings and this 
ig opening up opportunities for the home- 
seeker. Those who pay high rents in for- 
eign countries and in other parts of this 
country and make a living may become well 
to do farmers in Kansas. There is no one 
who, out.of the variety of locations, sur- 
roundings, and prices, cannot be satisfied.” 

The condition in Kansas is much the 
condition in other western states where the 
farmer contracted for more than he could 
take care of. The sentiment of farm hands 
has not been cultivated to an extent that 
will keep them on the farm. Therefore, 
the farmer himself, with the few constant 
helpers that he was able to retain, has in 
the past only half cultivated the land and 
under scientific me:uods he finds that ten 
acres will do what forty would under old, 
haphazard methods. 


Prosperity Depends on Science. 

This intensification of agriculture is the 
science on whose successful development 
depends, in a large measure, ‘the future 
prosperity of the nation, and the young men 
who will study the question will find it most 
interesting, and he who will adopt intensive 
agriculture as his business will find it most 
profitable. 

This last statement will be doubly fortt- 
fied if diversification of farming is employed. 
The raising of cattle has become of vital 
ucrert to this nation and while the out- 
look tor meat production is not serious 
enough yet to catse alarm it offers food for 
calm and scientific discussion and action. 
The increased price of corn, cou,led with the 
passing of the “free range,’ as it was 
called, has acted as a deterrent to the rais- 
ing of cattle for market by the small farmer. 
At the same time the wide spread in the south 
of the cattle tick,: cholera, and other dis- 
eases which militated against meat produc- 
tion, have tended to lessen the supply of 
meat animals. 

The high cost of meat is a serious reality, 
and it is now obvious that the rise in prices 
in recent years is the natural result of 
an actual shortage in production, 


Country Faces Meat Shortage. 

The condition is reflected in the per capita 
consumption of meat in the United States, 
which is estimated to have fallen off ten 
pounds in four years... It is evident that the 
country is facing an era of short meat pro- 
duction and that some constructive means 
must be adopted if the American appetite for 
this class of food is to be supplied. 

Farmers will not produce to any extent a 
crop for which there ig not a ready market. 
Except in the vicinity of some of the larger 
cities, the older farming sections have poor 
markets for animals on the hovf. In com. 
munities where a large quantity of live stock 
ie produced the farmers can, under fair com- 
Petition, codperate and slaughter it them- 
selves for local consumption, if they wish to 
do #0. 

When the farms become the main source 
of our meat supply, as seems inevitable, 
much economy will be gained where each 
community produces its own meat supply. 
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Under such circumstances jocal sidughter- 
ing of some fort on a scale sufficiently large 
te be done economically seems ersentia) to 
the grentest ecomomy. This would tend to | 
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given much thought to agriculture and there 


steady the market as well as to increase the 
economy of production, slaughtering, and 
marketing. 


Ways to Increase Meat Supply. 

Our meat supply can be maintained or 
even increased in the following ways: 

By the revival of beef cattle raising in the 
corn belt and its extension in eastern states. 
Success depends on the utilization of pastures 
and cheap roughage. 

By the use of dual purpose cows. On thou- 
sands of diversified farms, especially where 
cream is sold to “ centralized creameries,”’ 
the cows shou'd produce calves that will 
make profitable fceders. 

By raising sheep more extensively in the 
corn belt and in eastern states. A small flock 
of sheep of one of the mutton breeds should 
be kept on every farm to graze the road- 
ways, the stubble fields after grain is cut. 
Eoth wool and lambs are salable. One of the 
best opportunities for sheep feeding will be 
fovnd in the irrigated west. Proximity to 
the range and the great value of alfalfa hay 
fur fattening sheep make this business at- 
tractive. 

By increasing hog production on the irri- 
guted farms of the west and by making pork 
production an adjunct of the creamery wher- 
ever conditions permit. The irrigation farm- 
ers have a splendid opportunity for the prof- 


grain, such as barley and peas. 
sow can be wintered on alfalfa hay and a few 
sugar beets daily, without grain.

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ALBERTA PRODUCES FINE FLAX 


Superior Variety, Called Golden, 
Raised at Iron Springs. 


SEED RICH IN OIL VALUE. 


Land, Once Deserted, Making Present 
Owner Wealthy. 


At the Canada land and apple show, held 
in Winnipeg last month, a great deal of at- 
tention was attracted by a new variety of 
fiax. exhibited by a southcrn Alberta farmer. 
Tne new flax promises to be a world beater 
in oil production and in ripening and yield. 

This golden fiax of southern Alberta, as 
it is called, is of a rich golden color, as its 
name implies, and the seed is large, firm, and 
only. It was grown by Charles L. Kane of 
Lethbridge on his half section farm at Iron 
Springs, twenty-five miles north of Léeth- 


bridge. 

It is a noteworthy fact that this land, which 
iz prcducing such wonderful crops this year, 
was descrted only a few years ago by a home- 
steader, who after proving up got the fever 
to go to Australia. Now the land is making 
its new owner rich. 


Found in Montana. 

Two years ago Mr. Kane, in an experiment, 
plucked some white blossomed flax from 
a field of a friend in Montana, and he so mar- 
veiled at its beauty and its peculiarity that he 
later obtained the seed from some more of 
the kind, took it to Lethbridge, and sowed it. 

Mr. Kane met with remarkable success 
his first year with the seed, and he exhibitted 
a small jar of the golden fiax at the dry farm- 
ing exposition at Lethbridge last fall. It at- 
tracted much attention and much favorable 
conimment. He distributed a small portion of 
his seed among friends, gave a few samples 
to the superintendents eof dominion experi- 
mental stations to test out this year, and 
planted a large field this spring. 

A test was made of the first year’s seed for 
its ofl value, and it showed 44.88 per cent 
ether extract, or oll and fats, as compared 
with 82 to 89 per cent for numerous samples 
of the common, or brown, flax, with the aver- 
age oil value of the common placed at 36 per 
cent. 

This increase of 8.88 per cent over the aver- 
age for the flax raised ,last year, was itself 
a big item in favor of the new variety, but it 
had a still further benefit in its earliness, for 
it matured, last year, two weeks earlier under 
most favorable conditions. 


Golden Flax Standardized. 

This year, Mr. Kane has had wonderful 
success with this flax, and so, too, have the 
Dominion Experimental station at Leth- 
bridge and others. The golden flax has now 
become standardized with the ‘Indications 
that next year’s crop will furnish all the seed 
required for the western provinces and the 
border states. 

On a ten-acre tract at Iron Springs, with 
only natural conditions, end those far from 
the best this year, without irrigation, Mr. 
Kane, by utilizing his eummer fallowed land, 
has grown an average of nineteen bushels 
and twenty pounds to the ecre, and he has 
obtained a quality and size of flax seed with 
which to challenge the world. 

This seed matured ten days earlier than a 
field of common flax of the choicest obtain- 
able early strain on a plot of ten acres adja- 
cent, and, furthermore, it has to all appear- 
ances more than the percentage of oil which 
the tests showed in last year’s seed. 


Yield to the Acre. 

On the experimental farm at Lethbridge, 
the golden flax threshed out this fall twenty- 
six bushels and nineteen pounds to the acre, 
and this ie accounted for in a measure by 
the excellent conditione and the fine goil 
and careful management obtainable. 

It was not as rapid im maturing as a strain 
of the early common flax on thie farm, how- 
ever, and thie is accounted for through the 
time of seeding, the common having had an 
advantage of ten days at a time last May 
when seed sprouted rapidly. 

One of the largest eeed firms of Manitoba 
has offered Mr. Kane a high price for ell the 
seed he will dispose of, but he is reluctant 
to start commercializing his find, and is dis- 
tributing the seed among those practical 
farmers who have raised flax and who will 
aid in its further development.

This crop 
hae hitherto not received great attention 
in western Canada, the chief reason for 
which neglect being undoubtedly the labor 
shortage, for the cultivation of beets re- 
quires a great deal of hand labor, which is 
often difficult toobtain. In one province only 
has there been any attempt made to raise 
them, namely, in Alberta, and then only ona 
comparatively small scale and in one section 
orly. 

Now, however, there is likely to be some 
considerable progress. A party of s€ven ex- 
perienced beet growers from. Colorado have 
located on the Canadian Pacific railway's 
ready made farm colony at Bassano, taking 
between them thirteen farms; their ultimate 
idea being to obtain tthe establishment ofa 


of these farmers, Mr. A. L. Fryberger, has 
been giving his views on why he thinka the 
project will be successful. 


\ 
Tests Suitability of Soll. 

“y moved up to Bassano early this spring,” 
he says, “after nine years in Colorado in 
beet raising. It was with the idea of making 
a report to my friends in Colorado that I ex- 
perimented with beets to test the suitability 
of this country for their growth on a commer 
cial scale. I am much pleased, therefore, to 
be able to say that the experiment has been 
entirely satisfactory. This is going to bea 
great beet raising country. 

“My crop averaged 16 and 18 per cent su- 
gar, which isa very high grade. Irrigation is 
an essential to successful cultivation. Situ- 
ated as we are in the eastern section of the O. 
P. R.’s irrigation system, which has only just 
been opened for settlement, we have not yet 
had the water turned on in the ditches, but 
with the opening of the big Bassano dam next 
spring we shal) have an abundant supply. 
The fact that my experiment with beets has 
been so suceessful without irrigation should 
be satisfactory evidence of what can be done 
with irrigation. : 

Beets Profitable Orop. 

“ Beets are an extremely profitable crop. 
With proper cultivation from ten to twelve 
tons per acre can be grown easily; indeed, 
some of the boys who have come up as the 
result of my recommendation conservatively 
estimate their crop as from twelve to fifteen 
tons. Beets add fertility to the soil, too, in- 
stead of robbing it, and the tops of the plants 
bave in many parts a commercial value of 
roughly $5 per acre for feed. 

“ The labor problem is the most serious ob- 
stacie. There is se much hand work required 
that the item of labor is very expensive, but 
then, on the other hand, consider that in the 
town I came from in Colorado, which is about 
the sise of Bassano, the factories are dis- 
might to the farmers, which is a great thing 
from the economic standpoint. 
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Labor Problem Most Serious Obstacle 


A great development in the sugar beet in- . 
dustry in the province of Alberta is indi- | 
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the grain harvest, so that they would not 
clash when the labor shortage is most acute. 
Beets are practically nonfreezable, so that 
the advent of winter soon after the conclu- 
sion of grain thrashing does not affect them 
at. all.” 


Plans Sugar. Factory. 
Mr. Fryberger says he is going to keep after 
this little bunch of Colorado settlers until 


erection of a sugar factory, either in the 
locality or in some near city. He thinks that 
when transportation facilities between the 
colony and the town of Bassano—which is 
fifteen miles distant—are improved every 
man should have from twenty to forty acres 
of beets in every quarter section. 

‘“ Beets and alfalfa will be the making 
of Alberta,” is his opinion. His new farm 
produces as much alfalfa per acre as his 
former more expensive land in Colorado, Ow- 
ing to difficulties with the irrigation system 
in that state men who a few years ago were 
refusing $160 an acre for their land ‘are to- 
day giad to take $75 to $80. 

“The water here looks good to us,” he 
says in conclusion: ‘ We are all {rrigation

HILLSBORO COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
HIGH IN ORANGE PRODUCTION. 


Value of Crop for Year 1911-1912 
Reaches $801,563—Grapefruit Har- 
vest Adds $106,621. 


Hillsboro county, Florida, takes high rank 
in the production of oranges, according to 
Value of the crop. The twelfth biennial re- 
port of the department of agriculture of 
the state of Florida for the year 1011-1912 
shows that 208,104 bearing trees yielded 
582,442 crates of oranges, valued at $801,563. 

The same report shows that 12,741 bearing 
grapefruit trees produced 45,038 crates of 
fruit, valued at $106,621. 

A booklet issued by the Tampa board of 
trade says of the soils of the county: 

“The soil of this section is diversified. 
One ten-acre tract can give you soil for cit- 
rus fruits, celery, strawberries, potatoes and 
beans, forage crops and maybe soil only good 
enough for chicken yards. Our soils are high 
and low pine lands, low and high hummock, 
oak scrub ahd muck. Our advice to home- 
seekers is to come down and look the field 
over, talk to people and note where crops are 
growing, and then pick out the best tract 


at the best possible terms.”

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PRODUCTS OF ALABAMA TOLD 


Tobacco Proves Most Profitable 
in Counties Adapted to It. 


ABUNDANT:YIELD OF FRUITS 


Values of Land in the State Range 
from $8 an Acre to $50. 


On July 1, 1911, the United States general 
land office reported over 100,000 acres of pub- 
lic land in Alabama subject to homestead 
entry, patent to which could be obtained 
by meeting the requirements of the law as 
to fling, residence, and improvements, and 
payment of homestead fees. Inquiries con- 
cerning this land should be addressed to 
the register and receiver of the United 
States land office, Montgomery, Ala. 

As examples of land values throughout 
Alabama, the following facts are furnished 
concerning a few counties in widely sepa- 
rated sections of the state, as set forth in 
a bulletin of the state department of agri- 
culture issued in 1909: Sixty thousand acres 
of land in Barbour county were reported 
for sale to homeseekers at an average price 
of $10 an acre. 

A large proportion of this land was said 
to be improved and tn a state of cultivation. 
In Chilton county lands could be purchased 
at from $3 per acre up. The crops best 
adapted to the soil of Chilton county are 
corn, cotton, oats, wheat, potatoes, rice, 
and peanuts. In Cleburne county at least 
100,000 acres could be purchased at $2.50 to 
$60 per acre. ° 

In Hale county agricultural land may be 
haa for from $10 to $50 per acre. ‘here is 
almost every variety of soil to be found in 
this county. Lawrence county contains sev. 
eral thousand acres of good land subject 
to homestead entry, also about 1,000 acres 
of state lands. The valley lands range in 
price from $10 to $25 per acre plus cost of 
improvements. The principal products of 
Monroe county ere corn, cotton, sugar cane, 
peanuts, potatoes, and peas. Apples, peach- 
es, pears, plums, quinces, pomegranates, 
raspberries, and grapes also thrive. The 
soil of Perry county is well adapted to the 
raising of fine tobacco. Land here aver- 
ages from $10 to $25 an acre, and some, it 
is said, may be had at from $3 to $10 an 
acre. The-tobacco generally is sold in the 
leaf and brings from $80 to $100 per acre. 


CANADA OFFERS 
ATD TO FARMERS 


Saskatchewan Grain Growers 
Already Control System 
of Elevators. 


DAIRY PROSPECTS GOOD. 
Causes of Loss Removed by Legis- 
lation, Land Is Attractive 
to Pioneers. 


BY FREDERICK COOK. 

It has been the plaint of the farmer in 
many sections that his success has been tam- 
pered with.- He claims to have been crushed 
between the upper and nether millstones of 
high priced supplies upon. the one hand and 
low returns upon the other. Middlemen, it is 
said, have robbed him coming and going. 

Recognizing’ the vast tmportance of the 
} soil tiller to a na ‘s prosperity, Canada 
is out to give her f rea fdir chance. More 
than that, she is going to protect them upon 
the one hand and fnstruct them upon the 
other, until they»are in a position to get the 
greatest possible net revenue from their 
toil. 

Of course there is the ustal help in the way 
of agricultural colleges, free bulletins, crop 
and weather reports and the like, but it is 
not of these we wish to write, but of the down 
to earth plans that show the farmer how to 
escape the clutches of the middlemen and 
obtain the utmost profit. 


Marketing of Crop Problem. 

Perhaps the first and most serious problem 
that confronts a farmer is the successful 
marketing of his crop. In former years when 
harvest time arrived the grower who was 
forced by necessity to sell his grain as soon 
as threshed found himself up against a big 
powerful middleman who sat back and 
offered just what he wished to pay. 

The Canadian government saw at once that 
to enable the farmer to successfully com- 
pete in marketing his own grain against 
the big solidly entrenched companies al- 
ready existing it was necessary that the 
farmers’ movement be big and solidly en- 
trenched as well. Right there was a chance 
for the government to help, and it stepped 
into the breach unhesitatingly. 

In Saskatchewan, for example, we have 
the Saskatchewan Coitperative Elevator 
company, limited, created by the Saskatche- 
wan legislature in 1911 to enable the farmers 
to put into the field a company of their own 
as well directed and financed as any existing 
grain corporation. Itis the old idea of the co- 
operative society, but it had the added pres- 
tige, strength, @nd advantage of govern- 
ment affiliation. 


Farmers Control Fifty Elevators, 

Witrin a year Baskatchewan controlled a 
chain of nearly fifty valuable elevators, 
welded together into a strong efficient sys- 
tem with plenty of money to engage in grain 
buying and handling on a large scale. 

In spite of unfavorable crop conditions 
the company handied more than 8.000,000 
bushels of grain the first year, with com- 
plete satisfaction to every one concerned. 
That, however, is a small amount, compared 
' with what will be handled this season. 
| The net profits for the last year are $52,. 

461,60, and every cent of these profits ac- 

crue either directly or indirectly to the farm- 
_ ers themselves. A full dividend of 6 per cent 
| was declared, nearly $25,000 placed in the 
_ elevator reserve fund, and a like sum re- 
| recommended to be placed ina special “ trad- 
| ing reserve fund.’’ 
| At the present time the company has a 
| total subscribed capital of over $1,000,000, 
distributed among 8,962 farmers and at the 

conclusion of this year’s building operations 
will own 140 elevators. 
This company also is empowered to deal in 
} 


lumber, wood, flour, feed, twine, and ma- 

chinery, and everything deemed incidental 

to the business of growing grain. 
Government Aid Thorough, 


Meanwhile we want to mention one or two 


other activities in which the Canadian gov- 


| ermment is coaching its farmers 


Some time ago, for instance, the govern- 
ment saw that it was not altogether desir- 
able that the farmers should stick so closely 
to the one farming angle of grain growing. 
It was pleaged enough with the fact that 
Canada was the acknowledged bread basket 
of the world, but with {ts wealth of pasture 
going to waste it couldn't see anything wrong 
with the idea of buttering a few slices of that 
bread. 

So the governmem determined to foster the 
dairy industry in such districte ae the Shell- 
brook, Edmonton, and Touchwood Hills 
areas, where the shelter bluffa of trees, good 
water, rich grasses, and transportation facil- 
ities make dairying practical and profitable. 
That was the beginning of the codperative 
creamery system that is a little brother of 
the co#perative elevator system and in time 
may rank with & in importance: 


Financial Plan Guarded. 

Before a company can be incorporated, a 
capitalization of at least $8,000 is required, 
of which there must be % per cemt subscribed 
and at least 38 per cent paid in cash and an 
equal amount in approved notes. In return, 
however, the government advances sub- 
stantial assistance. As soon as the govern- 
ment is comvineed that a certain district 
offers fair prospects of a creamery being a 
success, it will loan $8,000 to the creamery 
company at the rate of 3 per cent, payable 
in from two to #ix years, and that is sufficient 
to start thinge out on a firm footing. 

The centralization ef creameries is en- 
couraged by paying the express charges on all 
cream shipmenta by rail. In thie way the 
farmer, who le Ofty to seventy-five miles 
away, is on the same footing with the man 
whose farm is within driving distance. 

The help of the government doesn't end at 
the creamery, however, for it extencsz out to 
the individued farms. Two dairy instructors 
are engaged by the government, one of whom 
takes care of northern Saskatchewan and 
the other of the southern haif of the prov- 
ince These instructors go into the homes 
of the farmers and educate them in matters 
of cleantiness and proper care of milk and 
cream. 

The provincial government also is interest- 
ed in securing comforts and conveniences for 
the farmer. An inetance of this is shown 
in the system of farm telephones now be- 
ing inetalled, which is handled in much the 
same way as ie the elevator company and the 
creamery companies. The Canadian farmer 
is to get his telephone on a basis that insures 
him low cost, efficient service, and plenty of 
financial assistance in putting Im the plant,

Tobacco 
grown and prepared in the dark tobacco dis- 
trict of Tennessee is shipped to every part 
of the civilized world. Tobacco grown and 
cured for the market in Robertson county 
commands the attention of the Italians and 
Belgians, and Montgomery county tobacco 
is sold to the Italians. Each nation differsin 
its requirements and in the character of the 
leaf used. The dark tobacco district of Ten- 
nessee includes also the counties of Stewart, 
Henry, Weakley, a large part of Cheatham 
and Obion, and parts of Davidson, Sumner, 
Macon, Smith, and Jackson. Of late years 
Coffee and Greene counties are devoting con- 
siderable attention to tobacco growing, the 
soil in these counties having been found well 
adapted to its successful cultivation.

LONG DAYS OF SUNSHINE. 


Irrigated Lands May Be Pur- 
chased at from $35 to 
$50 an Acre, — 


Yellowstone, the most important and popu- 
lous of the counties in the Yellowstone val- 
ley, Montana, was created Feb. 26, 1883, and 
named for the Yellowstone river, which 
crosses it from the western to the eastern 


of the eastern boundary, and mountain 
ranges in the south, west, and north afford 
protection and modify the climate. 

During the last five years the average tem- 
perature for December, January, and Feb- 
ruary has been 20 degrees above zero. Spring 
opens early and plowing and planting is com- 
monly done before the rainy season, April, 
May, and June, in which months half of the 
annual rainfall of over 15 inches falls. Tho 
long days of sunshine are idea! for the grow- 
ing and maturing and harvesting of crops. 


Noted for Live Stock. 

The rural industries are stock raising and 
farming. Yellowstone county has long been 
noted for the number and excellence of its 
live stock and great quantities of wool and 
numerous cars of cattle and sheep are an- 
nually shipped. In addition to ratsing live 
stock another phase of the live stock indus- 
try has assumed large importance—viz.: the 
feeding and fattening of cattle and sheep 
for the market. Hog raising also is being 
profitably pursued. The conditions are ideal 
for dairying. 
Farming is of irrigated and non-irrigated 
lands. The Yellowstone valley is extensive 
and about 268,000 acres are under Irrigation 
in this county. Irrigated lands may be pur- 
chased at from $35 to $50 an acre on the newer 
projects and §75 to $150 under the older 


ditches. 
Beet Growing District, 
The Yellowatone valley. is the chief sugar 
beet growing district of the state. At Bil- 
lings is the only beet sugar factory in the 
northwest, which, t& is said, produced in 
1911 60,000,000 pounds of granulated sugar 
and paid to farmers $1,200,000 for 185,000 tons 
of sugar beets. The beets are contracted for 
in advance and are paid for on a basis of 
suger content, many raisers receiving as 
much as $7.50 a ton. The tceps and pulp are 
fed to live stock. In 1912 tho output of the 
factory is said to have increased and the pay- 
ment to farmers to have reache3 about §1,- 
500,000. There is need for increased capacity 
in the Billings factory, and at least one other 
large sugar factory could be supplied with 
beets in the district that ships to Billings. 


Billings the Country Seat. 
Billings, the county seat, is the center of 
an irrigated area of approximately 500,000 
acres and of. non-irrigated farming country 
of 1,000,000 acres, ships great quantities of 
live stock, wool, hides, and grain, is the head- 
quarters for 160 traveling salesmen and of 
numerous branch houses of large firms, has 
many jobbing houses, and wholesale and re- 
tail stores. There are seven banaing houses,

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LOUISIANA 10 LEAD IN CORN 


Experts Say It Will Be First 
State in Union in Ten Years. 


HEAVY YIELD PROPHESIED. 


Alluvial Lands Expected to Grow 100 
‘ Bushels Per Acre. 


Louisiana claims to have within its bor- 
ders the richest land in the world. The south- 
ern part is an alluvial plain of millions of 
acres of land built up In the ages gone by 
through the silt deposits of the Mississippi 
overflows. The United States government, 
with the aid of the states along the river, has 
effectively diked off the Mississippi, so that 
now there is seldom, if ever, an overfiow in 
that portion of the river bounded by Louft- 
jane. 

Northern capital is pouring into the recla- 
mation of this alluvial land, more accurately 
known as wet prairies. This land lies on an 
‘average of about eight feet above the guif 
level, and consequently has ample fall so as 
to carry off the rainfall gradually. 


Water Pumped Out. 

As this process is too slow and rains are 
very frequent, the rainfall being sixty inches 
per annum, the property owners throw dikes 
around their property. These dikes are 
about five feet high. The dirt dug out to 
build them forms a transportation canal 
around the property. In the center, and lo- 
cated ora bayou or lake, is built a pumping 
station. There the excess rainfall is pumped 
out of this @ike enclosure and the water 
table is lowered to about four feet below the 
level of the land. 

When once drained and plowed, the ex- 
treme richnesa of this soil is exposed and 
astonishes every soil expert. The top layer 
is from one to six feet deep and is composed 
of humus and silt, mixed. Underlying this 
is a heavy layer of Sharkey clay, stated by 
the United States government as the most 
fertile clay known. This soil composition 
makes an ideal combination for drainage 
and the production of enormous crops. 


Corn Experts’ Opinion. 

It is confidently predicted by corn experts 
that, in ten years, Louisiana will be the lead- 
ing corn growing state in the union. A yield 
of sixty bushels per acre on this alluvial soil 
is considered very ordinary. One of the 
greatest corn experts from Illinois stated that 
“it is a crime to raise less than 100 bushels 
to the acre in alluvial Louisiana.”’ 

The price of corn is usually 6 to 10 cents 
higher in the markets of New Orleans than 
the Chicago price, the difference being in 
freight to seaboard. 

Many northern capitalists are draining 
large areas of these wet prairie lands and 
aclling them at prices ranging from $100 to 
$200 per acre, dependent on their proximity 
to New Orleans and the development of the 
property. 

A unique development in that section near 
New Orleans is a group of Hollanders plac- 
ing 3,000 acres in cultivation as a large truck 
farming enterprise. They bring their labor 
from Holland and are adopting all the mod- 
ern methods of farming. 

A large New York banking concern has re- 
cently purchased a 50,000 acre tract and is 
draining it in units of 5,000 acres each. Such 
developments on a large scale are becoming 
more frequent as the real value of this wet 
prairie land is becoming known. 


GOVERNMENT REPORT PRAISES 
LANDS OF THE MEDFORD AREA. 


Says Prices Asked for Orchard Acres 
in Southern Oregon Are Justified by 
the Returns Secured. 


Medford, Ore., is in the famous Rogue river 
valley district of the Pacific coast state, 
one of the best known apple growing sections 
of the country. 

Medford ia the principal town of the Med- 
ford area, surveyed in 1911 by the bureau of 
scils of the United States department of ag- 
riculture. The area covers about 544 square 
miles, or 848,160 acres of valley aad adjacent 
hill and mountain land in the central portion 
of Jackson county in southern Oregon. 

The main line of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road between San Francisco and Portland 
affords transportation facilities for the area 
to outside points. The Pacific and Eastern 
railway extends some distance northeast- 
ward beyond the limits of this survey, and 
when completed will connect with one of the 
transcontinental lines of the northwest. 

The survey report says: 

‘The climate is moderate, and is charac- 
terized by mild temperatures, low wind 
movement, and a large number of clear 
days. 

‘‘ Apples and pears are the principal crops 
of the valley, and the excellence of these 
fruits has made the region widely known 
both in this country and foreign markets. 
Some of the smaller fruits, hay, and vegeta- 
bles are also grown, but the production of 
these is not sufficient to supply home de- 
mands. and large quantities are shipped in 
annually. 

“The prices asked for orchard lands, al- 
though apparently high, are justified by the 
returns secured, when orchards are given the 
proper care. The price of land not set in fruit 
trees is high, and has tended to restrict agri- 
cultural development of the valley to the 
production of fruit.” 


RUSH HUDSON BAY RAILWAY. 


Freezing Weather Not to Delay Work 
of Completing Terminal Facilities 
at Port Nelson. 


Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 22.—[Special.]— 
Work at Port Nelson, the terminus of the 
Hudson Bay railway, is to be continued all 
through the winter of 1913-14, according to 
the department of railways and canals. 
Freezeup is not to delay the work of com- 
pleting the terminal facilities that will begin 
to care for the traffic that will start witha 
rush as soon.as the line is completed. Two 
hundred men will be kept busy all through 
the winter months building docks, store- 
houses, quarters, and railway yards. The 
supplies for this construction have been for- 
warded, and locomotive steam shovels, tim- 
ber, rails, and other material are ready to 
the hands of the workmen. 

During the summer season ten vessels car- 
rying supplies for the port successfully nay- 
igated the straits, which is good evidence of 
the feasibility of this route, and two of them 
made a second voyage. Safeguards to navi- 
gation are not so numerous on this coast as 
on the older trade routes, which makes their 
successful voyages the more notable. The 
officers of the vessels had, for the most part, 
never sailed in these waters. 

To secure communication with Port Nel- 
gon a wirelese equipment has been installed 
with which communication is to be estab- 
lished with Le Pas, the commencement of 
the Hudson Bay railway. where a similar 
wireless station is completed. It is at this 
point that the line connects with the Cana- 
dian Northern and the outside world. By 
means of this wireless installation the de- 
partment of railways ard canals will be kept 
in touch with the work at Port Nelson at all 
times. Next year a rapid transfer elevator

Oxford University Man Is Fa- 
mous in Alaska for 
Singular Success. 


HOW IT ALL CAME ABOUT. 


Rushed to New Gold Camp, 
Where College Training 
Failed, but Grit Won. 


When Charlie Palmer, a strapping young 
Englishman of family, wealth, and position, 
was graduated from Oxford university no 
doubt he dreamed of achievement, but it is 
Safe to say that he had no idea of winning 
renown, wealth, and success by toting giant 


is the way it came about. . 

Have you ever carried a keg of nails on 
your shoulder up a stairway of one flight? 
Then you cannot imagine what it means ip 
dogged endurance and sheer grit to carry 
150 pounds twice a day.a mile and a half 
up a slope so steep that the steepest attic 
stairway ie child's play. 

Have you ever lifted 150 pounds of dead 
weight? No? Then how can you imagine 
what it means to put that weight on one’s 
back and go stumbling upward, interminably 
upward?

Gets News of New Gold Camp. 

This is how it happened, and you can tell 
for yourself whether Palmer is entitled to 
receive from the hardy miners and proe- 
pectors of the northwest the warmth of good 
fellowship that he does. Palmer was on the 
Pacific coast when the news of ae new gold 
camp swept him, with others, northward 
towar@ Alaska. They followed Portland 
channel, which is the boundary between 
Alaska and British Columbia, to its head, and 
he and some othera, including experienced 
miners and mine superintendents, came into 
possession of some claims which “ looked 
good "’ to them. 

The pay streak was high on the side of a 
precipitous mountain. When they got 
squared away at their job of developing what 
they hed staked there was work which nat- 
urally fell to the hande of each of his asso- 
ciliates. But for Palmer, who knew nothing 
about the fine points of prospecting, stop- 
ing, drifting, or sinking, there seemed to be 
nothing he could do unless he should turn 
cook. But that was because of his education.

FLORIDA GREAT ORANGE STATE. 


Brevard County, with One Acre in 
Twenty-five in Trees, Most 
Productive. 


Although only 26,554 acres were in farms 
out of an approximate land area of 656,000 
acres in Brevard county. Florida, in 10900, 
according to the United States census report, 
the county ranks as one of the firat in the 
giate in the production of oranges. 

The twelfth biennial report of the depart- 
ment of agriculture of the state of Fierida 
for the years 1011-"12 shows that in that sea- 
gor. there were 233,888 bearing orange trees 
in the county, which produced 336,878 crates 
of fruit. valued at $367,141. In the same sea- 
scn 40,208 bearing grapefruit trees yielded 
66.854 crates of fruit, valued at $199,117.

Natural Grass Country Affords 
Plenty of Pasturage. 


SOILS OF MANY VARIETIES. 


Prices of Yielding Farms Run from 
$12 to $100 an Aore. 


Of the nine climate belts of the United 
States, Georgia has eight. This is due to the 
more than 4% degrees of latitude and to her 
varying altitudes, from 100 feet above sea 
level on her southeastern coast to more than 
2,000 feet in her northeastern section. 

That part of Georgia along the Atlantic 
‘@oast consists of the low lying, nearly level 
“ flatwoods’ portion of the coastal plain. 

The flatwoods section is low and swampy 
ard covered by dark, mucky soils, while the 
higher lwing portions are occupied by gray 
and yellow sandy loams. 

The greater part of the coastal plain. 
stretching from the flatwoods section to the 
margin of the Piedmont, les at an altitude 
renging from 100 to 400 feet above sea level, 
and is nearly level or gently rolling in char- 
acter, with numerous hills along the higher 
inland margin. The soils are extremely 
varied, ranging from gray and yellow sandy 
soils to heavy red sandy lbams and red 
clays. 


Soils of Eastern Section, 

The principal soils of the Piedmont region 
are a heavy red clay and a gray sandy loam, 
with a heavy red clay subsoil. 

The solle of the eastern portion of the 
mountain region are red loams and clays de- 
rived from the weathering of the rocks of this 
section. Within the western mountain and 
plateau region the soils are principally sandy 
ard silty loams derived from the weathering 
of sandstone and shale. The solls of the 
Hmestone valleys consist either of dark 
_ brown or red clay loam and clay soils, or of 
cherty gray silt lbams or steny loams. Ex- 
tensive areas of the mountain section in 
northern Georgia are covered by forests. 

Georgia has one of the best dairy farms In 
the United Gtates, and ie destined to become 
a great live stock producing section. Itisa 
natural grass country, affording the best of 
pasturage. Therancher or cattle man is near 
the eastern markets. Cattle shipped from 
any point in Georgia one day are in New 
York the next. The Hereford, Red Poll, and 
grades of these breeds crossed with native 
stock are the popular types of beef cattle. 
Sheep and Angora and merino goate thrive 
well. 


Prices of Farms. 

Georgia ranks tenth in population and 
twentieth in land area among the states. 
In 1910 the average value for the whole state 
of farm lands, with buildings or improve- 
ments, was 17.78 per acre, and the average 
size of the Georgia farm was 92.6 acres. The 
average value of a Georgia farm is now 
about $2,000, of which nearly $1,050 repre- 
sents the value of land and buildings, slight- 
ly more than $275 that of live stock, and 
about $75 that of implements and machinery. 
Farm lands, of course, vary in value and 
price, ranging from $10 to $25 and $100 per 
acre, according to location, transportation 
facilities, improvements, nearness to mar- 
kets, etc. Good lands, that will produce in 
abundance every crop that can be grown in 
the temperate sone, including tdbacco of 
fine quality, can be purchased at from $12 to 
$25 per acre. 


Farm ] 

Nearly two-fifths of the farmers hfre labor, 
the average amount expended by the farmers 
hiring being $116. During the ten year 
period, 1800-1908, the total expenditure for 
labor increased $5.974,000, or 82.5 per cent. 
About a sixth of the amount reported as ex- 
pended for labor is in the form of rent and 
board. About one farmer out of every four 
reporte geome expenditure for feed, and about 
four out of every five purchase fertilizer. 
The amount expended for feed is $4,007,000, 
or $58.96 per farm. The total! amount report- 
ed as paid for fertilizer has increased $11,122- 
000, or 198.8 per cent, during the decade, the 
averege per farm reporting being $71.36.

T'wo Million Acres of Forest 
and Stream Wait for Vis- 
itors in Winter. 


GAME IN GREAT PLENTY. 


Winter Sports Give Chance to 
Renew Youth for Tired 
Business Man. 


BY JOHN ARBUTHNOTTE. 

__ Im the good old summer vacation time no 
one gives any thought to Mr. Business Man. 
Elven before spring has had a chance to make 
preparations for her summer garb, Mr. Em- 
ployer begins to arrange for the recreation 
periods of every worthy member of his busi- 


ness family. 

But there is never a thought of self, for he 
must be “on the job” while his assistants 
frolic. Hewever, along about the beginning 
of December, when his overwrought nerves 
bave jerked and twisted themselves into 
hard knots in their insistent demands for 
attention, he comes to a realization that the 
time for his play also has arrived—and fortu- 
nate, indeed, is he who selects the Algonquin 


National park as his playground, for at this 
time of year its exhilarating dry atmosphere, 
ite silent wildness with its fairyland of frost, 
its abundant game, its varied opportunities 
for healthful sport, and its countless fascti- 
nating stories of wild life which are written 
everywhere for him who would but seek—all 
offer to him the rejuvenating tonic which his 
rundown constitution demands. 


Includes Two Million Acres. 

Covering an area of over 2,000,000 acres 
of forest and water stretches, at an altitude 
of 2,000 feet above sea level, the Algonquin 
National park is one of the largest, wildest, 
and most entrancing forest reserves within 
reach of the tourist from the eastern part of 
the United States and Canada. 

This vast expanse of virgin wildness, situ- 
ated just about 200 miles north of Toronto, 
has aptly been called ‘“ Lakeland,” there be- 
ing over 1,200 lakes and rivers within its 
boundaries. With the exception of clearings 
made for stations by the Ottawa division of 
the Grand Trunk railway which penetrates 
its confines for many miles, some commodi- 
ous hotels and inns, the park superitendent’s 
and rangers’ houses, a few small outfitting 
stores, and the rough log shelters here and 
there in the forest recesses, the entire park 
gives no evidence of its occupancy by man. 

Here is real wildness within easy access to 
civilization and the buay world of affairs. In- 
deed, just a tramp of an hour or two after 
leaving the train will satisfy even the most 
exacting sportaman that he has reached a 
region of unspoiled sport and wildness unat- 
tended by the usual dangers and hardships 
of a wild country. The air is redolent with 
balsam, pine, and spruce, every whiff of 
which brings renewed vigor, relaxation, and 
erthusiasm now so necessary to the tired Mr. 
Rusiness Man. 


Lakes United by Waterway. 

The waterways through the park are a 
continuity of lake and stream, many navi- 
gable by canoes from one to the other, while 
others are connected with short and easy 
portagesa, with good trails bleged through 
the forest. There are many sections of the 
Dark still waiting for a visit by white men, 
and many lakes where the angler is yet to 
cast the first artificial fiy; in fact, the best 
guides’ of Ontario understand that in the 
Algonquin National park they will find their 
most lucrative field of employment and are 
familiarizing themselves with heretofore un- 
known routes and waterways. 

The scenic grandeur of this territory is 

varied as the sporte which entice the vis- 

, and the glorious summer settings trans- 
formed to a new beauty by King Frost's 
Magic wand make it a favorite playground 
~the entire year round. 

It woul perhaps be diifficult to finé another 
place where there is « wider range of wild 
game within so short a distance from com- 
fortable hotels. 


| Deer Seen from Hotel, 

The sporteman fond of vigorous exercise 
and of matching his wits against the keenest 
of animals es well as shooting them with his 
camera, will find in the park a source of end- 
less interest. Owing to the rigid enforce- 
ment of the game laws the park harbors 
more wild life today than at the time of its 
creation, twenty years ago. This fact doubt- 
less also accounts for the ease with which 
the wild creatures can be approached. 

Deer may be seen from the train windows 
and from hotel piezzas, while astounding are 
the stories which the woods trevelers tell of 
the numbers encountered on short jaunts in 
the park. Beside almost every open lake or 
etream one comes upon busy beaver colonies, 
either at work orat play. Mink scurry busily 
on rock ledges close to passing cances, while 
Mttle red squirrels fiit warily from tree to 
tree at the traveler's unwarranted approach, 
and the chipmunk poses for his epecial bene- 
at 
There are birés of almost every apecies— 
from the ocean seagull to the timid robin, the 
loon, and the hermit thrush. And if one pene- 
trates well Into the wilds of the north one 
may hear the how! of the wolf and feast one’s 
eyes upon moose and otter. Fishing is open 
to all who observe the rules of the crown, 
and, although hunting is prohibited within 
the park boundaries, the sporteman will find 
ample game outside the reservation. 


Joys of Winter Sports. 

As to winter pastimes, every one within 
the ken of mortal man is possible here. And 
as to the joys of the winter woods, they can- 
mot be described—one must experience them 
to know. There is a peculiar charm about 
winter in Canada that none can gainsay. The 
clear air and high percentage of sunlight in 
thie part of Canada make it compare favora- 
bly with some of the famous Switzerland 
winter resorts. 

The mercury may point 20, even 30, below, 
but this will mean no particular discomfort 
to the traveler who is properly clad and who 
takes active part in the wholesome outdoor 
life; in fact, the lower the thermometer the 
keener the anticipation of a long snowshoe 
tramp after breakfast. The air rings with 
the laughter of gay parties who perhaps will 
stop for luncheon at a picturesque shelter 
ledge or log cabin after a six hour tramp.

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ALBERTA FARMS RICH IN BEEF 


New Land Holders in Canada Add 
Cattle to Big Herds. 


PRICES OF STOCK KEPT UP. 


Old Time Ranges Used as Grazing 
Ground Have Nearly Vanished. 


The province of Alberta is between the acts 
changing its costume. It has been 4 cattle 
country and is now preparing to appear as 
farm land. 

This year 3,068,600 acres are sown to grain, 
an increase over last year of 86,200 acres, 
This increase spells a larger number of farms 
and means the breaking up of the big ranges 
into stretches of mixed farming country. 

However, the big cattlemen find that this 
change in method does not mean a diminution 
of beef cattle such as was expected when 
the change began. On the contrary, the July 
round-up is unusually large. 

Gleichen, Alberta, is one of the thriving 


trict where mixed farming prevails, yet at 
the Calhoun dip, on the Circle ranch, about 
twenty-five miles south of the town, more 
than 17,000 head of cattle are being rounded 
up by a small army of cow-punchers. 


Roundup a Record Breaker. 

Not since the early ‘80s, when the cattle- 
men held undisputed sway in southern Al- 
berta, has there been a roundup of such pro- 
portions as the present one. Every day dur- 
ing the rounding up large herds of cattle were 
driven into the corrals at the dip to receive 
their bath, and the performance continued 
daily for a month until every beast of the 
huge herd was handled. 

The dipping is carried out as a precaution 
against the spread of disease among the cat- 
tle and to kill ticks, parasitic ina¢cts, which 
bore beneath the skin of the animals. The 
cattle are brought in from the range in 
bunches of several hundred at a time and 
driven into the big corral at the dip. 

The dip itself is a trough about sixty or 
seventy feet long, just wide enough to accom- 
modate the body of one animal, and about six 
feet deep. It is in this trough that the cattle 
receive their bath in lime water and sulphur. 


Water at Certain Temperature, 

The water is heated in boilers and kept at 
a temperature of 108 degrees, and is pumped 
by a large steam engine into the dip. The 
cattle are driven from the main corral by 
cowpunchers down a series of narrow runs 
only wide enough to admit them single file 
into the dip. 

When the dipping is in process the bar- 
rier separating the run from the dip is lifted 
and a string of animals forced down into the 
sulphur and lime bath. The crowding of the 
beasts behind compels those in front to take 
the plunge, and once in they must swim to 
the opposite end before they can get out, it 
being practically impossible for them to turn 
round owing to the narrowness of the dip. 

The depth of the solution forces them to 
swim, and by the time they get from one end 
to the other they receive a good bath, being 
immersed from one to two minutes. They 
are all dippef twice, however, during the 
season, the dipping being a government regu- 
lation. 


Branded Before Being Dipped. 

On days when the work is unhampered by 
bad weather or other uncontrollable cir- 
cumstances from 500 to 700 head of cattle 
may be dipped daily, but this average is not 
maintained. Any calves or mavericks that 
have to go through the branding process are 
branded before going into the dip. It is a 
picturesque scene, a lively break in the quiet 
of farming life. 
One of the reasons why the expected de- 
crease in the number of cattle in the province 
did not ocour was that the new farmers com- 
ing in brought with them (or bought when 
they arrived) small bunches of cattle, so that 
the total number was actually increased in 
spite of the fact that most of the big ranches 
have becn given up piecemeal to small farm- 
era. - 
| the United States in 1912 alone Alber- 
ta received 29,435 immigrants, a large propor- 
tion of them prosperous farmers who brought 
with them valuable effects, including numbers 
of fine cattle. Many of these farmers were 
attracted by the unusual opportunities for 
scientific farming offered by the Canadian 
Pacific's irrigation districts. 
So a large number of fine cattle from the 
United States found their way into southern 
Alberta. Calgary continues to be the center 
of the famous ranching district of southern 
Alberta, and the Calgary bull sale is still the 
chief event of ite kind in western Canada. 


Big Prices Magnet to Farmers. 
The rapid growth of town population, how- 
ever, and the increasing demand for Cana- 
dian cattle in the United States led to a 
marked increase in price and this tempted 
the Alberta farmers to sell not only their 
beef steers but their young animals, both 
male and female. 

The shortage thus created kept up the 
price, and buyers for the big meat-packing 
concerng at Calgary and Edmonton last 
autumn were ecouring the country for ani- 
mals likely to yield good beef after a win- 
ters feeding on “‘chop,’’ 1. e., ground oats and 
barley. These buyera and farmers who 
wanted eteers to feed for the same spring 
market, paid 5% or 6 cents @ pound live 
weight. The feeders expected TK or TK 
éents per pound in the spring, which would 
mean a pretty high profit on an animal 
weighing, say, 1,000 pounds when bought 
and 1,200 when sold. - 

Finally, there has been considerabie tmpor- 
tation of frosen beef from Austrailia to Brit- 


customers, The consequence is that the big 
buyers now will pay oniy the top prices, 7 
to T% cents, for the fattest animals, weigh- 
ing from 1,200 to 1,500 pounds a head, Ani- 
mals of the second class, from 1,000 to 1,200 
pounda, only bring 6 cents per pound. 


Pig Quotations High. 

As for the pigs, they are doing better than 
ever. One farmer sold a bunch of six- 
month hogs in January at T cents a pound, 
and thought himself fortunate; they would 
have paid pretty well at Scents. The price 
has been going up steadily ever since, and is 
now 8% or Ocents. As nearly every farmer, 
at any rate in the mixed farming district, is 
now raising a bunch of hogs, the supply in 
the autumn is likely to be large enough to 
bring down prices appreciably. 

But, in a country where large crops of oats 
and barley can be raised cheaply and where 
all progressive farmers have large quanti- 
ties of skim milk, the best of feed, much 
more moderate prices may rule and still 
bring the hog raiser a good profit. 

So, though the great cattle ranges of the 
early days have just about disappeared, the 
actual number of heads of live stock in Al- 
berta has increased and the value of the 
stock to its owners in dollars and cents has 
grown at a much greater rate.

OUR years ago I completed a composite 
known as the King of Finance, com- 
posing all the national bank presidents 
of Greater New York City, showing what 
the single individual in character and 
brain power would look like if he were 
at the head of all the big banking in- 
stitutions of New York City. 

_ After completing The King of Fi- 
nance, it was suggested to me that I should make a 
composite picture to be known as The Typical Amer- 
lean, composing four hundred units or individuals, 
classified and taken according to the immigration of 
two hundred years to this country, uniting the different 
foreign strains that had taken residence and become 
American citizens, Based upon Government statistics 
of immigration, the picture was to comprehend, seien- 
tifically but mechanically, the process of inbreeding the 
four hundred units to a single male individual. In 
other words, to anticipate the intermarrying of all the 
units for generations to come and to portray the result 
in a single individual, showing The Typical American 
of Today and Tomorrow. Practically all the profes- 
sions and all lines of business were to be considered. 

This was done by photographing the four hundred 
men composing the composite — leaders in all lines of 
endeavor in all parts of the United States — by making 
photographs of them calibrated perfectly straight to 
seale for blending the characters into one picture. In 
the process of this composite picture, it has taken nearly 
thirty-two hundred dry plates, making negative, posi- 
tive, negative and positive, converting 400 to 200—

In 
the reduction of this work only the very finest and 
most expensive lenses were used, one of them being 
made especially for converting the numerous plates to 
a single image. 

In making this composite biologically authentic, it 
was necessary to select several thousand individuals 
representing different strains of blood — descendants 
of some eighteen original foreign nationalities. For in- 
stance, in the Scotch, while I obtained Andrew Car- 
negie as the representative successful type from Scot- 
land, there are several others of Scotch heritage 
composing the composite picture. Providing against 
absolute refusal by any particular one of the units 
composing the picture, it was necessary to have a per- 
fect substitute in every case. 


It has cost approximately $21,000 in travel, time and 
other expenses attendant upon personal calls and mak- 
ing personal sittings to obtain the four hundred units 
composing this photograph. Not only did we take the 
four hundred units of direct lineal descent from this or 
that nationality, but in each case we secured the perfect- 
fitting key type. I only selected the prosperous man in 
every honorable vocation, making the composition truth- 
ful in covering every sphere of the professional and 
commercial life of the United States. 

The forehead of The Typical .American composite 
indicates a vigorous, though not necessarily aggressive, 
character — firmness, intellect and sticktuitiveness be- 
ing written in the face. It shows that future genera- 
tions, foreshadowed by modern and constantly improv- 
ing educational facilities and opportunities, will be 
greater ih brain and intellectual power than is the 
man of today.

The 
sorting-out plan saves much time; 
and the testing-out method saves the 
scrapbook from being crowded with 
undesirable recipes.—O. A. H., Hins- 
dale, Ill. 


Baby’s stockings become full of 
holes at the top where they are con- 
stantly pinned. This may be pre- 
vented by sewing a little square of 
muslin to the top of the stocking 
which is just the right size for the 
safety pin. When the stockings hap- 
pen to be a little short, this device 
lengthens them a good inch and by 
preventing raveling adds greatly to 
the life of the stocking.—H. M., Seat- 
tle, Wash. 

To remove the fat from: broth or 
soup intended for a delicate stomach, 
it is not necessary to allow it to be- 
come cold as is usually done.
